Trustee seeks ruling 
on Magnus Farm zoning 


An Arlington Heights trustee is urg- 


ing talks between Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect over the possible 
rczoning of Magnus Farm, n home for 
tho aged. 


Trustee Madeline Schrocdcr said 


tho talks should bo held to make the 
property, on Central Road between 
Roosevelt and Douglas avenues, com- 
patible with both towns. There arc no 
plans to tear down the home, but offi- 
cials want n zoning decision before fu- 
ture development decisions arc made. 


The property Is zoned for I7-unlts 


per acre by Cook County. The county 
Is holding hearings to determine If tho 
land should bo zoned for a lo\vcr den- 
sity. 


MOUNT PIIOSPKCT and Arlington 


Heights have expressed an Interest in 
annexing the land. The unincorpo- 
rated site Is flanked by Dana Point 
apartments In Arlington Heights and 
by single-family houses in Mount 
Prospect. 


"It would be n good idea If Mount 


Prospect and Arlington Heights held 
talks on what will happen there. No 
matter who gets It, it will have an 
effect on the other community," Mrs. 
Schrocdcr said. 


At her recommendation, the village 


planning department Is preparing a 
history of the property for the Arling- 
ton Heights Village Board. The report 


will bo presented at the next board 
meeting, Oct. 6. 


Mrs. Schrocdcr said she wants the 


board to make some recommendation 
to the county zoning board, based 
upon the report and meetings with 
Mount Prospect officials. 


"They (Cook County) will have an- 


other hearing in late October or No- 
vember and they've asked for written 
comments," she said, adding that 
county zoning officials have weighed 
Arlington Heights' recommendations 
heavily in their recent rulings. 


SHE SAID ANY recommendation 


made to the county officials would 
"carry more weight," If It was the 
result of meetings between the two 
villages. 


A meeting between representatives 


of the municipalities would be "a per- 
f c c t 
opportunity for the Inter- 


governmental cooperation we talk 
about here," Mrs. Schrocdcr said. 


She also urged .revival of the vil- 


lage's comprehensive planning com- 
mission. 


"The commission hasn't met in over 


six months. This Is where these talks 
would normally take place," she said. 


"I certainly hope Mr. (James T.) 


Ryan (Arlington Heights village presi- 
dent) will make some appointments 
as needed to the commission," be- 
cause of the consideration of Magnus 
Farm, Mrs. Schrocder said. 


CIA illegally opened 


U* S. mail for 20 years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 20 


years prominent Americans — In- 
cluding Richard M. Nixon and Nobel 
Peace Prize winners Linus Pauling 
and Martin Luttwr King Jr. — had 
their mall Illegally opened and photo- 
graphed by ttie CIA, it was revealed 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, chair- 


man of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence, who disclosed the pro- 
gram, said letters to and from such 
senators as Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Moss., and himself also were scruti- 
nized — even a letter he wrote to his 
mother-in-law while on a trip to Rus- 
sia. 


Church charged the program — 


codcnnmed "HT Lingual" — violated 
Iwth the Constitution and federal stat- 
utes and promised full public hearings 
within a few weeks to expose this 
"far-flung" tampering with the liber- 
ties of Americans. 


But James Anglcton, a former CIA 


countcrlntelligcnce chief, testified be- 
fore tlio Church committee that the 
mall-opening program was an "in- 
dispensable" espionage tool aimed 
primarily 
at gleaning information 


from Soviet-bloc nations. 


Church sold tho intercept snared 


one letter addressed to Nixon — in 
June, I960, while he was campaigning 
for the presidency he won that No- 
vember. He said it was from Ray 
Price, a major Nixon spccchwrlter, 
while he was traveling in the Soviet 
Union and included comments on Nix- 
on's election chances. 


Two years later, Nixon approved — 


then revoked — a mail intercept pro- 
gram, according to evidence thus far 
made public without knowing it al- 
ready was in existence. Sen. Gary 
Hart, D-Coio,, a member of the com- 
mittee, asked that Nixon be called as 
a witness but a decision was post- 
poned. 


Other targets of the mail-opening 


program, Church sold, included the 
Ford and Rockefeller Foundations 
and Harvard University, as well as 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., 
John D. Rockefeller IV, and the Rev. 
and Mrs. Martin Luther King Jr. 


Sen. Walter F. Mondalo, D-Mlnn., 


said a CIA "watch list" included 
Pauling, author John Steinbeck and 
labor leader Victor Reuther.

SEVERAL CABLES in the old con- 


troller were damaged or destroyed 
when it was struck by lightning. After 
the cables were replaced, the con- 
troller began malfunctioning. 


The administration said, ". . . after 


several attempts to keep the equip- 
ment running, it was decided that it is 
unlikely that satisfactory repairs can 
be made to the controller to maintain 
safe operation of the intersection." 


The old controller is an "electro-me- 


chanical" design, one no longer manu- 
factured. Spare parts for the system 
were flown Into the village from Peo- 
ria to keep It running. 


The problems were compounded be- 


cause "key personnel who designed 
and built the controUer" are no longer 
with the company. 


THE 
ADMINISTRATION 
recom- 


mended and the board approved a 
control system similar to the one in 
operation at the intersection of Arling- 
ton Heights and Central roads. 


The new controller would have solid, 


state components and would have an 
override system to change the lights 


as needed because of the Chicago and 
North Western Ry.'s Arlington Park , 
commuter station near the inter- 
section. 


The traffic lights would also be fit- 


ted with "opticom" controllers. The 
system automatically changes the sig- 
nals to accommodate emergency ve- 
hicles coming through the inter- 
section. 


The old controller has been returned 


to the manufacturer In "one last at- 
tempt" to repair it. Delivery on the 
new controller is expected to take 
about six months.

Ind. 


The state said the new cases bring 


the statewide total of all reported 
cases to 344 and the countywide total 
to 172. Of those totals, there have 
been 135 confirmed cases statewide 
and 69 confirmed cases in Cook Coun- 
ty.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Secret 


Service bodyguards of Gerald R. Ford 
feel they are protecting a friend as 
well as a President. 


"The agents are all pro. It's their' 


duty to protect tho President, and 
hell, they'd do that even If the people 
elected an Al Capono (or President. 
But for this President they'd walk 
across live coals," sold a presidential 
friend and aldo. 


Ford began understanding the ways 


of his walking shadows early In office, 
tho day ho sat at his Oval Office desk 
talking to a friend and his knee acci- 
dentally touched tho alarm button. 


Doors slammed open, agents with 


guns drawn pounced In from the hall- 
way, tho secretary's office and the 
Rose Garden porch. Ford, his jaw 
dropping, saw tho agents keep their 
guns at his friend's head and repeat- 
edly ask, "Are you sure you're all 
right. Mr. President?" 


"Tho President calls the agents by 


their first names. He plays tennis 
with them. He won't let them do 
things like carry his suitcase or walk 
his dog because that's not their job 
and ho respects that and them," tho 
Ford friend said. 


"You know, wo did have a Presi- 


dent who not only didn't call the 
agents by their first names but didn't 
even know their last names." 


Ford, while In San Francisco where 


Monday Sara Jane Moore missed him 
with a pistol shot, learned one of his 
agents was In bed sick. The President 
fetched a drug storo greeting card 
that sold "Get well* and scrawled 
"And that's an order" before sending 
it to tho ailing agent. 


The agent's colleagues took the card 


to him and were joking about it when 
the bcdsldo telephone rang. To the 
laughter of the agents, one said, "Oh, 
that's the President."

Egypt will take 1st Sinai accord step 


Israel's chief military negotiator at the military protocol talks 


with Egypt In Geneva said Wednesday Egypt will take the first step 
to Implement tin interim Sinai peace pact by moving technicians 
Into tho Ras Sudor oilfields on Oct. 5. Maj. Gen. Hcrzl Shaflr, the 
armed forces chief of operations, told reporters In Tel Aviv that 
Israel will turn over the entire Abu Rudcls oilfield complex on Dec. 
12 and will complete Its military withdrawal from the area by next 
Feb. 22. 


In Washington, meantime, the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 


mittee set aside a request to send American technicians to tta 
Middle East until the White House makes public secret agreements 
Involved in the Slnal accord. The decision spoiled administration 
hopes for fast approval of its commitment to send 200 American 
radar technicians to the Slnal peninsula.

Author- 
ities said the Gnruda Airways plane apparently struck a rubber 
tree, exploded and crashed In a field near the runway.

But Kennedy has his camera eye on 


Ford while agents such as Larry 
Buendorf must watch the faces In the 
crowd, as In Sacramento Sept. 5 when 
ho grabbed pistol-packing Lynnette 
Fromme. 


Sometimes it is the agent who is the 


center of the plot. Working this sum- 
mer as a newspaper photographer in 
Topeka, Kan., Ford's daughter Susan 
trapped one of her agents with the old 
bucket-of-watcr-on-the-door trick and 
snapped his picture as he was 
drenched. 


The agents, Including the marks- 


man In the dark eyeglasses whom 
Ford has nicknamed the "Brooklyn 
Flash," sometimes tip Ford. It was 
data from the agents that allowed 
Ford on a recent trip to ask a startled 


Kennedy by name about his adventur- 
es with his girlfriend of the day. 


Perhaps the most delicate job of the 


Secret Service men Is protecting Ford 
while he plays golf. Ford, who can re- 
main cool even in such stress as in 
Sacramsnto and San Francisco, per- 
mits himself his only'"doggone it all" 
on the links. 


This has led agents to formulate 


what they call Murphy's law. Mur- 
phy's law: "The distance to which the 
President must be secured is in direct 
correlation to the quality of the last 
golf shot he hit — to wit, if he hits a 
bad shot, one can consider him se- 
cured up to a distance of 150 feet. If 
he hits a good shot he should be se- 
cured up to 5 feet." 


The joking and unobserved law 


means that agents should step back 
and give Ford room for his "doggone 
it all" verbage should he hit a bad 
shot. 


President took 'on spot' advice 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President 


Ford took the advice of Secret Service 
agents not to shake hands in a crowd 
outside a San Francisco hotel, where 
a woman fired a gun at him moments 
later, the White House said Wednes- 
day, 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen said 


Ford "always" takes such on-the-spot 
advice from his bodyguards. 


Sara Jane Moore, 45, was part of 


"one of the crowds the Secret Service 
suggested the President might well 
pass up. The President passed it up." 


Ncssen added Ford was satisfied 


with his Secret Service protection, 
and planned to travel to Chicago next 
week and shake hands with crowds. 
"I think we will see the President 


hand-shaking again in public," Nessen 
said, because Ford wants to meet 
face-to-face with .Americans "to get 
over to the people his concerns." 


First lady Betty Ford, meanwhile, 


said she wants her husband to contin- 
ue traveling, but wishes he would be 
more cautious and "just stay away 
from the people." 


Mrs. Ford, her eyes flashing at 


some of the questions with a delega- 
tion of the Women's Stock Broker As- 
sociation, said "perhaps there should 
be some curtailment" of her hus- 
band's handshaking and closeness to 
crowds in view of the second assas- 
sination attempt against him in Cali- 
fornia. 


CIA tagged with opening, 
photographing U.S. mail

years was authorized in 1952, began in 
1954 and continued through Feb. 15, 
1973. 


Angleton, who took over the pro- 


gram in 1955, sold he understood It 
was authorized by the CIA's chief of 
clandestine services. Ho also said he 
knew all along that it was illegal. 


Charles Daly, Harvard's vice presi- 


dent for governmental affairs, said of 
tho disclosures: "We are sickened by 
reports of this and other criminal ac- 
tions taken by persons who are sup- 
posed to bo busy defending our rights 
instead of stealing them." 


Corctta King commented: "Suspi- 


cions over the years that the CIA was 
unlawfully introducing into domestic 
affairs and citizens' privacy hava been 
c o n f i r m e d . The important con- 
sequence of these dastardly actions 
should be the establishment of a per- 
manent, legally constituted body that 
will check this runaway agency from 
dragging us closer to a police state." 


A spokesman for the Ford Founda- 


tion said the mail interception came 
as "news to us, and we don't feel we 
want to comment until the committee 
completes its Investigation." 


The Postal Service said in reply to 


an Inquiry that mall openings are not 
legal for any purpose unless author- 


ized by court order or search war- 
rant. 


"We want to know why the mall of 


such groups as the Ford Foundation, 
Harvard University, and the Rockefel- 
ler Foundations was regularly opened 
by the CIA," Church said. 


Church said that evidence so far 


showed "the president did not know 
that the mail was being opened." 


The chairman told witness James 


Angleton, former counter intelligence 
chief, the CIA had failed Its responsi- 
bility to the president by not inform- 
ing him of tho mall surveillance pro- 
gram. 


• Angleton said If Nixon had ever 
asked for a review of the intelligence 
system and procedures, he would 
have been told of the mall cover. 


"But that Is exactly what he did 


do," Church said. "The president 
' wanted to be informed, he wanted the 
information, yet he was misinformed'. 
. . What possible justification was 
there to 'misrepresent tho matter to 
the commander-ln-chlef?" 


"I have no satisfactory answer," 


Angloton replied. "I don't believe there 
is one," Church said. 


Angleton described the mail pro- 


gram as "routine in nature" and as 
"an indlspensible way of gaining in- 
telligence on the Soviets .who regard 
this country as their main enemy." 


JAMES ANGLETON, former CIA

U.S. judge orders Nixon testimony 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A. U.S. 


District Judge Wednesday ruled that 
former President Richard M. Nixon 
must submit to questioning under oath 
in connection with a damage suit In- 
volving alleged Illegal wiretaps by the 
White House "plumbers." 


Judge Lewis Smith said a former 


president cannot claim executive 
privilege and confidentiality to avoid 
giving testimony about White House 
operations needed for the'ciyil dam- 
age suit of Morton H. Halperin, for- 
mer member of Nixon's National Se- 
curity staff. 


Smith ordered that the deposition be 


taken at some location at Nixon's 
west coast home or nearby. 


He said an Incumbent President can 


invoke executive privilege on behalf 
of a former President but pointed out 
that President Ford has not done so in 
this case. 


"Mr Nixon makes the claim of ex- 


ecutive privilege on his own behalf as 
a private citizen," Smith ruled. 


Halperin filed the suit against Nixon 


and a number of his top aides and 


other White House personnel for dam- 
ages he claims from a wiretap on his 
home telephone from 1969 to 1971. 


Nixon sought a "protective order" 


to block Hnlpcrin's move to have him 
placed under oath and questioned by 
lawyers about the wiretaps. 


Judge Smith acknowledged In a 


four-and-one-half page opinion that a 
former President "should not be sub- 
jected to endless subpoenas and de- 
positions concerning actions taken 
during his administration." 


He said the interest of the litigant 


must be balanced against a former 
president's undue privacy invasions. 


"In weighing the opposing interests 


at stake here the court finds that 
plaintiffs have met this burden and 
are entitled to depose defendant Nix- 
on," ho said. 


^Modesf OPEC oil price hike seen 


VIENNA, Austria (UPI) - Leading 


oil producers agreed Wednesday to 
raise oil prices Oct. 1, but most of 
them said it would be a "modest" 
hike that would keep world inflation 
from soaring out of control. 


Iranian Minister Jamshld Amouze- 


gar told reporters after a five-hour 
meeting of oil ministers of the 13-na- 
tion Organization of Petroleum Ex- 
porting Countries they hoped to reach 
a decision,on the exact size of the in- 
crease Thursday. 


Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani, the 


Saudi .Arabian oil minister, said there 
were sharp differences of opinion over 
the size of the increase. 


"The differences are greater than I 


expected," said Yamani, who went 
into the meeting publicly favoring a 
continuation of the oil price freeze 
that OPEC agreed upon nine months 
ago. 


The ministers haggled over the 


price question in informal discussions 
on the sidelines of their closed-door 
meeting. 


An Iranian source spoke of a 7 to 10 


per cent increase in the current $10.46 
a barrel for Saudi Arabian crude, the 
benchmark price in the OPEC pricing 
system. Each percentage of increase 
would add about $1 billion to the 
world's oil bill, which already has 


gone up 500 per cent in the past five 
years. 


A 10 per cent increase in oil prices, 


which some OPEC officials regard as 
a likely compromise, would raise the 
price per barrel by $1.05 to a total 
$11.51. A 7 per cent hike would boost 
prices 73 cents to a total $11.19. 


Ministers attending the OPEC meet- 


Ing left no doubt In statements to re- 
porters that prices would be increased 
when the current nine-month freeze 
ends Sept. 30. Even Sheikh Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani, the Saudi oil minister 
who favors continuation of the freeze, 
acknowledged that "a lot of people" 
in the meeting oppose a freeze.

Owners of a circus charged with 


violating state charitable trust laws 
during two recent performances in 
Schaumburg have been granted a 
30-day continuation to present their 
case. 


Circuit Court Judge Nathan Cohen 


granted the continuance after the at- 
torney representing Carson and Barn- 
es Circus Co. asked for more time. 
Cohen also extended a restraining or- 
der preventing the circus from remov- 
ing from the bank or state any funds 
raised during the performances. 


The restraining order was Issued 


last month after the attorney'gener- 
al's office filed suit against the circus 
owners. Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. 
Scott charged the owrers with forcing 
the Schaumburg Lions Club into an 
illegal contract for two performances 
in August. 


Scott said the contract is a "clear 


violation" of laws requiring charities 
to receive at least 75 per cent of gross 
receipts of such events. Scott is seek- 
ing to nullify the contract and obtain 
more money for the Lions Club. 


Skokie Mayor Albert J. Smith will

Adwall toad some SO horses from their Arlington 
Park stalls Into tractor trailers (or the short and 
familiar expressway ride to Hawthorne Race Track 
In Cicero. 


Adwcll has enjoyed a good summer at Arlington 


Park — that means winners. But Dassoukl docs not 
share the dally fortunes of winning, or the anguish of 
losing. "We're paid the same either way," he said. 


TltAINKn HILL Horndon is one of the tittle men in 


thoroughbred racing with just five horses and one 
groom to move from Arlington Park. 


"It's lough on a small guy trying to get started," 


snyst the M-ycnr-old Horndon. "It takes a lot of mon- 
ey and you've got to have some luck." 


Hcrndon Is headed for Oak Lawn and Hot Springs, 


Ark. A native of Little Rock, the grip will reunite 
him with his wife and two children. 


"It gets kind of old sometimes, traveling around 


like this. Out everyone's got to do something," he 
says. 


HIS YOUNG GIlOOM. who's spent only five 


months on tlio race track backstrctch, agrees. 


"I had a friend who worked at the track and he 


told me to give It a try. Working here is better than 
being on the street getting In trouble." he says. 


Hcrndon wants to stay in the tricky business of 


horse training, In part because his father raised

horses before him. Though he hod only one winning 
horse at Arlington Park this summer, Herndon still 
appreciated the 94-day meeting. 


"You don't have to ship your horses around so 


much — that costs money," he says. 


At the height of the summer racing season, there 


arc as many as 2,000 horses and 700 stable employes 
in the backstrctch at Arlington Park. By tonight, 
there may not be more than 20.

In numerical terms, Arlington Park 


has played to nearly 1.5 million people 
this summer. By the time the last 
race l.i run this afternoon, wagering 
will total nearly $100 million. 


"Of course you can say figures 


show an increase in gnmUIng all over 
Iho country." Loome says. "But the 
fact that our attendance also Is up 
substantially is the most promising 
sign of all." 


UNDER A PROPOSED new Illinois 


racing law that would lower admis- 
sion prices and Increase the size of pur 
scs for horsemen, Loomc Is looking 
forward to even better days ahead. 


"If the bill Is signed, track oper- 


ators like ourselves will be warranted 
In spending money to Improve their 
racing plants and we Intend to Im- 
prove both Arlington and Washington 
parks," ho said. 


Confident words from a man who 


just two years ago, told the Illinois 
Racing Board that times were so bad 
that another poor season could spell 


the end of horse racing at Arlington 
Park. 


"We had been given racing dates 


for a time when we were not designed 
to run," Loome says recalling the 
dark 1973 season. "A year ago the 
(racing) commission gave us the right 
dates and then (this year) it expanded 
on them. The results ore in the num- 
bers," he said. 


LOOME SAYS ho now will "get go- 


ing on a plan for racing dates for next 


year." The racing board will hold hear 
ings In November and announce the 
1076 racing schedule before the start 
of the New Year. 


"Everybody keeps talking about the 


old days .on the race track. Well, the 
old days are gone, just like my youth. 
There is no way_ I'm, going to bring 
them back. What we're doing is look- 
ing ahead." 


Part of the future may include Sun- 


day racing at Arlington Park — a day 
that could equal or surpass the at- 
tendance and betting figures now 
compiled on Saturdays.

"This room Is like a second 


homo to me, really," says the Eu- 
ropean-raised maitrc d', who de- 
scribed business In the Classic 
Club this summer as "very good, 
the best wo over had." 


Christ will trail the horses to 


Hawthorne Race Track after to- 
day where he will oversee oper- 


ation of the clubhouse restaurant. 
At the close of racing there, ho is 
his own man. 


"Until we g& the new dates for 


Arlington Park, I play It by car. 
At the end of November, I might 
go to Washington Park, or take a 
little break until we start the ac- 
tion again." 


Christ and his staff cater to 


some of Arlington Park's highest 
rollers. From his reservation desk 
on the race track's fifth floor, ho 
commands a sweeping view of the 
dirt oval and grassy lake-spotted 
infield. 


It is a picture window on a 


scene that could not be created to- 
day, and there Is a hint of sadness 
that it Is time to draw the blinds 
again. 


Cop: his job means 
getting cars in and out 


Rolling Meadows Police Sgt. Timothy Lonegran has opened and 


closed 12 racing seasons at Arlington Park. 


Without him and the other police officers who get racing fans In 


and out of the track each day, Arlington Park would be a much 
nastier place. 


"My main problem Is local residents sometimes feel they should 


have priority (over race track goers) In getting home. And they get 
Impatient If they have to wait while we balance the volume of 
traffic," he says. 


The City of Rolling Meadows provides as many ns six patrolmen 


to assist can in and out of the race track gates on a busy racing 
day. The men volunteer for the special duty. Their salaries are paid 
by the race track. 


"It's n good detail really, especially for a young patrolman," 


Lonogran says, On a typical day, a cop will spend an hour before 
the 2 p.m. post time, and an hour and a half after the last race 
waving and whistling at cars. 


TIIK MAIN difference between the two shifts is obvious. "You've 


got the losers coming out and potential winners going In," Lonegran 
says, and that can affect a motorist's disposition. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case says the end of racing 


at Arlington Park today makes little difference to him, or his police 
officers. "They're all special details. Wo never shortchange the 
city." 


"It's just another season. We handle it." 
But Iho prospect of Sunday racing poses a horse of a different 


color. 


"Sunday racing would Interfere with famllcs who want to take a 


drive. There are a lot more people In town going to and from 
church, or visiting their friends," Case sold. 


"We'd also have a manpower shortage. The fellas like to get one 


weekend off once and a while."

Long-time education supporters In 


tho Illinois General Assombly find 
themselves torn between their old lay* 
nltlcs and tho state's deteriorating fi- 
nancial situation In tho upcoming 
battlo to override Gov. Daniel Walk- 
er's education vetoes. 


The fight shaping up when the legis- 


lature goes back In session Oct. 22 
probably will see Chicago Democrats 
firmly favoring override, many Re- 
publicans (Irmly opposed and a num- 
ber of legislators In the middle, ac- 
cording to many observers. 


Despite an assertion Wednesday by 


Gcrnld L. Sbarboro, a member of tho 
Chicago Board of Education, that sup- 
porters of tho Chicago schools have 
already lined up nearly enough votes 
to override tho vetoes, other observ- 
ers say the outcome of tho fight Is far 
from certain. 


"Right now It's a pretty even propo- 


sition (on the overrides)," Donald Es- 
llck, the Illinois Board of Education's 
chief lobbyist said. "It could go cither 
way." 


UAt.KKIt'S UUUC.r/r cuts Include 


on Ml million reduction veto In tho 
state's general school aid formula, 
cuts In appropriations for special edu- 
cation and a.veto of a bill to change 
the stntc school aid formula to aid a 
number of school districts. 


Much of the battle on tho overrides 


Is likely to focus on the school old for- 
mula appropriation, where an over- 
ride will benefit all the state's school 
districts. And It Is on that override 
that some legislators who have long 
supported state education appropria- 
tions express uncertainty.

Mediators may settle 
future consumer gripes 


Future consumer complaints about products that 


don't work or fall apart, probably will be heard by an 
Impartial panel with authority to resolve the issues, 
Virginia Knaucr, special assistant to tho President for 
Consumer Affairs, said Wednesday. 


If the consumer and manufacturer reach an Impasse, 


•the mediators would recommend solutions to difficult 
complaints. Tho approach has already been met with 
success, she said. 


"Tho major appliance manufacturers and their retail- 


ers were the first to try this approach," Mre. Kntuier 
said. "Appliance complaints have dropped from first to 
about fifth In my mall." 


The third-party complaint handling system would con- 


sist of several consumer leaders and exports, she said. 
In addition to resolving complaints, tho panels would 
provide.a mechanism'for Industry to communicate with 
consumer leaders and learn what consumers want. 


MRS. KNAUEK made her prediction at the Business- 


Consunwr Relations Seminar at the Marriott Hotel in 
Chicago. The all-day session was sponsored by the U.S. 
Dcpt. of Commerce; and tho Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce. 
. "The consumer," Mrs. Knauer explained, "is you and 
mo and the President and tho newest born baby. They 
are all of us." She said she was optimistic that con- 
sumers and businesses will get along better. What is 
needed, she said, was more Information to enable con- 


sumers "to choose on the basis of the qualities that are 
important to them." 


"They (the consumers) ore beginning to complain that 


nobody ever told them what n big refrigerator with all 
the options could do to the electric bill. Now they want 
the Information, in plain English, that will enable them 
to compare appliances." 


BARBARA HACKMAN Franklin, the commissioner of 


the U.S. Consumer Product Safety Commission, said 
consumers arc growing steadily in sophistication and 
assertlveness and the business sector must make 
strides to satisfy their needs. 


"Consumers have tended to buy fewer things more 


carefully, and the trend toward wiser, more careful 
shopping is expected to continue," she said. "Con- 
sumers arc demanding value for their money and they 


' are making their views known when products fall short 


of expectations. More questions are being asked about 
performance, durability, cost and safety." 


She said there is an indication many consumers mis- 


use products and it is unfair to put all the blame on 
manufacturers. She suggested better warnings be 
placed on packages. She said the industry is producing 
safer products than ever before. 


According to statistics, an estimated 20 million Amer- 


icans are Injured in or near the home in accidents in- 
volving consumer products. Of these, 110,000 are per- 
manently disabled and 30,000 are killed.

In favor of using such practices, and 
there'is little sign that anyone is ac- 
tually hurt by it. Most officials run- 
ning a referendum would draw the 
line at anything that looked like coer- 
cion — forcing teachers to "produce" 
yes voters, for example, or threaten- 
ing other employes unless they work 
for tha campaign. - 


THOSE WORKING for a referen- 


dum are quick to point out that, while 
the law limits what a public body can 
do to campaign for a referendum, 
there is no limit on what opponents 
can do to urge defeat. 


Also, a high-profile campaign, even 


when It avoids ethical problems, can 
sometimes antagonize voters who are 
already hostile to the idea of a tax 
increase, thus causing more trouble 
for the public officials who want to 
see the referendum passed. 


Referendum campaigns, therefore, 


are not easy, and in many ways it's a 
wonder there are so many, consid- 
ering the.disadvantages involved. But 
they will continue, and one thing will 
remain consistent. 


Whatever decisions officials make 


on the question of ethics, the voters 
will decide whether the officials .are 
right or wrong.

Handgun law 


need urgent 


When will our political leaders 


begin to toko the uncompromis- 
ing steps needed to end the soar- 
Ing handgun murder rate in this 
nation? 


Will it take a more competent 


gunwicldcr than cither Lynette 
Fromme or Sara Jane Moore to 
prod our Congress to action? Or 
will it require the continuing es- 
calation of the slaughter of or- 
dinary American citizens before 
our hesitant leaders take firm 
steps to outlaw these easily con- 
cealed tools of death? 


Statistics tell a grim story. In 


the United States there were 
10,340 murders by handguns In 
1973, one every 48 minutes. That 
was 53 per cent of all slayings 
that year and nearly twice the 
number as in 1067. 


In 10G8, after the assassina- 


tions of Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr. and Robert F. Kennedy, 
Congress passed a law banning 
mail order sales of weapons and 
tho importation of cheap guns. 
Yet eight years and countless in- 
effective stato laws later, there 
are between 40 million and 00 
million handguns in this nation. 
That figure is growing by 2Mt 
million handguns every year. 


More and more Americans, in- 


cluding police officers, oppose 
this proliferation. A November 
1074 Gallup poll showed that 71 
per cent of the persons it sur- 
veyed thought all firearms, in- 
cluding 
rifles 
and 
shotguns, 


should be registered. Top police 
officials have argued in favor of 
controls, for they sec close up 
tho carnage created by fire- 
arms. 


To many Americans, hand- 


guns provide a psychological se- 
curity against the nation's soar- 
Ing crime rate. But, as any po- 
lice official con tell you, too of- 


ten these weapons, purchased 
for protection, end up as in- 
struments of death. In turn, this 
fuels the fears of more and more 
Americans. 


Opposition to handgun controls 


is loud and well-organized. The 
moro thoughtful critics argue 
that criminals would be the last 
to yield their arsenals to the au- 
thorities and that handgun clubs 
have a legitimate role in our 
society. Other, less rational, 
critics view handgun possession 
as an almost sacred right which 
must exist without control or 
compromise. 


Despite the Inflamed rhetoric 


of these handgun 
defenders, 


guns DO kill people — far too 
many people. A federal law ban- 
ning the possession of handguns, 
except by legitimate gun clubs 
and collectors, is a necessary 
step towards ending this slaugh- 
ter. 


Until such a law is passed, our 


entire political leadership, and 
every man and woman in this 
country, will continue to live un- 
der the shadow of the handgun. 
Until we curb this menace, no 
single citizen can avoid the re- 
sulting fear which should have 
no place in our free and demo- 
cratic society.

We've urged President Ford 


to plan his public appearances 
moro wisely, and Monday's at- 
tempted assassination only un- 
derscores the need for him to ex- 
ercise such restraint. 


The President should keep in 


touch with the American public, 
but he doesn't have to be unduly 
reckless about it.

Woods: Harper vote needed 


As chairman of the Citizens' Long- 


Range Planning Committee for Har- 
per College (1972), I would like to 
share with you my views and the rea- 
sons for my unqualified support for 
the Harper referendum on Saturday, 
Sept. 27. 


About 10 years ago, Harper College 


district voters placed their faith in the 
sound planning of the Harper Board 
and passed a $7.5 million referendum 
to establish a college on 200 acres of 
raw land. The validity of this action 
has been verified by the most objec- 
tive test of all — time. 


Now, the voters need to consider an- 


other referendum. Timing is critical, 
and passage is essential if Harper Is 
to finish what it started in Its first 
decade and move effectively into the 
second. 


AN EXAMPLE of the good planning 


by the college is the opening of tho 
Willow Park Center. The decision to 
open tho center this year in Wheeling 
was two-fold: 1) to measure the im- 
mediacy of the demand for increased 


• educational offerings and facilities, 
and 2) to test the need for additional 
facilities to servo the growing north- 
eastern portion of the college district 
which composes approximately 50 per 
cent of the population. Although only 
courses not requiring laboratories or 
other specialized equipment could be 
offered in the extension center, the re- 
sponse of approximately 2,000 stu-

dents has demonstrated to the board 
of trustees the need and support for 
an educational facility in the eastern 
area of the district. 


The enrollment data really gives the 


Harper Board no choice. The Wheel- 
I n g / B u f f a l o 
Grove 
Prospect 


Heights/North Arlington Heights area 
of the district now comprises about 35 
per cent of the total Harper enroll- 
ment. An extension center Is a tem- 
porary solution, at best. The residents 
of Wheeling, Buffalo Grove, Pros- 
pect Heights, Arlington Heights and 
Mount Prospect have the same needs 
and the same right to educational ser- 
vices and programs close to home as 
other areas of the district. In addition, 
an increasingly overcrowded situ- 
ation on the Palatine campus will be 
relieved. The length of time that 
campus buildings take from blueprint 
to occupancy is at least five years. 


The village boards of Arlington 


Heights, Buffalo Grove and Wheeling 
havo passed resolutions supporting 
tho referendum, thereby going on 


record as realizing the need for Im- 
mediate action to ensure that the 
eastern area of the district will be 
able to meet the educational demands 
of a rapidly growing population. 


As with the Palatine campus, build- 


ing would proceed in phases with the 
Illinois Community College Board and 
the Illinois Board of Higher Education 
monitoring all factors before com- 
mitting their 75 per cent of the total 
cost. Furthermore, Harper College 
has a record of careful planning 
which has been responsible for the 
adaptability and smooth operation of 
the college for its first 10 years. 


Harper must move ahead if it is to 


remain an educational force of the 
caliber which the people of this area 
expect from their community college. 
The present Palatine campus is 
bursting at the seams and is still with- 
out a physical education facility and 
badly needed classrooms and labora- 
tories, as well as an area for teaching 
dramatic arts. Areas of the college 
never designed for classroom use 
have been pressed into service. 


Passage of the Saturday, Sept. 27, 


referendum Is essential. The mainte- 
nance of Harper's high? educational 
standards and its leadership in the 
community Is achievable at a min- 
imal cost. 


I strongly urge my fellow citizens to 


vote "yes" on Saturday, Sept. 27.

Need for second campus planning cited 


In reply to your Sept. 17 editorial 


opinion opposing Harper's referen- 
dum, three of your statements need 
clarification. 


First, you expressed concern about 


duplication of administrative costs 
and classes, and travel between 
campuses by students and faculty. If 
another college Is needed and erected 
in tho eastern part of our district in 
the future, say under another name, 
establishing a separate district, the 
duplication of administrative costs 
would be far greater than if Harper 
were to build a second campus. 


Certainly the basic programs will 


be duplicated. Even now there are 
certain courses that, because of de- 
mand, are offered in many of our 
more than 30 extension centers. But 
specialized programs and the re- 
quired support courses (i.e. medical- 
dental and vocational-technical) will 
bo offered in one or the other. Not at 
both campuses. It would be too costly 
to put the same equipment in both lo- 
cations. So travel by students should 
not bo necessary. As to the faculty, 
you might ask them how much they 
travel right now, to our many exten- 
sion centers. 


Secondly, I agree that "projecting 


future habits of people is an uncertain 
thing." That's why some of us on the 
board wanted greater substantiation 
of need before agreeing to commit, 
funds to build at the second site. Thus 
we have $2.8 million with a stipulation 
that those bonds not be sold before 
1977. If there is no need for building 
at that time, the bonds simply will not 
be issued. 


If, on tho other hand tho need is 


proved, we don't have to come back 
in a couple of years asking for more 
money in another referendum. That 
raises d third point. 


A REFERENDUM costs well over 


$10,000 just for the machinery — poll- 
Ing places, judges, ballots, etc. None 
of us wants to go through that cost 
(and all the work) again in just a 
couple of years. You encourage your 
readers to defeat the referendum in 
the hope that "Harper's board will 


come back In a few months with the 
second campus construction stripped 
from Its requests." 


I say no! We'd be misleading the 


public. We would not show the "Integ- 
rity and foresight" you praise us for, 
and we'd probably be back in two 
years asking the voters for that $2.8 
million, judging from Willow Park 
and St. Viator enrollments. 


One final thought. The voters should 


keep in mind the fact that Harper 
cannot build any buildings without ap- 
proval by the Illinois Community Col- 
lege Board, the Illinois Board of High- 
er Education and the state legislature. 
After all, they still put up the other 
three-fourths of the money.

'Early dismissal' queried 


I wonder if the parents of the Maine 


Township High School District 207 
have not somehow mistakenly altered 
their priorities. 


I speak of the attendance record at 


the Maine high schools, especially as 
concerns a practice called early dis- 
missal. 


An ever-Increasing number of stu- 


dents are requesting and receiving 
permission to leavy school before the 
school day has ended merely by sub- 
mitting a parent permission form. 


The resultant decreased enrollment 


for the last three class periods of the 
day places a heavy burden on the fa- 
cilities and staff during the early part 
of the school day, but more im- 
portantly this practice cheats our 
young people. 


IF WE CAN BUILD four multi-mil- 


lion dollar physical plants and pay a 
staff to man these plants, a good 
share (up to 1/3) of our tax dollar is 
being wasted because many students 
arc not in attendance to make use of 
the facilities and the experience of the 
personnel. 


Our students will be a part of the 


work force for almost 40 years In the 
future. Except for dire family finan- 
cial problems or work-study pro- 
grams, few If any benefits are derived 
by a 16 or 17-year-old student leaving 
school early in the day to work at a 
part-time job, a job to which the par- 
ents must often provide round-trip 
transportation. 


We are told by urbanologists and so- 


ciologists that the future will offer 
even more leisure time to our young 
people than we enjoy today. Would 
not the student derive greater benefits 
preparing for that leisure time and In- 
creasing world involvement by taking 
more classwork in art, music, drama, 
or language than by adding a few 
more years to his skill at punching a 
time clock? 


Likewise, extra-curricular organiza- 


tions such as language clubs, inter- 
national club, stamp club, ski club, 
model railroading dub, thespians, 
gymnastics club, bowling club, simu- 
lation club, glee club and chess club 
are but a few of the groups that will 
bo equally profitable to him once the 
student is a part of the labor force. 
These groups teach responsibility and 
social values and encourage creativity 
and a questioning attitude. To fail to 
take advantage of these courses and 
extra-curricular offerings Is to take 
only part of the educational experi- 
ence offered to every student. 


THE FACILITIES are available and 


the faculty and staff are on duty. 
Let's encourage our students to attend 
school for a full day to take advan- 
tage of all that is offered instead of 
leaving school early to harass our 
town's. businessmen, become bored 
with the ennui of unplanned time or 
earn a paltry $1.75 an hour peddling 
m i l k s h a k e s a n d ham- 
burgers.

Leaders 
must face 
threats

It had been only a few hours ear- 


lier. Sen. Charles H. Percy, sipping 
coffee, mused about the "kooks and 
nuts" who present a threat to the 
lives of all prominent public officials. 


"It's a fact of life you live with," 


said Percy, echoing the words of ev- 
ery president in memory. 


Then, there it was again, on the 6 


o'clock news: the President cringing 
away from the sound of gunfire, body- 
guards manhandling him into his ar- 
mored limousine, police and Secret 
Service agents diving into the crowd 
to wrestle with a wound-be assassin. 


For the second time in 17 days, one 


of the kooks and nuts had surfaced. 


WHETHER THEY ever confront 


them, most senators, governors and 
other high-ranking officials are aware 
that the kooks are out there. 


Matter of factly, Percy told of two 


incidents when he was warned of 
threats on his life. Once he joined for- 
mer Gov. Richard Ogilvie at a vaca- 
tion campground in a national forest 
in the State of Washington. 


Surprised to find the recreation 


area "overrun" with state troopers, 
Percy inquired if the governor always 
required that much security. "They're 
for you," Ogilvie Informed him. 
"They received a warning that you 
are to be killed." 


When Percy ran against Gov. Otto 


Kcrner in 1964, Kerner called him one 
day to ask that he cancel his cam- 
paign appearances. The state police, 
Kerner said, had information that 
there was a "contract" out for Per- 
cy's life and his assassination was 
scheduled that day. 


"YOU DON'T KNOW what they 


think," said Percy, "they just seem to 
want notoriety." 


That they receive the notoriety they 


seek Is one thing that Percy said he 
regrets in a situation about which 
little can be done. "When that girl 
(Lynette Fromme) gets her picture on 
the cover of Time and Newsweek, you 
don't know how many koriis and nuts 
will want to emulate her." 


There is, of course, validity In that 


statement. But Percy's manner In- 
dicated that he recognizes that is only 
a part of the problem. Not all of them 
get the idea from the news media. 


"You just have to be terribly vigi- 


lant," Percy shrugged. 


AND THEN, on the 10 o'clock news, 


there Is the President, still appearing 
somewhat shaken, vowing again that 
he will not be deterred from meeting 
the people. He will continue to go 
where they are. 


So will the kooks and nuts.

(Following is a letter from the pres- 


ident of tho School Dlst. 50 Board In 
response to a letter in tho Fcnccpost 
(ram Harold Harvey, a former presi- 
dent of tho board): 


Your letter addressed to The Herald 


indicates that you have indeed been 
away from Dlst. SO for a long time, I 
would llko to set tho record straight, 
not only for your benefit, Mr. Harvey, 
but for tho readers who might have 
been misguided by some of the state- 
ments contained In your letter to the 
press. 


First of all, you characterize our 


school board's request for approval of 
an Increase in the educational fund as 
"Irresponsible and without merit." 
While you were a member and presi- 
dent of this school board, the district 
decided to go to tho voters twice for 
such approval. Were those decisions 
"Irresponsible and without merit?" If 
not, what made- them different? You 
know, Mr. Harvey, as well as I, that 
tho fact that tho voters turned down 
the board on both of those occasions 
meant that our school district simply 
went more heavily Into debt. The pre- 
sent board of education doesn't con- 
sider that healthy. Wo do realize thcro 
was no other choice. 


TUB BOARD'S DECISION to ap- 


peal to tho voters this time, is not 
capricious. It is predicated on the fact 
that the new state equalizer formula 
requires us to raise our tax rate in 
order to receive tho fair share of state 
old duo us. None of the surrounding 
school districts has this problem since 
they raised their tax rales sufficiently 
high years ago. Dlst. SO's tax rate 
has, for many years, been the very 
lowest compared to 10 surrounding 
elementary school districts. We've al- 
ways been proud and happy about 
that fact; now It has turned Into a 
liability for tho taxpayers hero be- 
cause their state taxes for education 
are going to other school districts, not 
to Dlst. 59. Even our most watchful 
and Informed critics, like the mem- 
bers of the press and Mr. Sleeker, 
recognize this fact and hove rccom- 
, mended that we take this responsible 


step of increasing taxes In accordance 
with state law. The only question re- 
maining Is why wo are going beyond 
tho IS cent Increase. The reason is 
that former administrations have 
plunged our district into very heavy 
debt. Tho Interest payments on this 
debt enrich only the bankers — but 
they do nothing for the education of 
our children. The board Is strongly 
committed to erasing this debt and 
ridding tho taxpayers of the burden of 


largo Interest payments. 


You talk about making cutbacks in 


tho/'fringe program." Mr. Harvey, 
since your children left Dlst. 59 and 
since you'vo left offlco here, our 
educational program has eroded slow- 
ly In many ways. Wo have no "fringe 
programs," wo have only those pro- 
grams which wo feel are worthwhile 
educational experiences for our chil- 
dren. We hove no "luxury programs," 
we have no "experimental pro- 
grams." We are not the "big spen- 
ders" of tho area. In fact, compared 
to tho same 16 nearby suburban ele- 
mentary school districts, wo arc 12th 
from tho top in educational ex- 
penditures, not near tho top where wo 
onco were. We have only tho min- 
imum requirements of the state in 
physical education, art and music. Wo 
have good programs in reading, math, 
social studies and science; and wo are 
making our greatest effort in the 
areas of improving these basic studies 
so that our Dlst. 59 children will com- 
pare favorably with children from 
other districts when they go on to fur- 
ther their education. This board of 
education would be derelict in Its 
duties Mr. Harvey, If wo permitted 
further shrinkage In tho basic 3R pro- 
gram, which Is what your recommen- 
dation to tho voters suggests. 


When you criticize Dr. Bnrdwell for 


his decentralized form of adminis- 
tration, you should realize that you 
are contradicting yourself. Dr. Bard- 
well's form of administration re- 
duces tho central office expenditures 
which do not directly benefit the chil- 
dren In our schools. Tho centralized 
form of administration which we had, 
and which you seem to favor, created 
t h e l a r g e s t administrative ex- 
penditures that this district has ever 
known; the largest contract obliga- 
tions for tills school district; the 
greatest encumbrance of debt in our 
school district's history; and an ex- 
pensive bureaucracy which is not nec- 
essary to provide a quality education 
for our children. This Is not opinion, 
Mr. Harvey, tills is provable fact, — 
and you are warmly invited to look at 
tho record for yourself. 


THE EIGHT PER CENT wage in- 


crease to our teachers is not unrcajls- 
tlc. It Is perhaps one of the lowest 
contract settlements of any surround- 
ing school district. It would have been 
nice If teachers had agreed to no sala- 
ry Increase at all — but that's not 
realistic. Our having demanded such 
n condition would simply have meant 
that our children would not have re- 
turned to school — their teachers 


would have been out on strike. We 
didn't want that; the parents have 
told us they didn't want that; the 
teachers didn't want that, It required 
reasonable understanding on both 
sides to reach an equitable settle- 
ment. We feel that was accomplished 
more successfully this year than In 
the past three years. 


What you referred to as a "low- 


key" referendum is the result of your 
unfamlliarity with Dlst. 59's activities. 
Last summer, in a mailing to 6,726 
families, we indicated that the board 
was contemplating holding a referen- 
dum this fall. Four newspapers, with 
wide coverage in this area, have been 
reporting all about our referendum in 
news articles, editorials and letters 
such as yours. At least 50 meetings 
arc being held In 23 different loca- 
tions, at which facts concerning the 
referendum are being shared. The 
School Community Council has opened 
up the township hall, Sept. 17, and is- 
sued invitations to tho entire tax- 
paying body, Including representa- 
tives of the Industrial park, to hear 
the facts, the pros and cons con- 
cerning the referendum and to raise 
every possible question on anybody's 
mind. Our Dist. 59 Autophonc gave a 
48-hour continuing announcement of 
the meeting. 


The next Issue of The Flfty- 


Nincr, our district's newsletter to 
approximately 6,720 families, will 
be almost entirely devoted to the facts 
concerning the referendum in accor- 
dance with our obligation to informthe 
public. Twenty-one newsletters to par- 
ents, sent by 21 principals, will men- 
tion some underlying facts of the ref- 
erendum and call attention to voting 
times and places. Mr. Harvey, this 
could hardly be characterized as low-

During the past several weeks I 


have studied the financial projections 
of School Dist. 59 and discussed tho 
options available with board mem- 
bers, administration and two outspoken 
critics, Mr. Stecker and Mr. Harvey. 


After considering all factors in- 


cluding declining student enrollment, 
a stable tax base and continued In- 
flation, I urge you to vote "yes" on 
Saturday, Sept. 27, for the following 
reasons. 


• Over the past seven years the 


educational program has been re- 
duced to minimum state standards. 
Dlst. 59 Is near the lowest In annual 
expense per pupil In comparison to 
nearby districts. 


• The Dist. 59 tax rate is the lowest 


compared to 15 nearby elementary 
school districts. 


• To maintain the present min- 


imum educational standards, receive 
our entire share of state aid and begin 
to reduce our Inefficient debt, a "yes" 
vote is necessary. 


THE SCHOOL district has several 


other options available for raising the 
necessary funds (teacher orders or 
tax anticipation warrants), but they 
are all more expensive and will result 
In a greater tax increase. The district 
Is asking for a 25 cent tax rate in- 
crease. If the referendum is not ap- 
proved, we will have to borrow addi- 
tional funds, pay the interest equal to 
an extra 2 5 cents and giv up a por- 
tion of our state and equivalent to 3.2 
cents. Therefore a no vote will effec- 
tively raise our taxes 307 cents In- 
stead of the more efficient 25 cents. 


Let me emphasize that last point 


again because it is unique in this situ- 
ation — the citizens that vote "nd" 
trying to keep our tax rate the lowest 
will actually be voting for a greater 
tax Increase. Please call me If you 
desire a more complete explanation.

Before you rend this I want you to 


do a llttlo exercise. Take 10 very deep 
breaths and count each one as you ex- 
halo, concentrating on your breathing 
and trying to get a feel (or what your 
body Is doing. 


Then, on the last breath, cxholc In 


short bursts like a locomotive. Repeat 
this breathing three times, finally 
holding the last breath for several 
seconds before exhaling slowly. 


You have just performed the yoga 


exercise called the Breath of Flro and 
If you were playing tennis chances 
are tho ball would begin to look big- 
ger and movo more slowly. Your con- 
centration would be at a peak and you 
could lock all your senses onto that 
green ball and watch Its scams spin 
right up to tho moment you smash It 
back off your racket. 


nick Champion Is concerned with 


tennis and he feels Ihe best tennis is 
played by thiue people who don't let 
lliclr mlmli Interfere In Ihclr game. 


Champion, tho author of "Yoga Ten- 


nis" and a walking advertisement for 
tho relaxing effects yoga exercises 
can have on your tennis gamo as well 
as your entire life, says, "Tho aver- 
ago tennis player lets his mind get In 
tho way of hitting a shot. He thinks 
too much about what ho should bo 


doing and docsn'Uct tho shot flow. 


" "That forehand has already been hit 
In a senso and all It takes for him to 
squeeze off a perfect shot Is to let that 
perfect forehand flow out from his 
body without trying to conceptualize 
every part of It." 


Tho Breath of Fire is just one of tho 


breathing exercises Champion demon- 
strated at a clinic held over the week- 
end at tho Right Tennis Club In 
Schaumburg. If you tried it, even If 
you're not a tennis player, you would 
have felt more relaxed, at peace with 
yourself. 


"That Is what you have to achieve 


to play consistently good tennis or to 
perform any other human movement 
with ease and grace," Champion said. 
"Find tho point of relaxation and let 
every movement radiate out from 
that point. 


"Become an observer of your own 


body and let the body do It for you. 


"Become aware of the rhythm of 


your breathing. Play the gamo to that 
rhythm, let your body move in Its 
most natural manner. 


"It will mean the difference be- 


tween looking like Bjorn Borg or the 
Tin Man." 


Champion Is a firm believer in the 


power of the human physique. With 


his wife Maxine and small son he 
flows across the country In a camper 
from their base In Arizona, revealing 
to people a potential of the human 
body they never felt possible. 


Champion addressed a woman of 


slight build to hold her arm out in 
front of her and to watch for how 
much strength It took to keep him 
from bending it at the elbow. She gri- 
maced and strained but Champion 
had no trouble. 


" N o w 
remember 
how much 


strength you had to apply to hold It 
even that long," Champion said, "but 
this time pick a point out on Ihe wall 
bcyonc your hand and concentrate on 
It. Don't pay any attention to me or 
your arm." 


Champion was unable to bend the 


woman's arm. After a moment he 
was the one straining and grimacing. 


"What she was doing Is a perfect 


example of what yoga tennis tries to 
accomplish," he said. "She had trans- 
ferred her thinking process out of her 
body to a point away from her. She 
didn't need nearly as much strength 
to keep me from bending her arm. A 
relaxed muscle Is much stronger than 
a tense one. 


"The concept follows that if you can 


transfer your anxiety about a particu- 
lar shot away from you into a concen- 


tration on the ball, the shot will follow 
smoothly on its own with a minimum 
of effort." 


Champion instructs his students to 


look at a tennis ball and tell him what' 
they see. It Is round and green. On 
some is written Wilson B. It has 
scams. The scams run forever. 


"Yoga • Is a 
Hindu word 
for 


'union,' " Champion explains. "It is a 
union, a yolldng of sorts, with the in- 
finite. A harmony of body and mind. 


"The tennis ball is a very good re- 


minder of this unnion with the in- 
finite. If you hold the ball a certain 
way you can see the Too symbol. It 
looks like two drops of water fused 
around each other and is a symbol of 
the universe in the Orient. Yin-yang. 
Good and bad. Everything." 


Understanding our universe, and 


most importantly finding the center of 
our personal universe, is Champion's 
ultimate goal. Without knowing the 
center of his universe, Champion 
would be helpless trying to teach any- 
one how to play yoga tennis or find 
their center. 


"Everyone has a center or one-point 


where everything Is in perfect bal- 
ance," Champion explains. "When 
you cough, try to feel the very.first 
place the cough starts from. For most 
people It Is Just below their navel. 


"That is their one-point. Their cen- 


ter of physical balance." 


Champion and Tolly Riaz, a former 


member of tho Pakistani Davis Cup 
team and the instructor who will con- 
tinue the yoga tennis clinics each Sun- 
day, conduct an experiment in bal- 
ance. 


"By standing with my feet slightly 


spread," Champion said, "and with 
all my concentration centered on my 
•one-point, Tolly can't push me over. 


"Balance is, one of the keys to 


movement. If you can play one-point- 
ed, with all the movements radiating 
out from the center, your game, your 
mind and your body will be at peace. 


"And that peace will show in tho 


way you play."

"Here's the receiver we need right 


here," shouted a fan near the Bears' 
dressing room Sunday. 


"Hey Johnny Morris, where's your 


uniform? Come on back, Johnny." 
' Morris, who was heading for a post- 
game interview, represented a living 
memory of Chicago's glory years in 
pro football. 


Johnny was noted for catching any- 


thing he could touch. Not so for 1075's 
present crop of receivers in the 
league opener with Baltimore. Five 
limes they dropped passes from Bob- 
by Douglass. 


All five should have been caught. 


Three of them came at critical times 
early in the game on third down. If 
Bear receivers had held on, the out- 
come might have been a lot closer. 


This was one game where the 


blame of defeat had to be spread 
around. Maybe just 10 per cent of the 
fault for losing 35-7 rested with Doug- 
lass. 


Only once did the Bears have very

One of his interceptions was 
due to his offensive line's poor protec- 
tion. 


This Is not meant to be a special

I've wanted to see the Bears 
change Bobby to some other position 
(full-back, tight end, outside line- 
backer or strong safety) for several 
years. 


A week before he called his first 


signal in the 1975 season, the boos 
were ringing in his ears.

ment prices) is justified in showing 
dissatisfaction. However, the fans 
might have been expecting too much. 
Namely, victory. 


If you start eight rookies, you can't 


expect anything but a lot of mistakes. 
And with a roster that has 14 first- 
year men out of 43 with an average 
over-all experience of just 2.8-1 years 
(the youngest team in the National 
Football League), you have to expect 
defeats In the early going. 


Still, the Bears have enough talent 


right now to at least make a gome of 
it with the likes of a Baltimore or a 
Philadelphia. But the whole team 
seemed to collapse at once. 


And when that happens, Bobby's 


broad shoulders must carry the brunt 
of the abuse. For so many years he's 
been the boo birds' main man. Last 
Sunday they didn't wait until he had 
failed in his first offensive play. Their 
n e g a t i v e roar greeted his in- 
troduction. 


"I expected that," said Douglass as 


he slowly dressed Sunday. "They've 
been doing it off and on for the last 
seven years. 


"I don't like it, but it's not going to 


be affecting me at this point." 


The key words are "at this point." 


He says it's affecting his family. He's 
only human. And just like the rest of 
us, Douglass can tolerate just so 
much abuse before he cracks. He ad- 
mitted as much. 


I have to,feel.sorry for Douglass be-' 


cause his talent — being a hard-nosed 
football player — wasn't developed 
properly. When it was obvious that he 
only had the super quarterback size 


and not the talent, the Bear think tank 
was too stubborn to admit it. 


A few more games like Sunday's 


and — whether it's Douglass' fault or 
not — his career might be over. 
Truly a wasted career. 


Hank Stram, the highly respected 


former coach of the Kansas City 
Chiefs, made a very good point during 
a recent halftime interview at the 
Bear-Dolphin game. He said he'd love 
to coach a team that would be going 
against Douglass as a drop back, 
pocket passer. 


Stram said Bobby should have some 


roll-out plays, giving him the run or 
pass option. Such plays would give the 
defense nightmares not knowing what 
this gifted scrambler would do next. 


If the Bears are convinced that Bob- 


by's the best quarterback they've got 
and choose to go with him most of the 
season, Pardee should follow the ad- 
vice of Stram. 


Ideally, such a young team should 


have a young quarterback to build 
around. If Douglass, Gary Huff or 
Bob Avcllinl aren't the answer, this 
should be the final season to find out. 


Maybe the Bears' only hope Is to 


suffer through one more so-so or los- 
ing season and then draft a quality 
quarterback. 


Until this issue is decided, tho 


booing will probably continue. But 
there's one thing Bear rookies should 
remember — the fans are booing 
nearly a decade of frustration. 


It's no offense against you young- 


sters. But a couple more games like 
last Sunday's and fans will forget the 
Dooley and Glbron regimes.

Thunderstorms—weather warfare 


Andy tend* a complete 20-voltimc 


net o( the Merit Students Encyclo- 
pedia to Kathleen Samny, 11, of Ho- 
hart, Ind., for her question: 
WHAT IS LIGHTNING MADE OK? 


A dark storm spreads far and wide 


and towers high In the sky. Wcothcry 
warfare begins with a dazzling flash 
of lightning, like a crooked fiery dag- 
ger. Then comes tho thunder, like the 
roar of distant guns. Actually tho 
thunderstorm Is a sort of battlefield. 
But tho opposing armies are airy 
breezes, warm and cool, damp and 
dry. The lightning and thunder mo 
caused by electricity. 


On u frosty morning, your hair 


tends to crackle and cling to tho 
brush. Tills strange event Is caused 
by static electricity. It happens be- 
cause atoms are surrounded by tiny 
electrons, and many of them arc ea- 
ger for o chnnco to leave home. 


These tiny atomic particles are 


mini-charges of negative electricity. 
And negative electricity attracts posi- 
tive electricity. Free electrons In your 
hair are attracted to positive charges 
In the brush. When tho two meet tho 
charge Is neutralized, often with a 
quiet crackle.

Something Hko this happens In a 


dramatic thunderstorm, only on a 
much grander scale. The cloud is a 
frantic turmoil of airy breezes, blow- 
Ing hot and cold, damp and dry, In all 
directions. In the wild hurly-burly, 
whole armies of electrons are brushed 
away from airy atoms and molecules. 


These tend to gather In a certain 


part of the storm cloud, where they 
build up an enormous charge of nega- 
tive electricity. Meantime, as atoms 
loose negative charges, they are left 
with extra positive charges. So oppo- 
site charges build up in other parts of 
tho raging storm. 


The positive and negative fields at- 


tract each other, even across miles of 
misty cloud. Suddenly this force be- 
comes too strong, and the two oppo- 
sltcs meet in a flash of lightning. This 
iti called an electrical discharge be- 
cause, for tho moment, the two oppo- 
site charges are neutralized. 


The moist cloud tries to resist the 


seething flash of energy. So the light- 
ning zlgs and zags to find the easiest 
path. In a split second, another flash 
follows along tho same crooked path. 


In less than a moment, the air 


around tho lightning's path becomes 


very hot. Hot air expands, but here it 
is trapped by the cool, moist air 
around it. So it explodes with a roar 
of thunder. The lightning Is an elec- 
trical discharge between two parts of 
a cloud or between a cloud and the 
ground. The thunder is heated air, ex- 
ploding in the path of the lightning. 


Andy sends a 7-volume set of the 


Chronicles of Narnla to Darrell Shep- 
herd, 11, of Enid, Okla., for his ques- 
tion: 
.WHY DO LIGHTNING BUGS LIGHT 
UP? 


Lightning bugs, or fireflies, take to 


the air on a summer evening. Actual- 
ly these insects are beetles that go 
through an egg, larva and pupa stage. 
The winged types are adults, and 
most experts agree that their fiery 
flashes are mating signals. There are 
many species, and each has its own 
code. In our most common species, 
the male flashes a split-second signal 
— then waits for six seconds. During 
the pause, the female replies with a 
flash. This goes on until the male and 
female locate each other. 


This explanation may be true for 


the winged adults, whose main role is 
mating. But larvae also flash. Some 


byEdDodd 


experts suspect that they flash to in- 
form their kinfolk they have found a 
supply of food. But this does not ex- 
plain why the eggs sometimes glow in 
the dark. Only recently, researchers 
learned how the lightning bug creates 
his wondrous light. Obviously we now 
need more research to learn the full 
details of why he does it.

Families on tho movo should check 


o moving company's performance 
record before they sign a contract (or 
services. 


Tho Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sion requires moving firms to glvo 
prospective shippers a printed sum- 
mary of annual performance records, 
said an ICC spokesman. The report 
Indicates tho percentages of "on- 
time" moves and moves Involving de- 
lays or extensive claims. 


"This Is not a caso of offering the 


performance record to a potential 
client," said Robert W. Fernstrom, 
president of Fernstrom Moving Sys- 


One-family 
home prices 
shoiv decline 


A September report by tho National 


Assn. of Realtors Dcpt. of Economics 
and Research shows sales of existing 
single-family homes dropped during 
July. 


The decline In housing sales In- 


dicates tho Industry recovery lacks 
tho vigor of previous expansion peri- 
ods, the department said. 


Tho median sales price for an exist- 


ing single-family homo In July was 
$35,830. Tho figure slipped below tho 
Juno median sales price of $30,200. 
Exlallng-homo prices tend to drop at

copy of the report to the prospective 
shipper and secure a receipt from 
him acknowledging tho transaction.

Fernstrom sold. The performance re- 
port should enable a client to under- 
stand tho service history of the com- 
pany, ho said. 


The performance record includes 


the following items: the moving com- 
pany's name and address, ICC regis- 


tration number and type-of account, 
the percentage of shipments picked up 
one to five days later than specified 
in the service order, the percentage of 
shipments picked up more than five 
days late and percentage of shipments 
on which there Is a 10 per cent or 
g r e a t e r error in estimation of 
charges. 


The report also must show the per- 


centage of shipments on which a $50 
or greater claim for loss or damage Is 
filed, percentage of claims filed for 
expenses resulting from a carrier de- 
lay, average length of time required 
to settle claims and other information.

Despite the ear- 
ly decline In prices, the July median 
sale price for an existing homo was 
8.5 per cent higher than the $33,030 
reported for July 1974. 


Fewer low-priced homes sold during 


July than the comparable month a 
year earlier and sales of higher-priced 
homes Increased. The chart shows the 
trend. 


The department reported median 


sales price Information for two-, 
t h r o c-a n d four-bedroom homes. 


Homes four or more bedrooms, which 
accounted for 27.6 per cent of July 
existing single-family home sales, 
sold for the median price of $49,860. 
Three-bedroom homes, which account 
for approximately half the sales, had 
a median sale prlco of $34,400. Homes 
with two or fewer bedrooms sold for a 
median price of $25,260, and account- 
ed for 17.3 per cent of sales. 


The report is based on information 


given to the department by some 140 
boards of Realtors in the U.S. The 
data reflects sales prices rather than 
offering prices. 


IRS brochure explains 
new home tax credit 


Now home buyers are entitled to a 


credit against their federal income 
tax, says the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice. 


An explanation of the tax credit and 


Its limitations Is offered In a free IRS 
publication entitled, "Tax Credit for 
the New Homo Buyer." A recent 
change In federal law allows certain 
homes which were previously In- 
eligible to qualify a buyer for the 
credit. 


The pamphlet explains that new 


home buyers will gain a credit 
against their federal Income tax equal 
to five per cent of the purchase price 
of a new house, up to a maximum 
$2,000. Married persons filing sepa- 
rate returns arc limited to $1,000 on 
each return. 


THE HOME must be new and a 


buyer's principal residence to qualify 
for tho tax credit. The homo buyer 
attaches to his income tax return a 


Two boycott bills 'harmful9 


Congressional approval of two bills 


that would legalize secondary boy- 
cotts In tho construction Industry 
would hurt Illinois trade, said Gcno 
Lamb, president of (ho Associated 
General Contractors of Illinois. 


Lamb, a Champaign general con- 


tractor, said HR 5900 and S1479 would 
"glvo tho construction unions a stran- 
glehold over every contractor In tho 
nation, and every dispute would prob- 
ably lead to a total walkout on tho 
construction site." 


"If this secondary boycott legisla- 


tion passes and becomes law, we can 
look for massive work stoppages, 
more unemployment and higher con- 
struction costs," Lamb said. Tho pro- 
hibition of "common situs" picketing 
or secondary boycotts is written into 
the Taft-Hartley law. 


A construction union that has a dis- 


pute with a subcontractor on a job 
site has the right to strike the employ- 
er, but may not extend the picket lino 
to other contracting firms and unions 
on tho site.

Pulling up corporate stakes and heading for suburbia 


can give an executive gray hair, said Gerald Howard, 
president of Exhibitgroup Chicago, Elk Grove Village. 


Howard knows. He is among area executives who've 


led a company move from Chicago to the suburbs. His 
advice to fellow movers, along with the comment of 
relocation experts, Is basically simple: plan ahead. 


Howard said he started planning the Exhibitgroup 


move a year in advance of the August 1974 move-in 
date. At first, he scouted for a Chicago location roomy 
enough to accommodate the company's separate plant 
and warehouse operations. 


"WE WERE pretty well locked into the Chicago ex- 


hibit halls," Howard said. "It would have made life 
simpler to stay in the city." Exhibitgroup Chicago, a 
division of Greyhound Exhibitgroup Inc., designs, builds 
and services trade show exhibits used at McCormick 
Place and other Chicago locations. 


When Howard began the search for a new plant, a 


move to the suburbs seemed unlikely. 


"It was something we resisted like getting a case of 


the plague," he said. Howard found little space in Chi- 
cago to accommodate his needs, and "what was avail- 
able was terribly expensive," he said. 


Turning to the suburban real estate market, Howard 


worked with an area development firm in the hunt for a 
new location. A building in Bensenville and the present 
plant site at 2800 Lively Blvd., Elk Grove Village 
seemed good locations. "We wrestled, played cards and 
other things, then signed a lease," Howard said. He 
signed a lease for a portion of the building in November 
1973, with an option to lease the remaining space. 


"A business like ours is rarely planned," the execu- 


tive said. "They grow like topsy." The move to a new 
location provided an opportunity to plan an efficient 
plant layout. The company began to move exhibits to 
the new site in May 1974, moved west of the remaining 
inventory in July and completed the relocation by Au- 
gust. 


"OUR PRIMARY concern was in the availability of 


personnel, not only office personnel but skilled trades," 
Howard said of relocation problems. Although the com- 
v pany lost some employes when it moved from the loca- 


tions at 4132 W. Bclmont, and 1820 W. Roscoe, Chicago, 
"our worries were instantly stilled when we moved in," 
Howard said. We found the labor supply surprisingly 
good." The company has 95 employes. 


Transportation was another company concern, How- 


ard said. The lack of mass transportation did not ham- 
per recruiting, however, because most employes drive 
to work. 


Howard said the move to suburbia "turns out to be 


the best thing we could have done." The company still 
has crews on the job In Chicago locations, he said.

Employes were notified of the plans in mid-1969, 214 
years notice.

said, "On the whole, our moving out has been a very 
sound move." The company opens its facilities to com- 
munity groups, invites local organizations to view its 
extensive art collection and offers employes a range of 
recreational activities such as boating and fishing. 


THERE ARE ADDED costs and inconveniences to 


the company that relocates in a rural area, Kemper 
said. Employes who live in Chicago face a long com- 
mute, and the company shares the cost of bus service 
to the city with employes. 


At first, Kemper had difficulty attracting minority 


employes in the suburban location. The company now 
recruits actively in Waukegan and other locations to 
attract minority employes, A community relations posi- 
tion was set up to establish ties with suburban commu- 
nities and retain ties with Chicago organizations. The 
company didn't want to break away from the city, 
Kemper said. 


Housing, which is a problem for some companies 


moving to the "sticks," did not hamper the transition. 
Employes found housing in the area, and many local 
residents were recruited. 


Kemper believes the move was successful, dcpite the 


inconvenience of traveling time between city and sub- 
urbs. Some 1,200 employes work in the 500,000-square- 
foot facility, an improvement to the scattered, crowded 
city offices. 


WHEN A CORPORATE executive decides it's time 


for the company to move on to the suburbs, plenty of 
time should be allowed for the transition. That's the 
advice of Theodore Bell, executive vice president of 
Employee Transfer Corp. (ETC), a subsidiary of Chi- 
cago Title and Trust Co. "There may be an impact on 
employes in making the decision," he said. 


"Many companies figure it doesn't cost anything to 


move," Bell said. The company should investigate po- 
tential problems of the physical move and employe atti- 
tudes about the decision, Bell said. Companies try to 
retain competent personnel and to meet equal employ- 
ment opportunity standards in the new location, he 
said.

Harold Otto, senior marketing engineer for Com- 


monwealth Edison Co., Chicago, said the utility surveys 
industrial trends such as city-to-suburbs moves in the 
Metropolitan area, Although economic conditions slow- 
ed down the move to the suburbs, the Northwest sub- 
urbs will continue to attract new industry, Otto said. 


"The important thing is that a building is available to 


meet the company needs," Otto said. The inventory of 
available industrial space in the Chicago metropolitan 
area is 55 million square feet, he said.

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NASA outlook: Condos in outer space? 


by TOM TIEDB 


After sending more than 40 people 


tnto spnco In the lost IS years, the 
National Aeronautic* and Space Ad- 
ministration Is now cautiously toying 
with tho Idea of sending hundreds, 
even thousands, In tho next 15. 


Mechanically rational concepts of 


space colonization are suddenly form- 
ing In some segments of tho scientific 
community and NASA, ever eager for 
proposals that exclto tho public's 
Imagination, and thereby loosen the 
pursestrlngs of Congress, Is carefully 
but decidedly tuning In. 


At first hearing the colonization con- 


cepts seem preposterous, the stuff of 
Flash Gordon comic panels. One pro- 
posal suggests NASA Institute a pro- 
gram comparable to tho lunar landing 
project to construct a giant space cap- 
sule capable Is housing 10,000 earth- 
lings Indefinitely. 


Tho capsule, which would In fact be 


a self-contained world, would be fur- 
nished with a life-supporting almost 
phcre, with fields and streams, and 
small communities of homes, lilgh- 
ways, motor vehicles, grass and do- 
mestic animals. 


Tho time reference? Late In the 


1080s. 


Despite Its boggling scope, NASA of- 


ficials who have probed the coloniza- 
tion plan say It Is technically feasible. 
In fact, members of a NASA com- 
mittee formed to Investigate "Out- 
looks For Space," agree In principle 
with private scientists who insist tech- 
nology Is already available, on paper, 
to create a colony of this kind. Space 
shuttle planes now under development 
could provide tho people, advanced 
but applicable engineering could build 
tho habitat, and a marriage of space 
and science could summon the ener- 
gy- 


To lend weight to Its Interest, NASA 


has already granted small sums of re- 
search money to tho colonization pro- 
posal, all of It going to the theory's 
leading enthusiast, Princeton physi- 
cist Dr. Gerald O'Neill. 


O'Neill, who generated what ho 


calls "phenomenal Interest" In coloni- 
zation last year when ho sponsored a 
student seminar to consider tho mat- 
ter, has just completed thrco months 
fleshing out his equations at a NASA 
station In California. 


Two dozen U.S. academics assisted 


O'Neill In tho summer study program. 
Conclusions ore far from faultless, the 
group says, but "Colonization Is no 
mere dream, If we want to do It wo 
can do It." 


O'Neill Is the first to admit the na- 


tion may not In the end want to do It. 
Potential costs for one thing, are stag- 
gering, with guesses ranging from $22 
billion (the moon project total) to $220 
billion, a sum considered to bo simply 
unacceptable as a polltlcl matter. Be- 
sides tho money, moreover, there are 
other roadblocklng considerations, not 
tho least of which Is growing public 
disenchantment 
with 
unprofitable 


spnco carnivals. 


Given tho latter concern, some aca- 


demics believe spnco colonlznllon 
should bo In essence left to private 
enterprise, If It wants It. Freeman Dy- 
son, of tho Princeton Institute of Ad- 
vanced Studies, and a longtime advo- 
cate of space colonization, says that 
political ramifications may unduly de- 
lay a governmental project of this 
sort, so ho suggests It might Instead 
"bo undertaken by a fow private nuts, 
some willing scientists, who would 
raise tho necessary money and then 
assume all risks themselves." Free- 
man says a private venture would bo 
a more modest but more practical 
first step.

Those most devoted to colonization 


feel small cities In space are the prac- 
tical answers to decaying cities on 
earth. "By the year 2000," says a 
member of O'Neill's study team, 
"we'll be funning out of every re- 
source but people. Soon after there 
won't be enough of anything on earth, 
including room. Then we may not 
have any choice but to send some 
people elsewhere." 


The "some people," according to 


O'Neill, could in time become consid- 
erably more than that. He foresees 
the first colony having as one of its 
responsibilities the erection of a sec- 
ond colony and on and on until mil- 
lions are drifting about hi the remark- 
able bubbles. 


Since resources would be mined 


from space, the capsules (cylinders, 
donut-shaped, whatever) could be ex- 
panded in size from 60 to 80 square 
miles or more. At length, O'Neill sup- 
poses, almost'everybody from a dying 
earth would live in space com- 
partments that would, no doubt, be in- 
dividually outfitted (one temperate, 
one for winter sports, etc.) to offers 
every accustomed hometown amenity. 


Ridiculous? 
Frightening? 
Quite 


right. Thus it Is that Jerry O'Neill 
has something of an alternative plan 
for the future of man. Accordingly, he 
proposes the creation of some space 
colonies on a cost-to-benefit profit for 


earth. One idea would be to charge 
space colonists with the task of con- 
structing "satellite solar power" sta- 
tions at fixed points above the earth. 


O'Neill says his studies suggest that 


the energy generated for earth's use 
would not only be unlimited but rea- 


sonably priced. It follows, then, he 
says, that colonies mining space re- 
sources — power at first and there- 
after everything from iron to food — 
might keep mother earth spinning 
even with the weight of all the worry 
that's piling up for tomorrow.

A recent survey of apartment dwel- 


lers In seven cities across the country 
revealed that, while most renters are 
hnppy to bo living In apartments, they 
still regard apartment living as a 
transitional stago before buying a 
home. 


Men and women interviewed for the 


survey — especially those In younger 
ago groups — said they are living In 
apartments "for now," but virtually 
all felt certain they would move to a 
single-family homo some day. 


Most older people (late 50s and ear- 


ly 60s) interviewed had moved from a 
single-family dwelling to an apart- 
ment after their children left home. 


The general opinion of all, the sur- 


vey found, was that a home Is neces- 
sary or at least highly desirable for a 
family with children. In addition to 
certain physical features — a back 
yard where children cnn piny or a 
basement In which a workshop or hob- 
by area can be set up — a home Is 
desirable because people associate It 
with stability and permanence. 


So, while an apartment js flno for a 


transitional way of life, according to 
the survey, a house Is something that 
almost everyone desires when they're 
ready to become established and put 
down roots. 


If you're currently an apartment 


dweller and eventually plan to buy a 
home, here aro some reasons why you 
should consider purchasing as largo a 
homo as you possibly can afford. 


Many real estate 
professionals 


agree that the best and safest real es- 
tate buy for n small Investor Is a 
home. And, In the present economy, 
allocation of a larger proportion of In- 
come to homo purchase makes sense.. 


For one thing, family Income Is 


likely to grow more quickly than tho 
expenses of homo ownership. Thus, 
while Initial mortgage payments may 
be steep, they will decrease relative 
to Income as time passes. 


Secondly, as prices continue to rise, 


the appreciation In dollars will bo 
greater for people who own more ex- 
pensive homes because they will bene- 
fit from greater leverage. 


As an example: a $50,000 house with 


n $40,000 mortgage might rise In value 
to $60,000, for a $10,000 profit on tho 
$10,000 investment. Tho same 20 per 
cent Increase in a $60,000 house with 
n $48,000 mortgage would result In a 
$12,000 profit. 


Furthermore, Incomes aro taxed 


more heavily all the time. But a largo 
port of tho payment on a mortgage 
receives favorable tax treatment; in 


fact, most payments in the early 
years of a mortgage are deductible. 
So, the larger the payments, the 
greater the tax shelter. 


It Isn't smart, of course, to strap 


yourself financially when purchasing 
a home — and lenders probably 
wouldn't allow It anyway. But, as a 
Realtor, I urge home buyers to con- 
sider buying as large a homo as pos- 
sible to build equity and savings, 
while at tho same time enjoying life 
in a fine home.

In statements printed In the Con- 


gressional Record last autumn, Litton 
said that the demand for food In the 
United Slates Is extremely Inelastic — 
meaning thnt consumers still buy 
comparably the same quantities of 
food regardless of Increases or de- 


creases in price. (There is, after all, a 
certain amount of food, each person 
must eat 'to live.and a certain point 
where each person can't eat any more 
food.) 


"In the case' of food, Increases in. 


price are not offset by corresponding 
decreases in purchases because 
people must eat," Litton said. 


"WITH LESS FOOD to go around 


and people trying to buy as much as 
always, this quickly bids the price up.

Herald food 
price survey 


Although sugar prices roso sharply earlier this summer, they 


nppoar to hove stabilized somewhat and at levels substantially 
lower than six months ago when a five-pound bag retailed at 
S2.89. 


A Herald Monday survey.'of five area chain markets also 


showed a moderate decline in poultry and beef prices from last 
month. Eggs continued to creep up in cost, as did pork, both 
probably due to decreases in production reported by the U.S. 
Dopt. of Agriculture. 


At Dominlck's lean ground beef was down 20 cents from a 


month ago and potatoes decreased 50 conts. However, prices 
on all dairy products increased and eggs were up 20 cents 
since (ho last survey. 


Boof and poultry wore down at Eagle and pork held steady 


compared with last month. Moderate increases in price were 
soon throughout the dairy and egg section, but prices were still 
somewhat lower than those at the other stores surveyed. 


Loon ground beef was up a dime at Kohl's, but other beef 


cuts showed moderate declines from late August. Comparable 
trends at Oominick's and Eagle wore seen in the dairy and egg 
departments. Potatoes dropped 10 cents but still topped prices 
at the other stores. 


At The Treasury beef and pork were up substantially from 


last month with poultry holding steady. Apples were a good buy 
and Folger's two-pound can of coffee dipped to $1.99. 


Cabbage was only a dime a pound at the Budget Food 


Store and pears were only 19 cents a pound. Cereals and dry 
goods wore -also generally lower than at the other stores 
surveyed.

Litton said a one per cent decrease 


in food supply results in a three to 
four per cent increase in price. He 
also sald-that the farmer received 74 
cents an hour for his labor in 1971 and 
81 cents an hour In 1972 — well below 
the minimum wage set up by the gov- 
ernment. 


'One of the major reasons Ameri- 
cans had lower food prices in the 
1950s and 1960s .was because of the 
"extremely low return the farmer re- 
ceived," said Litton. 


IN THE' IBSOs, the average after- 


tax income i of farm people averaged 
only 54 per cent as much as the aver- 
age for non-farm people. 


In the 1980s the average after-tax 


income of farm'people was 67 per 
cent as much as the non-farm aver- 


age. "This is in spite of the heavy 
investment the farmer must have in 
his business," Litton said. 


The "investment" includes such 


items as modern machinery, live- 
stock, feed, seeds, fertilizer, gasoline, 
veterinary services and hired help. 
And with the prices of these items In- 
creasing, the amount of debt owed by 
the farmer has increased nearly 500 
per cent in the last 20 years, Litton 
said. 


"UNFORTUNATELY, there is a 


general feeling in Congress and per- 
haps in the cuntry that legislation 
which helps the'farmer must hurt the 
consumer, and that legislation aimed 
at solving urban problems is not to be 
supported by Congressmen from rural 
areas," he said. 


Litton said he wanted better under- 


standing between rural and urban 
America.

The how-to of picking apples 


Thcro Is B bumper opplo crop 


this year and a plentiful supply, 
according to the U.S. Dept of Ag- 
riculture. Many varieties are 
available to choose from. General- 
ly the sweeter, less tart and more 
attractive varieties are considered 
eating apples, while the tarter, 
less attractive ones are selected 
for cooking purposes. 


The Delicious, for example, Is 


considered as an eating apple, 
while the Rome Beauty reigns as 
a cooking apple, although De- 
licious can bo cooked and Rome 
Beauties eaten as Is. Other apples 


are considered to bo all-purpose, 
such as Jonathan, Staymons and 
Grimes Golden. 


Not enough red color, too much 


green, scars from limb "rubs," 
and too much russet (rough skin 
of brownish color) nro factors 
which detract from tho eye appeal 
of tho apples and therefore in-, 
flucnco the grading. Yet thcso ap- 
ples do have menu value, and be- 
cause of their lower grade often 
are very attractive apple bargains 


-which can be included in the 


budget to great advantage. 


SIZE, TOO, IS considered to be 


a major factor. Small apples ob- 
viously will not yield as much 
fruit due to the core and peeling 
waste, and thus ore less preferred 
than those of just right size. 


Ripeness is also important. 


Over-ripeness causes apples to 
taste blond and be mushy, while 
immati re apples tend to be strin- 
gent, overly tart and sometimes 
almost woody. A mature apple 
should be firm, not yield to pres-' 
sure, Imvo a hard sound when 
"thumped" by the forefinger, and 
squeak when the hand is rubbed 
over tho skin. 


Gourmet features crepes and fillings 


That you can do anything with 


crepes Is almost universally accepted 
by chefs. They can be adapted for any 
meal, as appetizers for a party or a 
late snack at night. In many cities 
there are crcperlcs which perform a 
complete restaurant function with the 
thin French pancakes and all kinds of 
fillings. 


Crepes aren't difficult to make, al- 


though It takes a bit of practice. You 
can bake them In advance, freeze for 
future use or keep refrigerated for 
several hours before filling. Most im- 


\Vhip an 8-ouncc package of softened 
cream cheese until light and fluffy. 
Gradually beat in 1 cup confectioners' 
sugar. 


Stir In «t cup cremc dc cocoa with 


cheese, then whip l cup cream and 
fold in, Fill each warm crepe with 3 
tablespoons filling and serve 1 or 2 to 
each person. 


This chocolate mousse also makes a 


delightful dessert crepe filling. Melt 6 
ounces scmiswcct chocolate, 3 table- 
spoons sugar, and 3 tablespoons water 


in double boiler until sauce is smooth 
and thick. Remove from heat and cool 
for a few minutes. Add 3 well beaten 
egg yolks, a,little at a time. Let mix- 
ture cool at room temperature (do not 
refrigerate). Stir now and then. 


When mixture is quite cool whip IVi 


cups heavy cream until stiff and 
blend Into chocolate mixture. Crepes 
should be cool for this dessert. Spoon 
2 tablespoons filling down center of 
each of 12 crepes. Roll and place 
scam side down on serving plates.

To make 24 crepes, stir together 1 


cup flour, 1 tablespoon sugar, 14 tea- 
spoon nutmeg, 1/8 teaspoon salt. Sep- 
arately beat 2 eggs, then add Hi 
cups milk and 2 tablespoons melted 
butter. Add cgg-mlxture alt at once to 
dry ingredients, beating until smooth. 
Allow to stand 1 lo 2 hours to Increase 
flavor. 


CIIEI'E PANS usually are cither 


5-Inch or 6-Inch and this recipe is for 
the latter. For one crepe, spoon 2 ta- 
blespoons batter into a hot, lightly 
buttered skillet. Rotate pan quickly to 
spread batter thinly and evenly. Cook 
until down side sets, about 1 minute, 
then (Up and cook another minute. 
Remove and stack crepes flat one on 
lop of tho other on a warm plate until 
all are cooked. Keep crepes warm.

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Healthy diet blueprint 


by LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


(Third of »lx part*) 


The main objectives of a healthy 


diet plan can bo put Into five cate- 
gories. 


• To provide sufficient calorics as 


tho source of energy for your body. 


• To provide sufficient protein, ade- 


quate In all of tho nmlno adds, to pro- 
vide tho basic building blocks for tho 
body's processes of building tissues, 
hormones, enzymes and carrying out 
essential body functions. 


• To provide a minimum of 50 


grams of carbohydrate a day suf- 
ficient to enable tho body to carry out 
Its chemical processes without caus- 
ing a chemical Imbalance. 


• To provide n minimal amount of 


fnt, which can hardly be avoided any- 
wny, to enable tho absorption of tho 
fat-soluble vitamins, principally vita- 
mins D and A. Tho small amount of 
fat necessary should Include very 
small amounts of tho polyunsaturatod 
fats. 


A healthy diet should limit the pro- 


portion of fat and cholesterol. Your 
fat Intake should bo less than 33 per 
cent of the total calorics ingested. 
Less than 10 per cent of tho total ca- 
lories should come from saturated 
fats while approximately 10 per cent 
of tho total calories should bo polyun- 
saturated fat. The cholesterol should 
not exceed 300 milligrams a day. 


• A sufficient variety of foods 


should bo Included In tho menu to pro- 
vide adequate amounts of all the vita- 
mins and minerals. 


Nutritionists have considered oil 


these facts and generalized our food 
Into fottr basic groups. Tho Idea Is 
that you should obtain sufficient foods 
from each of the four basic groups to 
havo a fairly balanced diet. These 
four fnslc groups arc the dairy prod- 
ucts, tho meat group, tho cereal 
and broad group. 


Tho dairy products group means 


milk and milk products. They arc the 
major source of calcium in our diet 
and also provide phosphorus. You can 
get a largo amount of phosphorus 
from other products, but it's more dif- 
ficult to obtain tho calcium. In addi- 
tion, the milk products provide an im- 
portant diet source of complete pro- 
tein, meaning that tho protein will In- 
clude all tho essential amlno acids. 
The butterfat In any of these milk 
products naturally contains vitamins 
A and D. In recent years, dairy prod- 
ucts have been enriched with A and D 
to Increase tho amount of these vita- 
mins In tho usual diet of tho greatest 
numlxir of people. 


IK YOU NEED to control the 


amount of fnt In your diet, and most 
people do, you can uso tho low-fat 
Items; fortified skim milk, butter- 
milk, nonfat dry milk powder, and un- 
crcamcd cottage cheese. 


The meat group includes all tho 


mammal meats (beef, pork and 
lamb), fish, shellfish and poultry. 


Plan your meat group to avoid too 


much saturated fat and to provide 
sufficient amounts of polyunsaturatcd 
fat. You can do this by rotating tho 
Items so that one-third comes from 
mammal meat, one-third from fish, 
and one-third from poultry. 


Do you want to uso meat substi- 


tutes? You might, with tho worldwide 
shortage of Items in the meat group. 


The milk group is an obvious meat 
substitute for protein. 


THE DEAN GROUP should not be 


used nlono, nt least for growing chll- • 
drcn. But it Is all right If you also uso 
tho proper amount of the dairy group 
for complete proteins, or include plen- 
ty of cereals in the diet. For planning 
purposes, estimate that you will need 
twice as much cooked mature bean 
seeds as you would need of meat (raw 
weight). 


Eggs contain good protein, but they 


also contain a lot of cholesterol and 
usually considerable amounts of satu- 
rated fnt. Two eggs weigh three and- 
n-half ounces (100 grams), and since 
they are 12 per cent protein you would 
need three eggs to equal the amount 
of protein in a serving of tho meat 


group. 


Tho third basic food group Includes 


cereals and bread. You should think 
of this group as-the vitamin B, vita- 
min E and mineral group. It is also a 
major source of bulk in tho diet, im- 
portant amounts of protein and pol- 
yunsaturatod fats within tho bread 
and cereal group. Because milk prod- 
ucts arc used in making bread items, 
they actually provide both cereal and 
milk products for the diet. 


THE FOURTH important food 


group includes vegetables, fruits, mel- 
ons and berries. This group Is rich in 
vitamins A and C. 


The listing of foods within the basic 


four food groups only tells you what

1 pound butter, at room 


temperature 


2 cups sugar 
2 eggs 
5 cups flour 


Pinch of salt 


1 tablespoon vanilla 
1 teaspoon baking soda dissolved 


In 3 tablespoons milk 
Put all ingredients into a large bowl 


and mix with hands until a smooth 
dough Is formed. Excess mixing 
doesn't hurt the quality. Form into a 
ball, dust with flour and chill thor- 
oughly before using. Then break Into 
convenient-size pieces, probably ad- 
ding a little (lour to each plcco of 
dough to mako It cosier to handle and 
roll out. 


Roll out on a floured board as thin 


as possible and dust with granulated 
sugar and nutmeg. Cut Into desired 
shapes, depending on the season of 
the year. Bake at 350 degrees about 12 
minutes or until light brown. Makes 
(Ivo to six dozen cookies. 


Ground almonds or nuts of any sort 


may bo added to all or part of dough. 
Bobblo often adds ground almonds to 
half of the batch and cuts the dough 
with a flower-shaped cutter, placing 
half of a candled cherry on top. Oth- 
ers aro decorated with chocolate 
bits melted and forced through a pa- 
per cornucopia. These cookies may be 
frozen.

you need to do to meet your protein, 
vitamin and mineral requirements. It 
docs not tell you how much food you 
need to satisfy your requirements. 
Having sufficient calorics In tho diet 
Is just as Important to a well-balanced 
diet as having sufficient protein, vita- 
mins and minerals. Remember that 
calorics, not vitamins, aro the source 
of energy. The caloric needs will de- 
pend on each Individual's living 
habits, Including levels of physical ac- 
tivity and age. 


A number of rules have been formu- 


lated as to how many calories a per- 
son needs. They can only be a general 
guide, since the only Important figure 
Is how many calories you or members 
of your family need, you can tell 
whether you're getting enough ca- 
lorics or not by your energy level and 
by tho presence of body fat. If you're 
restricting your caloric intake and 
you feel tired, It's likely you need 
more calorics. Increased amounts of 
fat deposits you can feel or sec under- 
neath tho skin indicate you're getting 
more calorics than you need.

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Sealed records challenged 


Adoptees search for their roots 


by MONICA PEttlN 


"Wo'ro not looking (or moms and 


tads, but answers to our questions," 
tho young rcdhalrcd mother explained 
Intently to her visitor. 


Donna Cullom of Evnnston was try- 


Ing to describe tho drlvo that most 
adopted people havo to discover their 
roots — and she wns also trying to 
dispel tho many popular myths 'hat 
this compulsion Is neurotic or that It 
represents rejection of tha person's 
adoptive parents. 


An adoptee herself, Mrs. Cullom Is 


tho founder of Yesterday's Children, 
an organization which helps adoptees 
icarch for their biological parents and 
which has filed a lawsuit In federal 
district court In Illinois challenging 
tho stnto law which keeps adoption 
records forever closed to adoptees. 


SHE 1IKGAN TUB story of Yester- 


day's Children with her own story. 


"I was tho fifth of eight children In 


my biological family. I was adopted 
when I was 4li — my sisters and 
brothers all went to different families. 
I went to a really super home. I always 
know I wns adopted, and I was 
curious about my natural family, even 
though I loved my mother and father 
dearly and had everything I could 
want. 


"My first real Identity crisis camo 


as n teenager. I wondered about my 
past. I asked my mother a lot of ques- 
tions, and sho told mo a lot, but there 
was a lino I didn't go over. I loved my 
mother very much and I felt protec- 
tive of her. I didn't want to hurt her. 


"Later I got married — tho second 


crisis point. I wanted to bo able to tell 
my husband my genealogical history. 
1 didn't oven know my national an- 
cestry. 


"WELL. I KEPT putting off talking 


to my mother about it because I 
didn't want to hurt her, but I won- 
dered about my nationality, where I 
got my red holr, my religion, my 
medical background. 


"Then I had my first son, who looks 


jn.it Ilko me, but who did I look like? 
This is Iho third point of awareness, 
when you havo children. After all, 
you'ro wiping out a whole genealogy 


— I can't tell my children anything, 
and they can't tell theirs. 


"I was determined then that I sim- 


ply had to know. I called the town (on 
her amended birth certificate) and 
reached tho daughtcr-ln-law of tho 
doctor who delivered mo. She sug- 
gested calling a funeral director in 
town, and he knew tho family and got 
back to mo. I didn't know my namo, 
but it had been a largo family in a 
small town." 


DONNA CULLOM HAD a reunion 


with her natural family, and It did not 
change her relationship with her 
adoptive family nor did the meeting 
cause distress to her natural family. 
(Nlncty-fivo members of her group 
havo found their biological parents so 
far, and none havo been told to "go 
away.") 


Out the end of her search did not 


bring an end to her problems as an 
adoptee — a situation which is a cen- 
tral Issue In tho lawsuit. 


"I had to get a passport, and my 


amended birth certificate was not 
good enough. I had to go through un- 
believable red tape to prove my citi- 
zenship. 


"This was tho last straw. I thought, 


I've been a citizen — a good citizen — 
of this country all my life and now all 
of a sudden, this. I finally got tho 
passport, but only after a lot of frus- 
tration and bother because of tho 
scaled records — it's ridiculous. At 32, 
why were thoy trying to protect mo? I 
already know my natural family any- 
way." 


OTHER ADOPTEES havo been de- 


nied scholarships, security clearances 
and other things that arc routine for 
non-adoptees, she added. 


So In 1074 Donna Cullom founded 


Yesterday's Children, now with 800 
members nationwide, to help adoptees 
search for their biological families 
and to get adoption records opened. 


"But most of the people who could 


change it would have nothing to do 
with us — wo wcro called very vicious 
things — neurotic, maladjusted, un- 
grateful. Wo realized tho only way 
was judicial action, so In February wo 
filed tho lawsuit." 


ADOPTION 
ft&CQRDS 


According to the group's attorney, 


Patrick Murphy, tho suit asks that tho 
state law sealing adoption records bo 
declared unconstitutional on grounds 
it violates duo process and the right of 
adoptees to know who their family is. 


MUUPIIY AND MRS. Cullom arguo 


that in being refused this Information 
and in being subjected to the kinds of 
problems as sho had .getting a pass- 
p o r t , adoptees arc being 
dis- 


criminated against. Tho two expect 
that tho case will ultimately be ap- 
pealed to the U. S. Supremo Court. 


Tho suit asks that tho records be 


made available only to adult adoptees 
— a distinction that is often blurred 
over by opponents. One organization 
that opposes opening the records says 
it would destroy the institution of 
adoption because natural 
parents 


would be able to track down their 
child later on and cause trouble, and 
that children would find out unplea- 
sant facts at too early an age. But 
neither natural parents nor' minor 
adoptees would have access to the 
records. 


As for protecting the confidentiality 


of tho natural mother, another argu- 
ment of opponents of open records, 
Mrs. Cullom says adoptees "are very 
discreet — they don't go knocking on 
tho door." She added that many natu- 
ral mothers call Yesterday's Children 
because "they wonder how the child 
is and did they do the right thing. 
They often feel great guilt and would 
like to know what happened lo the 
child." 


MRS. CULLOM recognizes 
that 


"adoptive parents feel very threat- 
ened" by an adopted child searching 
for biological parents, but she says, 
"their fears are unfounded. It is very 
raro that an adopted child rejects 
them (adoptive parents). We're not 
looking for moms and dads." 


E s p e c i a l l y important to many 


adoptees is to know more about their 
medical background. In Mrs. Cullom's 
case, her son suffered a hereditary 
eye defect for four years unknown to 
her and her husband until she found 
her family and learned about the 
problem. 


While Yesterday's Children battles 


for legal access to their identity, and 
the defendants (Illinois Department of 
Children and Family Services and the 
Attorney General) and other oppo- 
nents seek to keep that identity se- 
cret, one private agency has devel- 
oped what It considers a "realistic" 
approach which seems close to meet- 
ing tho desires of both sides. 


AT LUTHERAN CHILD and Family 


Services, the identity of natural par- 
ents is revealed with their consent. 
They arc urged to consider the poss/- 
blllty of an eventual reunion with 
their children when they give them 
up, and at that time or later they may 
give their consent to be Identified. 


In addition, a comprehensive his- 


tory of the child's family — medical, 
sociological, personality, family tree, 
occupations of relatives, what they 
looked like, everything but family 
name and location, is gathered and 
supplied to adoptive parents. 


According to the agency's director, 


Mrs. Betty Schultz, the agency also 
works with the adoptive family In ad- 
vance "so they will realize an. 


Good Housekeeping's male editor 


He knows what women want

"John Mack Carter has spent tho last 


15 years telling women how to raiso 
their children, how to have a satisfac- 
tory sex Ufa and how to entertain on a 
shoestring. Now ho is going to tell 
them how to keep house," commented 
Newsweek Magazine last February. 


That was when Carter had been 


named to bo editor of Good House- 
keeping Magazine, and thus bccumo 
tho first malo to bo top editor at all 
three leading women's publications. 
Ho had previously edited McCall's 
and Ladies' Homo Journal. 


It would seem ho Is tho contempo- 


rary Oracle of Delphi, having plumb- 
ed dark mysteries that eluded tho 
likes of Dr. Slgmund Freud, who onco 
asked, "My God, what is U that wom- 
en want?" 


THE QUESTION remains pertinent, 


and perhaps tho growing strength of 
tho women's liberation movement 
makes It oven knottier than ever. 


In his shades-drawn, lamp-lit, car- 


peted mid-Manhattan office, Carter 
now sat behind his broad, heavy desk; 
ho look tho question Freud had posed 
and lit his pipe. His small brown eyes, 
dimpled checks, furrowed brow and 
light, curly hair disappeared behind a 
faw puffs of pipe smoke. Only his 


long-sleeved white shirt and black 
knit tlo seemed to remain. 


Momentarily, his head returned to 


view, and with an answer. It was tho 
stuff of oracles and gcnies. 


"Women," ho said, slowly, "want 


what they've always wanted." 


There was a pause. Then he went 


on. 


"AND I THINK tho reaction against 


Betty Ford's quote is a good example 
that they still want what they've al- 
ways wanted," said tho 46-year-old 
Carter. (The President's wife had 
said that sho would accept her daugh- 
ter having prc-marltal sex, though 
Mrs. Ford added that sho would want 
to know tho man and want to have a 
full communication with her daugh- 
ter.) 


"Despite all of tho liberation dis- 


cussion today," said Carter, "most of 
us In this country aro slow to change. 
Wo value our traditions. Pro-marital 
•sex Is not one of those traditions. 


"Mrs. Ford's comments struck deep 


Into the protcctlvcncss of women 
across tho country. They don't want 
to bo challenged on their most basic 
beliefs. 


"BUT I'M NOT sure Betty Ford 


doesn't share thoso beliefs. I don't 
think sho condoned this activity, pre- 


• marital sex. Her reaction was one of 
love for her daughter, and this love 
would supersede any kind of activity 
her daughter would become involved 
in. It was a warm, close, feeling re- 
sponse." 


C a r t e r ' s most dramatic con- 


frontation with the feminist move- 
ment came as editor of Ladies' Home 
Journal when a radical group of a 100 
or so women stormed the offices, sat 
on the desks and smoked his cigars 
(he smokes cigars, too) for 11 hours. 
It was an attempt to publicize their 
position that topics such as abortion, 
homosexuality and tho cqualncss of 
women in'work ought to be a greater 
part of the magazine's content. 


Carter said that, after his anger had 


subsided, he found that the incident 
did raise his consciousness, and he 
did accede to some of their points. 
But Carter said that his surveys found 
that for tho majority of women in this 
country, being a wife, mother and 
homemakerls still the primary busi- 
ness. 


"AND IT'S A tragedy when an indi- 


vidual In this activity is made to feel 
dissatisfied with this important role," 
ho said. "Generally, I think women 
arc more satisfied with their lives 
than men arc, especially by middle 
age. 


adoptee's strong need to know his ori- 
gin is not a repudiation of them, that 
adpptecs are not looking to replace 
their adoptive family — and they're 
not psychopaths." 


THE OVERALL approach, Mrs. 


Schultz said, recognizes both the cur- 
rent legal obligations as well as the 
human feelings Involved. The proce- 
dure also puts this agency and its 
clients in a state of preparedness for 
smooth transition If the records are 
opened. 


Mrs. Schultz said some adoption 


agencies are "opening to this idea 
more, but others are quite closed." 
Mrs. Cullom said that "most of the 
agency officials I've talked to say 
they personally sympathize with us, 
but none will come out publicly in 
support of us." 


Predictions are mixed as to how 


vigorously the state will fight the law- 
suit and from what quarters will 
come the stiffest resistance — private 
or public agencies. 


But Donna Cullom believes open 


records will come, as it has already in 
three states. She points to sociological 
studies which confirm it as the better 
way and to the success It has had In 
other countries. She Is already looking 
down the road to a time when adopted 
children might keep their original 
names and simply, add on their 
adopted names. 


"Let me be proud of my ancestry," 


she asks.

New hope for asthma sufferers lies in control

Asthma Is tho respiratory ailment 


that makes life n 24-hour day of mis- 
cry for nlno million people In tho na- 
tion. 


Doctors uho treat It don't uso tho 


word euro. They talk of new hope with 
tho word control. 


Two physicians, still In their 30s and 


specializing In tho disease, and ono of 
their "prize" patients dropped in tho 
UPI office to talk about progress fn 
recent years and now avenues of 
treatment. Thoy hava "been holding 
symposiums for other physicians. 


Tho doctors were Sheldon Laurence 


Spcctor, 30, a Detroit native, and 


Fred Lcffcrt, 34, born In Brooklyn, 
both on the staff of tho National Jew- 
ish Hospital and Research Center, 
Denver, Colo. 


THE HOSPITAL specializes in re- 


search and treatment, and as a na- 
tional center for chronic respiratory 
diseases Including asthma, severe al- 
lergies, tuberculosis and immunolo- 
glcal disorders. It admits patients 
from all over tho nation, somo from 
abroad, without regard of faith, ago 
or ability to pay. 


With tho doctors was Sister Mary 


Romauld, bom In Ludlow, Mass., who 
began her career as a teacher with 
tho Fcllclnn Sisters. She developed 
severe asthma In the 1960s but re- 


called "from age five I wheezed." 
Her attacks grew so severe that she 
was told In 1966 she no longer could 
teach. 


Her massive doctor "hunt" ended 


when sho read about National Jewish 
Hospital In a Catholic newspaper. 


Sister Mary was admitted, given an 


Intensive diagnostic workup, and me- 
dication to control the disease-allergy 
shots plus steroids. She spent two 
years at the hospital, was on one of 
the medications for five years, on an- 
other for 10, but went back to school, 
this time as a student. , 


SHE EARNED HER master's de- 


gree In social work and now is a med- 
ical social worker at St. Joseph's Hos- 


pital, in Bangor, Maine. 


For two years now, sho has been off 


medication entirely — "desensitized," 
she said, and breathing freely. Tho 
Bangor climate agrees with her. 


Is climate a major factor? Dr. 


Spcctor said, "That's kind of a mis- 
conception about the disease. Climate 
can affect, but we believe the basic 
treatment is more Important. If you 
have a good basic program, you can 
live almost anywhere. It's pretty diffi- 
cult in our times to avoid car exhaust 
and smog." 


Spec tor specializes In treating 


adults, Leffert in children. Statistical- 
ly, they said, one of every seven — or 
31 million persons In the United States 


— suffer from some sort of allergy. 
About 13 million have hay fever, nine 
million asthma, and of the total 22 
million asthma — hay fever victims, 
seven million arc children. 


Asthma isn't always allergy-caused, 


however. Dr. Spcctor defined It as 
"an abnormal state in which the lungs 
over-react to a variety of factors. You 
can have asthma without allergy, and 
an allergy without asthma." 


ONE THING IS certain in treatment 


— "Smoking is n no-no," said Dr. 
Leffert. "Nicotine can change meta- 
bolism, have interaction with drugs. 
Smoking just has so much action on 
the lungs." 


At National Jewish, work toward 


control of asthma, which can and does 
kill, Is through test tube research and 
patient case histories. Doctors are 
studying among other things Immu- 
nological responses. 


The two said a lot of drug manufac- 


turers are in research, working for 
medication that can be taken by in- 
halation and avoid side effects. But 
they warn about self-prescribed over- 
the-counter treatment — "Sometimes 
they can be dangerous," said Spcctor. 


"We don't use the word cure," he 


said. "We say control. We have our 
failures too. We don't walk on water 
out there."

Dry flowers simple way 


Dear Dorothy: While many dry 


flowers the way you describe, I went 
to a class for drying flowers which 
recommended two drying methods 
which are quite simple, If you want an 
arrangement for the winter months. 
In tho first method, you spread a mix- 
ture of half borax with half sand or 
cornmoal In tho bottom of a shallow 
cardboard box. The flowers are put 
faco down on this then covered wifll 
an Inch of tho samo mixture. 


This works flno for larkspur, delphi- 


nium, Queen Anne's lace, slmsta 
daisy, pansy, zinnia and marigold. It 
takes a week far tho flowers to dry. 


Tho second was the hot sand treat- 


ment. You sift dry, fine sand over tho 
bottom of a box, put tho flower heads 
down on tho sand and cover with 
about two moro inches of sand. Then 
tho box Is put in tho brightest, hottest 
spot of sun you con find. Small zin- 
nias, marigolds and panslcs do well 
with this. With any of tho flowers, tho 
follago has to bo stripped from tho 
stems. — Mrs. G. H. Embrco

Warranty no guarantee 
buyer is problems-free 


The Federal Trade Commission 


hearings on Iho now Consumer Prod- 
uct Warranties Act had been droning 
on monotonously with a lot of theo- 
retical spcculatjon about how this or 
that rule might' work, or what modi- 
fication might bo better. 


And several Industry representa- 


tives had presented their equally 
monotonous protests about how unfair 
nnd 
burdensome the regulations 


would bo and how swell they are al- 
ready doing by consumers. 


But tho atmosphere suddenly be- 


came charged with realism when a 
consumer got up to testify about ac- 
tual warranty experiences. 


Tho man had bought a new car 


from an Arlington Heights Chrysler 
dealer. It leaked water through tho 
air vents and windshield. But after 
eight return visits to tlio dealer ser- 
vice department and phono calls and 
letters to tho manufacturer's regional 
office and Detroit headquarters, tho 
car still leaked and tho man dldti't 
know what to do next. 


THE: INCIDENT points up tho first 


problem with warranties, and ono 
which may well not be changed by the 
now law: Even though a defect Is cov- 
ered by. tho warranty and the owner 
doesn't have to pay for repairs, if the 
authorized service department fails to 
correct the defect, the product owner 
Is stuck with tho aggravation and ex- 
pense of repeated trips to tho service 
facility and continuation of the defect. 


This problem could be remedied by 


a proposed rule limiting tho number 
of times or tho length of time a manu- 
facturer may have to correct the de- 
fect. After that, he would have to re- 
place the product or refund the buy- 
er's money. This provision Is being 
adamantly opposed by Industry. In 
any event, it's a sure bet no auto 
manufacturer is ever going to abide 
by a replacement or refund provision. 


Tho man's testimony brought to 


mind another warranty-related prob- 
lem reported to this office recently. A 
Schaumburg man bought a new car 
from a local Chevrolet dealer. Two 
months later while tho man was on 
vacation, the car's engine was irrepa- 
rably damaged by a defect. 


WHILE THE warranty covered the 


defect, the man ended up with bills 
for towing, car rental to get his fami- 
ly home, long distance phone calls — 
and, Incredibly, tho cost of a set of 
hub caps to replace tho originals 
which were, stolen from tho car while 
It was on the dealer's property being 
repaired. 


Again, oven though the warranty 


covers tho defect, tho defect may 
cause tho product owner to incur oth-

cr expenses which could well outstrip 
the repair bill. Tho warranty then be- 
comes a frustrating limitation of tho 
manufacturer's obligations — an es- 
cape hatch. 


Some situations such as this might 


bo covered by tho law's provision on 
damages, resulting from product (all- 
ure. But manufacturers would bo 
allowed to exclude themselves from 
responsibility as long as they clearly 
state It on tho warranty. 


ANOTHER PROPOSED rule would 


encourage manufacturers to set up In- 
formal complaint settling operations 
and would require that If such a 
procedure exists, It must be disclosed 
on tho warranty. This Is another point 
Industry Is balking at. 


In the cases of tho two consumers 


mentioned earlier, ono followed In- 
structions in his owner's manual 
about who to contact with his com- 
plaint and was Ignored by those par- 
tics. In tho second case, there appar- 
ently was no procedure outlined at «U. 
The consumer made phone calls to 
the manufacturer on his own, to no 
avail. 


The National Automobilo Dealers 


Association has, In fact, established a 
consumer complaint panel, but it 
apparently Is not publicized in manu- 
facturer's warranty materials. In any 
event, It docs not operate In Illinois 
duo to local dealer opposition.

their mail Illegally opened and photo- 
graphed by the CIA, It was revealed 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, chair- 


man of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence, who disclosed the pro- 
gram, said letters to and from such 
senators as Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Mnss., and himself also were scruti- 
nized — even a letter ho wrote to his 
mothcr-ln-luw while on a trip to Rus- 
sia. 


Church charged the program — 


codcnnmcd "HT Lingual" — violated 
both the Constitution and federal stat- 
utes and promised full public hearings 
within a few weeks to expose this

63 Board of 
Education has approved an $8.9 mil- 
lion budget for the 1975-76 school year, 
a 3.8 per cent increase over last 
year's $8.6 million budget. 


The education fund is budgeted for 


$7.4 million, i 3.4 per cent increase 
from last year's $7.14 million. The 
fund includes a 5 per cent salary in- 
crease for all employes. The exact in- 
creases will not be known until con- 
tract negotiations are completed. 


The approved budget's education 


fund is $41,300 more than the tentative 
budget that was put out in August. 
Tho increase primarily resulted from 
additional teacher aides hired this 
year. 


The building fund is budgeted for 


$1.24 million compared to $1.17 million 
last year, a 5.8 per cent increase. The 
budget includes $450,000 for the reno- 
vation of Ballard School and construc- 
tion of the administration center. 


THE TRANSPORTATION fund is 


budgeted for $130,450 compared to 
$147,318 last year, an 11.5 per cent de- 
crease. The retirement fund is budg- 
eted for $180,500. 


Other funds not included in the dis- 


trict's operating expenses but in the 
budget arc the site and construction 
fund, $253,000, and the working cash 
fund, $163,392. 


The district expects to receive $7.8 


million In revenue from property 
taxes, state aid and other sources. The 


approved budget shows a $64.435 cut 
in revenue from the tentative budget, 
resulting from a reduction in state 
funding. 


Although expenditures will exceed 


anticipated revenue by $1.12 million, a 
surplus of $2.23 million from last year 
will prevent the district from entering 
deficit spending in most funds. How- 
vcr, the district expects a deficit of 
$81,634 in the building fund at the end 
of the year. 


THE BOARD also approved by a 


5-to-l vota, transferring $360,000 from 
the special education construction 
fund to the building fund to pay for 
building and administration center and 
renovating Ballard School. The two 
projects combined arc expected to 
cost about $450,000. 


The board almost failed to approve 


the transfer Tuesday when the motion 
initially failed to be seconded. The 
original motion was to

$450,000 between the funds although 
only $360,000 is available at this time. 


Last spring, after heated con- 


troversy, the board approved the 
projects on a 4 to 3 vote with funding 
from special education funds. 


Board members Tuesday objected 


to transferring funds that actually are 
not available at tills time. The board 
Is expected to transfer the remainder 
of the amount when it is available in 
the special education fund.

construction would start immediately 
on the office building, which will be 
the new home of the First National 
Bank of Des Plaines. Completion is 
expected next fall. 


FINAL ARRANGEMENTS are still 


being made for financing on the three- 
level shopping mall. Spiegler's De- 
partment Store will be the primary 
tenant in the shopping center. 


While construction gets underway 


for the office building, the city will 
start work on a four-level parking ga- 
rage which will be leased to the devel- 
oper to provide parking for the proj- 
ect. 


More than 160,000 square feet will

THE MAYOR noted a decision on

building into compliance with city 
codes so the historical society could 
move its museum there. 


The mayor added the city might de- 


cide It would be better to spend 
$85,000 to $90,000 to finish the third 
floor of the Civic Center for use as a 
court. 


THE CITY had offered to lease the 


space to the county, but Circuit Court 
officials Indicated they did not have 
the funds to pay for the completion 
costs of the floor. Presently, the city 
uses only four floors in the six-story 
structure.. 


DEIIREL SAID the county has sev- 


eral criterion which must be met If 
the court is moved to the new build- 


ing. 


He said several minor changes 


would probably be needed in the coun- 
c i 1 chambers. The modifications 
would include the Installation of some 
type of roll to separate the judge's 
bench from the floor area. 


Behrel also stated that Aid. John 


Lear, 3rd, chairman of the city coun- 
cil's building and grounds committee,» 
indicated he wanted to have the old 
city hall razed by Jan. 1. But Behrel 
said he cautioned Lear that a decision 
had to be made on the future location 
of the traffic court before the building 
could be demolished. 


The future of the building has not 


been decided as yet because the city 


council has contradictory recommen- 
dations from two committees about 
the building. 


LEER'S PANEL has called for the 


demolition of the structure, while the 
library and historical society com- 
mittee has recommended the building 
be used as the society's museum. 


In addition to local traffic cases, the 


county also uses the court facilities 
for felony cases and some jury trials. 
The county turned down the offer to 
lease Civic Center space, because 
there arc plans to build a mini-court 
center In the area in the future. 


Behrel said Smigiel did not indicate 


how far off the construction of .the fa- 
cility might be.

Winners galore 
in first year 
of state lottery

It seems everyone has emerged a 


winner In tho Illinois Lottery, which 
generated more than $144 million In 
revenue Its first year and Is now tho 
largest contest of Its kind In the coun- 
try. It was announced Wednesday. 


Forty-five per cent of the money, or 


$64.9 million, was returned as prizes, 
$6-1.5 million went to the state's' gener- 
al revenue fund and $8.Q million was 
received by private businesses and 
banks as commissions for distributing 
and selling lottery tickets. The rest of 
the money was spent for adminis- 
tration and operation of the lottery. 


In his annual report, Lottery Supt. 


Ralph Batch said ho planned to "main- 
tain both the Integrity and highest 
possible levels of performance of the 
lottery" and, hopefully, give uut more 
prize money. 


IN TI1K FIKST year tho lottery has 


paid more than 1.3 million persons, 
Including 7 millionaire winners, 6 win- 
ners of $1,000 a month for life, 51 win- 
ners of $300,000, 27 winners 
of 


$100.000, 52 winners of $30,000, 4,584 . 
winners of $250 to $25,000 and 1.3 mil- 
lion winners of $20 to $200. 


Ticket sales from the $1 and 50-ccnt 


lottery games convert Into 288.3 mil- 
lion fifty-cent units or an average of 
5.3 million 50-ccnt lottery tickets sold 
each week. 


Tho largest sellers of lottery tickets 


w e r e 
individually 
owned 
estab- 


lishments which accounted for 72 per 
cent of all sales. The remaining tick- 
ets were sold by chain stores. Gro- 
cery, drug and liquor stores sold more 
thun half the tickets. 


Tickets for the first lottery drawing 


went on sale July 30, 1074. A total ut 
7.2 million 50-ccnt tickets were sold 
(or the Aug. 30 game. Since then, 
several special games wore begun, 
keeping Interest and prizes high, said 
Ualch. ns Interest In the original game 
woro off. 


MOItK THAN half the tickets and 


half the prizes wore sold and won In 
Cook County, which has the largest 
population of any of tho nine sales dis- 
tricts run by the lottery. 


The first Bonanza winner was Rob- 


ert Mazur of Mnmencc. The first area 
Bonanozn winner was Joseph Ma- 
rlimo. an elevator starter from Mor- 
ton Grove. Irene D. Ilallcy, a Frank- 
lin Park housewife was the first mil- 
lionaire winner. 


The Northwest suburbs was the site 


of two special prlzo winning events, 
Including tho third millionaire draw- 
Ing Dec. 22 held amid a snowstorm at 
Woodfleld shopping center in Schaum- 
burg. Tho other event was tho June 
IB, 1975 Grand Slam horse race at Ar- 
lington Heights Raco Track. Stanley 
DcKlcl, Nllcs, won $50,000 a year for 
life. 


A group of Des Plaines residents

IN HIS VETO message, the mayor 


said the ordinance is premature, dis- 
criminatory 
and 
possibly 
uncon- 


stitutional. He said it would be diffi- 
cult to enforce, and if attacked in 
court may be indefensible. 


Instead of attempting to muster 


enough votes to override Behrel's 
veto, the city council has voted to 
redraft the ordinance. 


Mrs. McGrath said If the mayor 


does not withdraw his veto, her group 
would like to work with city officials 
in the redrafting of a new ordinance. 


Bchrel said he will not take part in 


the redrafting of the ordinance and 
would not indicate whether he will sign 
the redraft, although it appears un- 
likely. 


The proposed pricing system would 


utilize an electronic scanner that 
reads coded prices on packages. The 
codes are not readily readable to the 
average person.

Village group weighs proposal 
County EPA OKs plan 
for 2nd truck terminal 


Plans for a second truck terminal 


on 14-ncrcs on Chmldlck Drive In 
Wheeling linvo been approved by the 
Cook County Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. 


The county EPA approval was pre- 


sented Wednesday night to the village 
Environmental Advisory Commission 
by First American Realty Co., devel- 
opers of the site. The commission, 
however, failed to reach n decision 
Into Wednesday on n recommendation 
(or accepting or rejecting the plans. 


Zoning for the land was approved In 


1973 as part of 40 acres to be divided 
Into three truck terminals. Gateway 
Trucking Co. occupies 10 acres, and 
First American is seeking approval to 


receive building permits to construct 
tho second terminal. The third 14- 
acrcs will be owned and operated by 
McLean Trucking Co. 


COMMISSION members Wednesday 


scrutinized First American's plans for 
the terminal, which will be leased to 
trucking firms and owned by First 
American. Commissioners questioned 
tho amount of traffic to be generated 
by the proposed facility to determine 
If It Is In accord with testimony given 
to the zoning board two years ago. 


Officials of the development com- 


pany said a truffle study done in 1U73 
using a rate of 25 trucks per day is 
still valid. Commissioners, however, 
questioned this figure because they

project proper: attorney 


The Wheeling Village Board's action 


denying approval for a townhousc 
project because it did not comply with 
newly enacted zoning legislation was 
"reasonable and proper." Village 
Ally. John Burke said. 


Burkc's opinion, Issued Ihis week, 


came In response to u directive from 
(ho board that the attorney review the 
matter regarding the proposed Sand- 
pebble Walk lownhou.sc project. The 
board rejected tho project last month. 
Developer Bernard Brown, vice presi- 
dent of New Era Construction Co., 
charged the board's decision w:ts 
based on zoning ordinance changes 
which lie said should not hnvo applied 
to his development. 


"Even If Mr. Brown Is correct in his 


assumption that tho board denied his 
petition because the zoning ordinance 
had been changed, I feel the board 
acted properly In the matter," Burke 
said. "Tho (ward has the right to 
change zoning ordinances at any time 
and nn court can deny the board this 
right." 


ItltinVN riUST presented the proj- 


ect to the village in April, 1971 and 
sought u PD-1 zoning, which was the 
only existing zoning category for mul- 
ti-family, planned-unit developments. 


Hcccntly the (ward approved a 


change in the ordinance splitting the 
category into PD-3 for townhouscs 
with a density limit of eight units per 
acre, and PD-4 for condominiums and 
apartments with a density limit of 14 
units per acre. 


Brown went before the board after 


the project was rejected and said he 
had been assured by former Village 
Atty. Paul Humor months ago that 


the impending zoning change would 
not affect his project. The developer 
has said it would be too costly to 
rcapply for zoning under the new PD- 
3 category. 


Burko said the board is under no 


obligation to tell Brown why It re- 
jected his project. "He (Brown) and 
any other petitioner has no legal right 
to inquire into the reasons why his 
zoning was denied," Burke said. 


"The board of trustees acts as u 


legislative body in sucli matters and 
no one, Including the courts, has the 
right to explore the motivation of the 
members of that body unless there Is 
fraud or malice involved." 


THE ATTOIINKY ADDED that the 


board would be sct'.ing a "dangerous 
precedent" If it acquiesces to Brown's 
requests. 


"It would be needless to say such 


statements may be fertile ground for 
future lawsuits," Burke added. 


"I would also like to add my caution 


against allowing developers or other 
petitioners from coming before the 
board after it has given a final deci- 
sion on a proposed ordinance," Burke 
said. The attorney suggested devel- 
opers seek advice from their own at- 
torneys rather than from the village 
attorney on legal opinions. 


The Sandpcbblc Walk townhouse 


project calls for three and four-bed- 
room units to be built on the north- 
west corner of Palatine and Wheeling 
roads just cast of New Era's Sand- 
pebble Walk Condominiums. 


The board has scheduled the matter 


for further discussion at Its next regu- 
lar meeting Oct. 6. 


CIA illegally opened 
U. S. mail for 20 years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 20 


years prominent Americans — In- 
cluding Richard M. Nixon and Nobel 
Peace Prize winners Linus Pauling 
and Martin Luttar King Jr. — had 
their mail Illegally opened and photo- 
graphed by Hie CIA. it was revealed 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Frank Church. D-Idaho, chair- 


man of tho Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence, who disclosed the pro- 
gram, said letters to and from such 
senators us Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Mass.. and himself also were scruti- 
nized — even a letter he wrote to his 
mother-in-law while on a trip to Rus- 
sia. 


Church charged the program — 


codcnnmcd "HT Lingual" — violated 
both tho Constitution and federal stat- 
utes and promised full public hearings 
within a few weeks to expose this 
"far-flung" tampering with tho liber- 
ties of Americana. 


But James Anglcton, a former CIA 


countcrlntclllgcncc chief, testified be- 
fore the Church committee that the 
mail-opening program was an "in- 
dispensable" espionage tool aimed 
primarily 
at gleaning information 


from Soviet-bloc nations. 


Church said tho intercept snared 


one letter addressed to Nixon — in 
June, 19GB, while he was campaigning 
for the presidency he won that No- 
vember. He said it was from Ray 
Price, n major Nixon specchwrlter, 
while he was traveling In the Soviet 
Union and included comments on Nix- 
on's election chances. 


Two years later, Nixon approved — 


then revoked — n mall intercept pro- 
gram, according to evidence thus far 
made public without knowing it al- 
ready was In existence. Sen. Gary 
Hart, D-Colo., a member of the com- 
mittee, asked that Nixon be called us 
a witness but a decision was post- 
poned. 


Other targets of the mail-opening 


program, Church said, included the 
Ford and Rockefeller Foundations 
and Harvard University, as well as 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., 
John D. Rockefeller IV, and the Rev. 
and Mrs. Martin Luther King Jr. 


Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn.. 


said a CIA "watch list" included 
Pauling, author John Steinbeck and 
lalwr leader Victor Heather. 


A committee spokesman said the

Reward offered

Vandalism at two Prospect Heights 


area parks has prompted the Pros- 
pect Heights Park Board to offer a 
reword for information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of those who 
damage park property. 


The board took the action Tuesday 


after learning of vandalism at Ki- 
wanis Park on Elm Street an Izaak 
Walton Park, Camp McDonald Road 
and 111. Rtc. 8.x The amount of the 
reward has not been set. 


Park officials said vandals tore a 


fiberglass tube off one of the slides at 
Kiwanis Park, then tossed it into a 
nearby creek. In another instance, 
neighbors complained of youth groups 
congregating at Izaak Walton Park af- 
ter dark. Neighbors alleged some of 
the youths stole firewood from a near- 
by home. 


WALTON PAHK has been the scene 


of other vandalism recently. Shingles 
have been torn off of the shelter. The 
building has also sustained some mi- 
nor smoke damage because fires were 
built in the fireplace with the damper 
closed. ' 


The park district took steps to limit 


the number of those using the park 
by restricting parking at the shelter. 
Large groups wishing to use the shel- 
ter must first .obtain permission.

$45.63 million budget OKd 
Dist. 214 spending up, taxes drop 


Spending will increase 15.5 per cent 


in High School Dist. 214 this year but 
taxes arc expected to go down. 


Monday the Dist. 214 Board of Edu- 


cation approved a balanced budget, 
calling for $4r>,03 million in revenue 
and expenditures, an Increase in 
spending of 15.5 per cent over last 
year's budget of $39.5 million. 


Expenditures in the education fund 


are up 14.9 per cent from $28.1 million 
last year to $32.3 million this year. 
Revenue is budgeted at $28.1 million. 
Robert Weber, assistant superintend- 
ent for business services, said the dif- 
ference will be made up with a bal- 
ance left over In the fund from pre- 
vious years. 


A surplus from last year also will 


be used to supplement $4.78 million in 
revenue in the building fund. Building 
fund expenses are budgeted at $0.39 
million, an increase of 31.2 per cent 
over last year. 


WEBER SAID the increase in the 


building fund Is the result of higher 
utility costs In the district's eight 
schools and an increase in the cost of 
custodial supplies. 


The Increase In both the building and 


education funds is the result of higher 
salaries, Weber said. The increase In 
salaries for all district personnel av- 


eraged 11 per cent this year. 


The increases mean the district will 


be spending almost $2,000 per pjjpil, 
an Increase of about 12 per cent over 
last year, Weber said. 


Although the tax rate of $2.40 is the 


same as last year, taxes paid by the 
average homeowner may go down be- 
cause of a projected 4 per cent in- 
crease in the assessed valuation ot 
property In the district. Assessed 
valuation is estimated at $1.21 billion. 


Encephalitis test results 
soon in Lake County case 


Results of a second blood test on 


Lake County's first suspected case of 
encephalitis may be available by Fri- 
day, according to County Health Dcpt. 
Director Eugene Theios. 


The afflicted man, who lives in the 


southeastern part of the county, has 
shown symptoms of the disease. But 
Theios noted that many suspected 
cases in the state go through blood 
sample tests which come out nega- 
tive. 


"The individual is not hospitalized. 


He has recovered and is back at 
work," Theios said. 


An investigation by the health de- 


partment showed that the man had 
been out of the state in late August 
and may have been bitten by mos- 


quitos then. 
> 


Theios urged the public to continue 


to avoid contact with mosquitos by us- 
ing rrpellents, sprays and screens on 
windows. 


Encephalitis is a viral disease 


transmitted to man by mosquitos 
which have bitten birds carrying the 
disease. 


The virus attacks the spinal chord 


and brain, destroying nerve cells and 
damaging small blood vessels that 
supply the brain. 


There arc mild and severe cases. 


For most healthy adults, the symp- 
toms may be only a bad headache and 
a moderate fever. The severe cases, 
especially in infants and the elderly, 
present more severe symptoms.

A $4.B million expansion project for 


Lake County's DCS Plalncs River 
waste treatment plant has been ap- 
proved by the Lake County Regional 
Planning Commission. 


Tho commission, which serves as a 


local clearing house for all requests 
for federal funding, forwarded plans 
on the expansion project to the U.S.

Protection Agency,

Mlholic 
said he was rcappointcd to a four- 
ycar term of his own In 1973 by Ron- 
ald Coles, then chairman of the Lake 
County Board of Supervisors. 


"I fool Coles' appointment is still va- 


lid and I will probably pursue it in 
court," said Mlholic. 


Miholic still considers himself to be

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Football coach gives crash course 
Wives prepare to join husbands in front of TV 


"THIS IS A TACKLE," explains 
Buffalo 


Grave football coach Donnis Riccio to wom- 


en who camo to tho Indian Trails Library for 
a seminar in football fundamentals. Riccio 


diagramed plays on the blackboard to ox- 
plain tho game.

"Football Is a very logical game," 


said the coach. "At least most of the. 
time It Is." 


And with that qualification, Dennis 


Riccio, a football coach at Buffalo 
Grove High School, began to delve 
into the mysteries of the pigskin for 
seven women gathered at the Indian 
Trails Library Monday night to find 
out what It's all about. 


The women, young and old, heard 


Riccio explain the difference between 
a wishbone and a triple option, a flag 
play ancj a dive. 


WHETHER THE GAME is logical 


was a matter of opinion. It's tough to 
figure out what a center eligible play 
is when one may not know what a 
center is, let alone,when he's eligible. 


"Most of the position names actual- 


ly describe what they do," said Ric- 
cio. "The end Is at the end of the line 
and 
catches 
passes. The guard 


'guards' the ball carrier by blocking 
for them and so on." 


But Riccio's rules of football had a 


few exceptions that resulted in some 
quizzical expressions on the faces of 
the women. . 


Fullbacks are no longer called full- 


backs at most colleges and profes- 
sional teams. They're simply called 
running backs. A "monster man" is 
not an escapee from a Frankenstein 
movie, but a linebacker. 


"Even the flag play, a passing play, 


shouldn't be called that anymore," 
said Riccio. "If you want to be techni- 
cal about it, it should be called a 'py- 
lon' play. The pass receiver runs for a 
pylon — not a flag — in the corner of 


the end zone." 


BUT LIKE A GOOD coach, Riccio 


told the women to "forget about those 
exceptions and stick to the basics." 


Riccio began to show the uninitiated 


fundamental plays by using hia own 
'team's plays for examples — but not 
before checking whether any of the 
women were related to some of the 
coaches he'll be facing this season. 


"I hope nobody from Horsey is 


here," said the coach as he put his 
game plan on the blackboard. 


Riccio was quick to dispel one mis- 


.conception: the best place to watch a 
football game is not from the side- 
lines, but from the press box, and bet- 
ter yet, at home on television. 


"That's why most teams have a 


coach in the press box with head- 
phones," said Riccio. "That man can 
tell the coach on the field what's go- 
ing on." 


RICCIO SAID HIS cousin, Indiana 


University football coach Lee Corso, 
has solved part of the problem by 
having first-half football film devel- 
oped quickly for use at halftime. 


"I wish we had something like that. 


We have to wait several days before 
we can see exactly what we did," he 
said. 


Logical, huh? 
Having explained the basics, Riccio 


sent the women home prepared as 
best he could for the weekend on- 
slaught of football. 


"The best day is New Year's," he 


said. "It's a solid day of football. All 
.the guys come over then and we have 
a great time.' All except my wife, 
though, she hates it."

Mike Dassoukl has been grooming horses (or 10 


years and It doesn't matter much to him whether he 
does his work In Arlington Heights, Hot Springs, 
Ark., or New Orleans, La. 


"Arlington Park Is the same as any other track — 


they're all about the same to the horsemen," he 
says. 


Dassoukl wilt be busy today helping trainer Paul 


Adwoll load some SO horses from their Arlington 
Park stalls Into tractor trailers (or the short and 
familiar expressway ride to Hawthorne Race Track 
In Cicero. 


Adwell has enjoyed a good summer at Arlington 


Park — that means winners. But Dassoukl does not 
shore the dally fortunes of winning, or the anguish of 
losing. "We're paid the same cither way," he said. 


TRAINER DILL Hcrndon Is one of the little men in 


thoroughbred racing with just five horses and one 
groom to move from Arlington Park. 
"It's tough on a small guy trying to get started," 


says the 28-year-old Hcrndon. "It takes a lot of mon- 
ey and you've got to have some luck." 


Hcrndon Is headed for Oak Lawn and Hot Springs, 


Ark. A native of Little Rock, tho grip will reunite 
him with his wife and two children. 


"It gets kind of old sometimes, traveling around 


like this. But everyone's got to do something," he 
says. 


HIS YOUNG GROOM, who's spent only five 


months on tho race track backstrctch, agrees. 


"I had a friend who worked at the track and he 


told me to give It a try. Working hero Is better than 
being on the street getting In trouble," he says. 


Herndon wants to stay In tho tricky business of 


horse training, in part because his father raised

horses before him. Though he had only one winning 
horse at Arlington Park this summer, Herndon still 
appreciated the 94-day meeting.^ 


"You don't have to ship your horses around so 


much — that costs money," he says. 


At the height of the summer racing season, there 


are as many as 2,000 horses and 700 stable employes 
in tho backstrctch at Arlington Park. By tonight, 
there may not be more than 20. 


President: Very successful season' 


John F. Loome Is tho proud captain 


of a ship that Is enjoying some very 
smooth sailing. 


His 1075 racing meet at Arlington 


Park will set all-time attendance and 
betting records for an Illinois raco 
track, outdistancing In 04 days the 
previous record compiled over a 103* 
day meeting. "It's been a very suc- 
cessful season," ho says. 


In numerical terms, Arlington Park 


has played to nearly 1.5 million people 
this summer. By the time the last 
raco Is run this afternoon, wagering 
will total nearly $160 million. 


"Of course you can say figures 


show an increase In gambling all over 
tho country," Loomo says. "But the 
fact that our attendance also is up 
substantially Is the most promising 
sign of all." 


UNDER A PROPOSED new Illinois 


racing law that would lower admis- 
sion prices and increase tho size of pur 
ses for horsemen, Loome is looking 
forward to even better days ahead. 


"If tho bill Is signed, track oper- 


ators like ourselves will be warranted 
in spending money to Improve their

racing plants and wo intend to im- 
prove both Arlington and Washington 
parks," he said. 


Confident words from a man who 


just two years ago, told the Illinois 


Racing Board that times were so bad 
that another poor season could spell 
the end of horse racing at Arlington 
Park. 


"W6 had been given racing dates 


for a time when we were not designed 
to run," Loome says recalling the 
dark 1073 season. "A year ago the 
(racing) commission gave us the right 
dotes and then (this year) It expanded 
on them. The results are in the num- 
bers," he said. 


LOOME SAYS be now will "get go- 


ing on a plan for racing dates (or next 
year." The racing board will hold hear 
ings in November and announce the 
1976 racing schedule before the start 
of the New Year. 


"Everybody keeps talking about the 


old days on the race track. Well, the 
old days are gone, just like my youth. 
There Is no way I'm going to bring 
them back. What we're doing is look- 
ing ahead." 


Part of the future may include Sun- 


day racing at Arlington Park — a day 
that could equal or surpass the at- 
tendance and betting figures now 
compiled on Saturdays.

Rolling Meadows Police Sgt. Timothy Lonegran has opened and 


closed 12 racing seasons at Arlington Park. 


Without him and the other police officers who get racing fans In 


and out of tho track each day, Arlington Park would be a much 
nastier place. 


"My main problem Is local residents sometimes foci they should 


have priority (over race track goers) In getting home. And they get 
Impatient If they have to wait while we balance the volume of 
traffic," ho soys. 


The City of Rolling Meadows provides as many as six patrolmen 


to assist cars In and out of tho race track gates on a busy racing 
day. The men volunteer for the special duty. Their salaries are paid 
by the race track. 


"It's a good detail really, especially for a young patrolman," 


Lonegran says. On a typical day, a cop will spend an hour before 
tho 2 p.m. post time, and an hour and a half after tho last race 
waving and whistling at cars. 


THE MAIN difference between the two shifts is obvious. "You've 


got the losers coming out and potential winners going In," Lonegran 
says, and that can affect a motorist's disposition. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis Cose soys the end of racing 


at Arlington Park today makes little difference to him, or his police 
officers. "They're all special details. We never shortchange the 
city." 


"It's Just another season. We handle It." 
But the prospect of Sunday racing poses a horse of a different 


color. 


"Sunday racing would Interfere with famlles who want to take a 


drive. There are a lot more people In town going to and from 
church, or visiting their friends," Case said. 


"We'd also have a manpower shortage. Tho fellas like to get one 


weekend off once and a while."

"This room is like a second 


home to me, really," says the Eu- 
ropean-raised maitre d', who de- 
scribed business in the Classic 
Club this summer as "very good, 
the best we ever had." 


Christ will trail the horses to 


Hawthorne Race Track after to- 
day whcro he will oversee oper- 
ation of the clubhouse restaurant. 
At the close of racing there, he is 
his own man. 


"Until we get the new dates for 


Arlington Park, I play it by ear. 
At tho end of November, I might 
go to Washington Park, or take a 
little break until we start the ac- 
tion again." 


Christ and his staff cater to 


some of Arlington Park's highest 
rollers. From his reservation desk 
on the race track's fifth floor, he 
commands a sweeping view of the 
dirt oval and grassy lake-spotted 
infield. 


It Is a picture window on a 


scene that could nol be created to- 
day, and there is a hint of sadness 
that it Is time to draw the blinds 
again. 


TV con game stings six; 
police reveal gyp tactics

People still believe in the adage, 


"I'll get something for nothing." But 
what they usually get when they put 
cosh on it is simply nothing. 


Lt. James Dillon of the Schaumburg 


Police Dept. says the newest "some- 
thing for nothing" confidence game 
involves color television sets prom- 
ised at cheap prices. It's a swindle, 
Dillon warns. 


In about a year, six television 


swindles have been pulled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, Schaumburg. 
Four of these have occurred since 
.June, with the lowest take being $2,200 
and the highest $6,800. Det. William 
Ostermann of the Schaumburg Police 
Dept. said he believes many more oc- 
cur, but a "mark's" embarrassment 
prevents them from being reported to 
authorities. The problem is nation- 
wide, he said. 


The victim is lured into the con by a 


telephone call which solicits him un- 
der the guise he can purchase TV sets 
at cheap prices because of a close-out 
sale or an extra truck shipment, Dil- 
lon said. Prices are $150 (or 19-inch 
sets, $250 for 23-inch sets and $350 (or 
home-entertainment centers. 


THE VICTIM MEETS the solicitor, 


money Is exchanged, and the victim 
waits by the loading dock of a store in 
a shopping center, Dillon said. The 
sets never appear, he added. 


Ostermann pointed out three basic 


operations: > 


• A "runner," who drives a rented 


truck meets the victim in a parking 
lot, where the money is exchanged. 


• Two to three people meet him 


with brochures and take him to a tele- 
vision store, where he is shown the 
sets in question. 


• Two to five people operate an 


elaborate setup, including a salesman 
in the television section of a major 
department store. 


DILLON SAID a Harrington man, 


recently bilked of about $3,850, ran 
into a four-man operation. One of the 
con artists met the victim in the park- 
ing lot and took him to a cohort 
"salesman" who showed the sets and 
made the deal. 


During that time, women walked up 


to the salesman and asked him to okay 
checks and sales slips to make the op- 
eration appear legitimate. In some 
cases, receipts were even given, Dil- 
lon said. 


"There's not too much the stores 


can do about it," said Ostermann, not- 
ing sales personnel may think the 
phony salesman may be from another 
department because he wears the 
store's identification tags. 


"It is something very carefully set 


up," he added. "It is my belief that 
they take out-of-town people because 
they might become confused at a dif- 
ferent shopping center." 


THE VICTIMS in the Schaumburg 


cons were from outside the Northwest 
suburban area. In fact, Ostermann 
pointed out, a Schaumburg man was 
defrauded in a con at the Golf-Mill 
Shopping Center, Niles. 


Dillon advised any person receiving 


such a solicitation should call his local 
police department. , 


"No legitimate business would do 


that. They're not going to give their 
merchandise away," he said. 


"They (the victims) go to the ship- 


ping dock, and nothing appears. Sud- 
denly reality hits them."

Winners galore 
in first year 
of state lottery

It seems everyone has emerged a 


winner hi the Illinois Lottery, which 
generated more than $144 million in 
revenue its first year and is now the 
largest contest of its kind hi the coun- 
try, it was announced Wednesday. 


Forty-five per cent of the money, or 


$64.9 million, was returned as prizes, 
$64.6 million went to the state's gener- 
al revenue fund and $8.6 million was 
received by private businesses and 
banks as commissions for distributing 
and selling lottery tickets. The rest of 
the money was spent (or adminis- 
tration and operation of the lottery. 


In his annual report, Lottery Supt. 


Ralph Batch said he planned to "main- 
tain both the integrity and highest 
possible levels of performance of the 
lottery" and, hopefully, give out more 
prize money. 


IN THE FIRST year the lottery has 


paid more than 1.3 million persons, 
including 7 millionaire winners, 6 win- 
ners of $1,000 a month for life, 51 win- 
ners of $300,000, 27 winners of 
$100,000, 52 winners of $50,000, 4,584 
winners of $250 to $25,000 and 1.3 mil- 
lion winners of $20 to $200. 


Ticket sales from the $1 and 50-ccnt 


lottery games convert into 288.3 mil- 
lion fifty-cent units or an average of 
5.5 million 50-cent lottery tickets sold 
each week. 


The largest sellers of lottery tickets 


were Individually owned estab- 
lishments which accounted for 72 per 
cent of all sales. The remaining tick- 
ets were sold by chain stores. Gro- 
cery, drug and liquor stores sold more 
than half the tickets. 


Tickets for the first lottery drawing 


went on sale July 30, 1974. A total of 
7.2 million 50-cent tickets were sold 
for the Aug. 30 game. Since then, 
several special games WCM begun, 
keeping interest and prizes high, said 
Batch, as interest In the original game 
wore off. 


MORE THAN half the tickets and 


half the prizes were sold and won in 
Cook County, which has the largest 
population of any of the nine sales dis- 
tricts run by the lottery. 


The first Bonanza winner was Rob- 


ert Mazur of Momence. The first area 
Bonanaza winner was Joseph Ma- 
riano, an elevator starter from Mor- 
ton Grove. Irene D. Halley, a Frank- 
lin Park housewife was the first mil- 
lionaire winner. 


The Northwest suburbs was the site 


of two special prize winning events, 
including the third millionaire draw- 
ing Dec. 22 held amid a snowstorm at 
Woodfleld shopping center in Schaum- 
burg. The other event was the June 
16,1875 Grand Slam horse race at Ar- 
lington Heights Race Track. Stanley 
DeKiel, Niles, won $50,000 a year for 
lift.

Rolling? Sounds sickening, doesn't 


it. 


Well, Ida Rolf, at age 79, believes 


this new technique Is the answer to 
e v e r y t h i n g from stiff necks to 
paunchy stomachs. All you have to do 
is work with gravity to shape up. 


Rolling, developed by Ida P. Rolf, 


Ph.D., is reordering of the major 
body segments — head, shoulders, 
thorax, pelvis and legs — toward a 
vertical alignment. The theory is a 
more-balanced body is supposed to 
contain more energy. 


"A body to do its optimum must be 


organized around a vertical line," 
Mrs. Rolf said recently at the opening 
lecture of the Forest Hospital scien- 
tific lecture series. "The energy of the 
gravity of earth will reinforce the 
energy in the body.", 


IN ADDITION TO relieving chronic 


pains, Mrs. Rolf said her system of 
structural integration results in a 
body that "is less irritable, has more 
energy and is willing to work." 


Mrs. Rolf received her bachelor of 


science degree In 1916 and her docto- 
rate in biochemistry in 1920, both 
from Columbia University. She was a 
member of the Organic Chemistry 
Dept. of the Rockefeller Institute (or 
Medical Research. However, her Rol- 
flng technique is considered outside 
the mainstream of medicine and psy- 
chology. 


"We're not competitors of or with 


the medics," she said. "The medics 
deal with emergency or acute situ- 
ations. We deal with chronic situ- 
ations, with chronic body misfits." 


As for psychology, Mrs. Rolf said 


"My gospel is there 'ain't no psy- 
chology,' only physiology. It is the 
physiology that will determine the be- 
havior of an Individual. The con- 
sciousness of a personality mirrors 
the behavior of an individual." 


AS EXAMPLES, Mrs. Rolf said of- 


ten the body will retain the trauma of 
an early accident and she pointed out 


the short thighs on the volunteer mod- 
el who was Rolfed after the lecture. 
She said the thighs looked as if the 
volunteer had had some sports train- 
Ing. The subject said yes, he had had 
some football and running training. 


The basic Rolling treatment con- 


sists of 10 hours with a Rolf prac- 
titioner, who manipulates the body's 
connective tissue with fingers, fist, 
open hand and elbow to realign the 
parts of the body. Such parts as shoul- 
ders, pelvis, and knees are made to 
lie horizontal to the ground. 


"The average, random human being 


does not have these balances, but you 
can put them in," said Mrs. Rolf. 


She likened the input of energy into 


the connective tissues to gelatin. 
When gelatin is heated — energy 
added — it becomes liquid and sha- 
pable, when It is cooled —energy re- 
moved — it becomes fixed again, but 
retains the new shape. 


"EVEN IN THE first 10 minutes of 


Rolf processing, muscles are being 
changed: some loosened, some length- 
ened, some shifted in space, some giv- 
en additional tone," she said, adding 
some persons have gained as much as 
an inch in height when their bodies 
were straightened. 


After the process, the person uses 


new muslces and the straighter struc- 
ture remains throughout his life, un- 
less he is in an accident. 


"We are mating a whole man. We 


are making a man who behaves as a 
whole, not a series of parts," Mrs. 
Rolf said. 


She said Rolfing on brain-damaged 


children in New York has resulted In 
the children becoming more educable 
and better able to handle themselves. 


The demonstration at Forest Hospi- 


tal was by Maurice Paulson, one of 
only two Rollers in the Chicago area. 
Paulson, a senior practitioner, has an 
office in Downers Grove, the other is 
Bren Jacobson, located in Chicago. 
Paulson charges $40 per session, mak- 
ing the typical 10-hour course cost 
$400.

CIA illegally opened 
U. S. mail for 20 years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
For 20 


years prominent Americans — in- 
cluding Richard M. Nixon and Nobel 
Peace Prize winners Linus Pauling 
nnd Martin Lullwr King Jr. — had 
their mall Illegally opened and photo- 
graphed by the CIA, it was revealed 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, chair- 


man of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence, who disclosed the pro- 
gram, said letters lo and from such 
senators as Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Mass., and himself also were scruti- 
nized — oven a letter he wrote to his 
mother-in-law while on a trip to Rus- 
sia. 


Church charged the program — 


codcnamed "IIT Lingual" — violated 
both the Constitution and federal .stat- 
utes and promised full public hearings 
within a few weeks to expose this 
"far-flung" tampering with the liber- 
ties of Americans. 


But James Anglcton, a former CIA 


counlcrlntclllgonco chief, testified be- 
fore the Church committee that tho 
mall-opening program was an "in- 
dispensable" espionage tool aimed 
primarily at gleaning 
Information 


from Soviet-bloc nations. 


Church said the Intercept snared 


ono letter addressed to Nixon — In 
June, 19C8, while he was campaigning 
for the presidency he won that No- 
vember. He said It was from Ray 
Price, a major Nixon specchwriter, 
while he was traveling In the Soviet 
Union and included comments on Nix- 
on's election chances. 


Two years later, Nixon approved — 


then revoked — a mall intercept pro- 
gram, according to evidence thus far 
made public without knowing it al- 
ready was In existence. Sen. Gary 
Hart, D-Colo,, a member of the com- 
mittee, asked that Nixon be called as 
a witness but a decision was post- 
poned. 


Other targets of the mail-opening 


program, Church said, included the 
Ford and Rockefeller Foundations 
and Harvard University, as well as 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., 
John D. Rockefeller IV, and the Rev. 
and Mrs. Martin Luther King Jr. 


Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D-Mlnn., 


said a CIA "watch list" Included 
Pauling, author John Steinbeck' and 
labor leader Victor Rcuther.

Crews finish 
street work., 
end program 


Buffalo Grove public works crews 


have completed work on 40 village 
streets scheduled for repair earlier 
this year. 


Most of the streets were resurfaced 


to prevent water from seeping into 
tho sub-base, the cause of most street 
and road deterioration. 


The work ends a $72,000 road im- 


provement program slated this year 
to Improve more than 95,000 square 
yards of street surface. The project 
was funded with motor fuel taxes. 


The sealing project totaled $38,998 


for 77,071 square yards of streets, said 
William Davis of the public works de- 
partment. Resurfacing is estimated to" 
cost $33,426 for 19,541 square yards. 


Davis said the department is in Us 


second year of experimenting with the 
street scaling method, called the slur- 
ry seal method. Using the method, 
crewmen apply a thin layer of asphalt 
material to seal and rejuvenate an 
existing street surface. 


The sealant prevents water from- 


seeplng into the base, which later can 
produce cracking leading to potholes, 
Davis said. 


Street resurfacing, which includes 


an inch of levelled surface, will pro- 
duce a new appearance, Davis said. 
The project will be good for five to 
seven years, he added. 


Next year's improvement project 


includes resurfacing of Weldner Road, 
St.Mary's Parkway and Raupp Boule- 
vard and slurry seal on 24 portions of 
streets and roads.

$45.63 million budget OKd 


Dist. 214 spending up, taxes drop 


Spending will increase 15.5 per cent 


in High School Dist. 214 this year but 
taxes are expected to go down. 


Monday the Dist. 214 Board of Edu- 


cation approved a balanced budget, 
calling for $45.63 million in revenue 
and expenditures, an increase in 
spending of 15.5 per cent over 'last 
year's budget of $39.5 million. 


Expenditures In the education fund 


are up 14.9 per cent from $28.1 million 
last year to $32.3 million this year. 
Revenue Is budgeted at $28.1 million. 
Robert Weber, assistant superintend- 
ent for business services, said the dif- 
ference'will be made up with a bal- 
ance left over in the fund from pre- 
vious years. 


A surplus from last year also will 


be used to supplement $4.78 million in 
revenue in the building fund. Building 
fund expenses are budgeted at $6.39 
million, an increase of 31.2 per cent 
over last year. 


WEBEIl SAID the increase In the 


building fund is the result of higher 
utility costs In the district's eight 
schools and an increase in the cost of 
custodial supplies. 


The increase in both the building and 


education funds is the result of higher 
salaries, Weber said. The increase in 
salaries for all district personnel av- 
eraged 11 per cent this year. 


The increases mean the district will 


be spending almost $2,000 per pupil, 
an increase of about 12 per cent over 
last year, Weber said. 


Although the tax rate of $2.40 is the 


same as last year, taxes paid by the 
average homeowner may go down be- 
cause of a projected 4 per cent In- 
crease in the assessed valuation of 
property in the district. Assessed 
valuation is estimated at $1.21 billion.

"Football is a very logical game," 


said the coach. "At least most of the 
time it is." 


And with that qualification, Dennis 


Riccio, a football coach at Buffalo 
Grove High School, began to delve 
into the mysteries of the pigskin for 
seven women gathered at the Indian 
Trails Library Monday night to find 
out what it's all about. 


The women, young and old, heard 


Riccio explain the difference between 
a wishbone and a triple'option, a flag 
play and a dive. 


WHETHER THE GAME is logical 


was a matter of opinion. It's tough to 
figure out what a center eligible play 
is when one may not know what a 
center is, let alone when he's eligible. 


"Most of the position names actual- 


ly describe what they do," said Ric- 
cio. "The end is at the end of the line 
and 
catches passes. The 
guard 


'guards' the ball carrier by blocking 
for them and so on." 


But Riccio's rules of football had a 


few exceptions that resulted in some 
quizzical expressions on the faces of 
the women. 


Fullbacks are no longer called full- 


backs at most colleges and profes- 
sional teams. They're simply called 
running backs. A "monster man" is 
not an escapee from a Frankenstein 
movie, but a linebacker. 


"Even the flag play, a passing play, 


shouldn't be called that anymore," 
said Riccio. "If you want to be techni- 
cal about it, it should be called a 'py- 
lon' play. The pass receiver runs for a 
pylon — not a flag — in the corner of 


the end zone." 


BUT LIKE A GOOD coach, Riccio 


told the women to "forget about those 
exceptions and stick to the basics." 


Riccio began to show the uninitiated 


fundamental plays by using his own 
team's plays for examples — but not 
before checking whether any of the 
women were related to some of the 
coaches he'll be facing this season. 


"I hope nobody from Horsey Is 


here," said the coach as he put his 
game plan on the blackboard. 


Riccio was quick to dispel one mis- 


conception: the best place to watch a 
football game is not from the side- 
lines, but from the press box, and bet- 
ter yet, at home on television. 


"That's why most teams have a 


coach in the press box with head- 
phones," said Riccio. "That man can 
tell the coach on the field what's go- 
ing on." 


IUCCIO SAID HIS cousin, Indiana 


University football coach Lee Corso, 
lias solved part of the problem by 
having first-half football film devel- 
oped quickly for use at halftime. 


"I wish we had something like that. 


We have to wait several days before 
we can sec exactly what we did," he 
said. 


Logical, hull? 
Having explained the basics, Riccio 


sent the women home prepared as 
best he could for the weekend on- 
slaught of football. 


"The best day is New Year's," he 


said. "It's a solid day of football. All 
the guys come over then and we have 
a great time. All except my wife, 
though, she hates it."

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Village, paramedic director 
Faulty equipment 
stirs controversy 


A rift has developed between Elk 


Grove Village officials and the direc- 
tor of Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal's paramedic program over the un- 
satisfactory operation of the village's 
Intensive-care communication equip- 
ment. 


"I'm sick and tired of the months of 


harassment from Elk Grove," said 
Dr. Stanley M. Zydlo Jr., director of 
the paramedic program at the Arling- 
ton Heights hospital. "I wish they 
would get off my back and pull out of 
the program," Zydlo said. 


Zydlo's comments came after vil- 


lage officials Tuesday decided to re- 
turn $4,050 worth of communications 
equipment purchased last year on 
Zydlo's recommendation. 


THE EQUIPMENT, referred to as 


telemetry equipment, has been used 
by Elk Grove Village since December, 
1074. Lt. Fred Hcnnlng. fire deport- 
ment communications officer, said tho 
equipment since then, has not oper- 
ated about 10 per cent of the time. 
Hcnnlng added llmt representatives of 


the manufacturer, Pioneer Medical 
Systems, have tested the telemetry 
equipment, which sends signals from 
the patient to the hospital. Company 
officials agreed with the village's 
claim that tho equipment fails to per- 
form under certain conditions. 


Village officials immediately ap- 


proved the purchase of $6,475 in new 
equipment from Motorola Inc. Hen- 
ning said tho Motorola equipment is 
superior to the equipment the village 
has been using. 


The board did not dispute Henning's 


complaint that the equipment was not 
working properly. However, Trustee 
Edward 
Kcnna criticized Zydlo's 


recommendation to purchase the Pio- 
neer equipment. 


"Ho is a fine doctor but a lousy ra- 


dio man," he said. He added the vil- 
lage was forced to cope with unsatis- 
factory equipment and now faces ad- 
ditional expense because of Zydlo's in- 
sistence. 


THE DOCTOR defended his recom- 


mendation and charged the village 
was being pressured by the manufac- 
turer. 


He noted the Pioneer equipment 


had about a 4 per cent failure rate, 
but added that the equipment fails 
only in rare circumstances. 


"Dammit nothing works 100 per 


cent of the time," he said. 


Zydlo said he has asked the village 


to delay any decision about buying 
new equipment because a state agen- 
cy is in the process of writing new 
guidelines for telemetry systems. 


THE DOCTOR said he will continue 


to demand standardization. 


"Compatible equipment is a must in 


a program such as this," he added. 


Hcnnlng said the vjllage has no 


plans to pull out of the program. 


"We are 100 per cent behind the 


program and Zydlo," Henning said. 


"My experience in communication 


convinces me, however, that the Pio- 
neer system is bad and whether It 
makes Dr. Zydlo mad or not we will 
use another system," he said. 


New village law restricts

graphed by tho CIA, it was revealed 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, chair- 


man of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence, who disclosed the pro- 
gram, said letters to and from such 
senators as Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Mass., and himself also were scruti- 
nized — even a letter he wrote to his 
mother-in-law while on a trip to Rus- 
sia.

made public without knowing it al- 
ready was in existence. Sen. Gary 
Hart, D-Colo., a member of the com- 
mittee, asked that Nixon be called as 
a witness but a decision was post- 
poned.

Police Dept. says the newest "some- 
thing for nothing" confidence game 
Involves color television sets prom- 
ised at cheap prices. It's a swindle, 
Dillon warns. 


In about a year, six television 


swindles have been pulled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, Schaumburg. 
Four of these have occurred since 
June, with the lowest take being $2,200 
and the highest $6,800. Del. William 
Ostermnnn of the Schaumburg Police 
Dcpt. said he believes many more oc- 
cur, but a "mark's" embarrassment 
prevents them from being reported to 
authorities. The problem is nation- 
wide, he said. 


The victim is lured Into the con by a 


telephone call which solicits him un- 
der the guise he can purchase TV sets 
at cheap prices because of a close-out 
sale or an extra truck shipment, Dil- 
lon said. Prices arc $150 for 19-inch 
sets, $250 for 23-Inch sets and $350 for 
home-entertainment centers. 


THE VICTIM MEETS the solicitor, 


money is exchanged, and the victim 


waits by the loading dock of a store in 
a shopping center, Dillon said. The 
sets never appear, he added. 


Ostcrmann pointed out three basic 


operations: 


• A "runner," who drives a rented 


truck meets the victim in a parking 
lot, where the money is exchanged. 


• Two to three people meet him 


with brochures and take him to a tele- 
vision store, where he is shown the 
sets in question. 


• Two to five people operate an 


elaborate setup, including a salesman 
In the television section of a major 
department store. 


DILLON SAID a Harrington man, 


recently bilked of about $3,850, ran 
into a four-man operation. One of the 
con artists met the victim in the park- 
ing lot and took him to a cohort 
"salesman" who showed the sets and 
made the deal. 


During that time, women walked up 


to the salesman and asked him to okay 
checks and sales slips to make the op- 
eration appeal* legitimate. In some 


cases, receipts were even given, Dil- 
lon said. 


"There's not too much the stores 


can do about it," said Ostermann, not- 
ing sales personnel may think the 
phony salesman may be from another 
department because he wears the 
store's identification tags. 


"It Is something very carefully set 


up," he addsd. "It Is my belief that 
they take out-of-town people because 
they might become confused at a dif- 
ferent shopping center." 


. THE VICTIMS In the Schaumburg 
cons were from outside the Northwest 
suburban area. In fact, Ostermann 
pointed out, a Schaumburg man was 
defrauded in a con at the Golf-Mill 
Shopping Center, Nilcs. 


Dillon advised any person receiving 


such a solicitation should call his local 
police department. 


"No legitimate business would do 


that. They're not going to give their 
merchandise away," he said. 


"They (the victims) go to the ship- 


ping dock, and nothing appears. Sud- 
denly reality hits them."

year contract which expires next sum- 
mer. The contract states that the 
salary agreement must be reopened 
at the end of the second year if the 
cost-of-living increases more than 4.5 
per cent.

Radiology students begin training 


Three radiology technology students 


recently began clinical training at Al- 
cxian Brothers Medical Center, Elk 
Grove Village, in a new affiliation 
with Triton College, River Grove.

Almost everyone wins 
in first year of lottery

It seems everyone has emerged a 


\vinner In the Illinois Lottery, which 
generated more than $144 million In 
revenue Its first year and is now the 
largest contest of Its kind in the coun- 
try, it was announced Wednesday. 


Forty-five per cent of the money, or 


$64.9 million, was returned as prizes, 
$64.6 million went to the state's gener- 
al revenue fund and $8.6 million was 
received by private businesses and 
banks as commissions for distributing 
and selling lottery tickets. The rest of 
the money was spent for adminis- 
tration and operation of the lottery 


In his annual report, Lottery Supt. 


Ralph Batch said he planned to "main- 
tain both the integrity and highest 
possible levels of performance of the 
lottery" and, hopefully, give out more 
prize money. 


IN THE FIRST year the lottery has 


paid more than 1.3 million persons, 
including 7 millionaire winners, 6 win- 
ners of $1,000 a month for life, 51 win- 
ners of $300,000, 27 winners of 
$100,000, 52 winners of $50,000, 4,584 
winners of $250 to $25,000 and 1.3 mil- 
lion winners of $20 to $200. 


Ticket sales from the $1 and 50-ccnt 


lottery games convert Into 288.3 mil- 
lion fifty-cent units or an average of 
5.5 million 50-cent lottery tickets sold 


each week. 


The largest sellers of lottery tickets 


were individually owned estab- 
lishments which accounted for 72 per 
cent of all sales. The remaining tick- 
ets were sold by chain stores. Gro- 
cery, drug and liquor stores sold more 
than half the tickets. 


Tickets for the first lottery drawing 


went on sale July 30, 1974. A total of 
72 million 50-cent tickets were sold 
for the Aug 30 game. Since then, 
several special games were begun, 
keeping interest and prizes high, said 
Batch, as interest in the original game 
wore off.

CIA illegally opened 
U. S. mail for 20 years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — For 20 


years prominent Americans — In- 
cluding Richard M. Nixon and Nobel 
Peace Prize winners Linus Pauling 
and Martin Luth?r King Jr. — had 
Ihclr mail illegally opened and photo- 
graphed by the CIA. it was revealed 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-ldaho, chair- 


man of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence, who disclosed the pro- 
gram, said letters to and from such 
senators as Hubert II. Humphrey, 
D-Mass., and himself also were scruti- 
nized — oven a letter he wrote to his 
mother-in-law while on a trip to Rus- 
sia. 


Church charged the program — 


codcnumed "IIT Lingual" — violated 
both the Constitution and federal stat- 
utes and promised full public hearings 
within a few weeks to expose this 
"far-flung" tampering with the liber- 
ties of Americans. 


But James Anglcton, a former CIA 


countcrlntclllgcncc chief, testified be- 
fore the Church committee that the 
mall-opening program was an "in- 
dispensable" espionage tool aimed 
primarily at gleaning information 
from Soviet-bloc nations. 


Church sold the Intercept snared 


one letter addressed to Nixon — in 
June, 1968, wlillc he was campaigning 
for the presidency he won that No- 
vember. He said It was from Ray 
Price, a major Nixon specchwriter, 
while he was traveling in the Soviet 
Union and Included comments on Nix- 
on's election chances. 


Two years later, Nixon approved — 


then revoked — a mall intercept pro- 
gram, according to evidence thus far 
made public without knowing it al- 
ready was In existence. Sen. Gary 
Hart, D-Colo., a member of the com- 
mittee, asked that Nixon be called as 
a witness but a decision was post- 
poned. 


Other targets of the moll-opening 


program, Churcli said, included the 
Ford and Rockefeller Foundations 
and Harvard University, as well us 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., 
John D. Rockefeller IV, and the Hcv. 
and Mrs. Martin Luther King Jr. 


Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., 


said a CIA "watch list" included 
Pauling, author John Steinbeck and 
labor leader Victor Reuthcr.

Schools reject teachers9 


urging to declare impasse

A proposal for impasse in teacher 


salary negotiations lias bsen rejected 
by the Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 


'i Board of Education, according to a 
source in the district's 
teachers' 


union. 


Nearly 400 teachers attended the 


board's meeting last week to ask the 
board to call for an impasse in salary 
talks and appoint an acceptable medi- 
ator or arbitrator to settle the dispute. 


The board reportedly rejected the 


teachers' request this week and wants 
to resume salary talks directly with 
the teachers' bargaining team. Al- 
though a union source could not pre- 
dict how teachers would react to the 
refusal, tho Herald has learned teach- 
ers have agreed to resume bargain- 
ing. 


BOARD MEMBER Gordon Thoren, 


spokesman for the board's negotiating 
committee, refused to comment on 
the matter Wednesday. Negotiators 
for both teachers and the board have 
agreed to a news blackout on bargain- 
ing. 


T e a c h e r s have lowered tliuir 


request for an 18 per cent raise in 
salary to 13 per cent, which includes 
the annual raise of about 5 per cent 
given to teachers for an additional 
year of experience. The board has 
raised its offer from a total increase 
of 6.5 per cent to 8.7 per cent. 


The base salary in the district is 


$3,000, but neither teachers nor the 
board have agreed to a new base sala- 
ry for this year. Teachers are bar- 
gaining for a change in the salary 
schedule. Last year results of a poll of 
teachers showed teachers wanted to 
change the schedule so that teachers 
at different levels of experience would 


receive a more equitable increase in 
salary. 


According to this year's teachers' 


contract, teachers at the lower end of 
the scale receive the full benefit of a 
salary increase while experienced 
teachers receive a fraction of the 
amount. Teachers arc asking that ev- 
eryone receive the full amount. 


THE BEGINNING'teacher in Dist. 


54 now makes $9,000. A teacher with 
seven years experience and a bach- 
elor's degree makes about $11,700 and 
the same teacher with a master's de- 
gree makes about $12,600. 


Teachers are now under a three- 


year contract which expires next sum- 
mer. The contract states that the 
salary agreement must be reopened 
at the end of the second year if the 
cost-of-living increases more than 4.S 
per cent.

Associate Judge James Mahcr Jr., 


of the 3rd Municipal District, is. ac- 
cused by the board of "conduct which 
brings the judicial office into dis- 
repute." 


The judiciary board, in a complaint 


filed with the Illinois Courts Commis- 
sion, said that during the May 21, 


1975, court call hi Nilcs, Maher in- 
vited the wife of a defendant Into his 
private chambers to advise her where 
to pay a traffic ticket her husband 
had received. 


THE WOMAN, identified only as 


"Mrs, Jane Doc" in the complaint, 
was told the ticket had to be paid in 
the Mount Prospect branch of Circuit 
Court instead of the Niles branch, the 
complaint states. 


The complaint charges Maher, 42, 


asked the woman into his chambers to 
advise her on the "appropriate dis- 
position of the ticket," but then "In- 
sistently proposed to Mrs. Doe that 


she should have lunch with him or 
dine with him on another day," and 
offer she refused.' 


"The nature and manner of said 


proposal was demeaning to Mrs. Doe,

People still believe in the adage, 


"I'll gel something for nothing." But 
what they usually get when they put 
cnsh on it Is simply nothing. 


Lt. James Dillon of the Schaumburg 


Police Dcpt. says the newest "some- 
thing for nothing" confidence game 
involves color television sets prom- 
ised at cheap prices. It's a swindle, 
Dillon warns. 


In about a year, six television 


swindles have been pulled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, Schaumburg. 
Four of these have occurred since 
June, with the lowest take being $2,200 
and the highest $6,800. Dot. William 
Ostermann of the Schaumburg Police 
Dcpt. said he believes many more oc- 
cur, but a "mark's" embarrassment 
prevents them from being reported to 
authorities. The problem is nation- 
wide, he said. 


The victim is lured into the con by a 


telephone call which solicits him un- 
der the guise he can purchase TV sets 
at cheap prices because of a close-out 
sale or an extra truck shipment, Dil- 
lon said. Prices arc $150 for 19-inch 
sets, $250 for 23-inch sets and $350 for 
home-entertainment centers. 


THE VICTIM MEETS the solicitor, 


money is exchanged, and the victim 
waits by the loading dock of a store in 
a shopping center, Dillon said. The 
sets never appear, he added. 


Ostermann pointed out three basic 


operations: 


• A "runner," who drives a rented 


truck meets the victim in a parking 
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lot, where the money is exchanged. 


• Two to three people meet him 


with brochures and take him to a tele- 
vision store, where he is shown the 
sets In question. 


• Two to five people operate an 


elaborate setup, including n. salesman 
in the television section of a major 
department store. 


DILLON SAID a Harrington man, 


recently bilked of- about $3,850, ran 
into a four-man operation. One of the 
con artists met the victim in the park- 
ing lot and took him to a cohort 
"salesman" who showed the sets and 
made the deal. 


During that time, women walked up 


to the salesman and asked him to okay 
checks and sales slips to make the op- 
eration appear legitimate. In some 
coses, receipts were even given, Dil- 
lon said. 


"There's not too much the stores 


can do about it," said Ostermann, not- 
ing sales personnel may think the 
phony salesman may be from another 
department because he wears the 
store's identification tags. 


"It is something very carefully set 


up," he added. "It is my belief that 
they take out-of-town people because 
they might become confused at a dif- 


ferent shopping center." 


THE VICTIMS in the Schaumburg 


cons were from outside the Northwest 
suburban area. In fact, Ostermann 
pointed out, a Schaumburg man was 
defrauded in a con at the Golf-Mill 
Shopping Center, Niles. 


Dillon advised any person receiving 


such a solicitation should call his local 
police department. 


"No legitimate business would do 


that. They're not going to give their 
merchandise away," he said. 


"They (the victims) go to the ship- 


ping dock, and nothing appears. Sud- 
denly reality hits them."

Adwcll has enjoyed a good summer at Arlington 


Park — that means winners. But Dassoukl docs not 
share the daily fortunes of winning, or the anguish of 
losing. "We're paid the same cither way," he snld. 


TRAINER HIM, Hcrndon is one of the little men in 


thoroughbred racing with just five horses and one 
groom to move from Arlington Pnrk.

have priority (over race track goers) in getting home. And they get 
Impatient if they lia\e to wait while we balance the volume of 
traffic," he says. 


The City of Rolling Meadows provides as many as six patrolmen 


to asilst cars In and out of the race track gates on a busy racing 
day. The men volunteer for the special duty. Their salaries arc paid 
by the race track. 


"It's a good detail really, especially for a young patrolman," 


Lonegran says, On a typical day, a cop will spend an hour before 
the 2 p.m. post time, and an hour and a half after the last race 
waving and whistling at cars. 


TIIK MAIN difference between the two shifts Is obvious. "You've 


got the loners coming out and potential winners going in," Lonegran 
says, and that can affect a motorist's disposition. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case says the end of racing 


at Arlington Park today makes little difference to him, or his police 
officers. "They're all special details. We never shortchange the 
city." 


"It's just another season. We handle It." 
But the prospect of Sunday racing poses a horse of a different 


color. 


"Sunday racing would Interfere with famllcs who want to take a 


drive. There arc a lot more people In town going to and from 
church, or visiting their friends," Case said.

Almost everyone wins 
in first year of lottery

It seems everyone has emerged a 


winner in the Illinois Lottery, which 
generated more than $144 million In 
revenue its first year and is now the 
largest contest of its kind in the coun- 
try, it was announced Wednesday. 


Forty-five per cent of the money, or 


$64.9 million, was returned as prizes, 
$64.6 million went to the state's gener- 
al revenue fund and $3.0 million was 
received by private businesses and 
banks as commissions for distributing 
and selling lottery tickets. The rest of 
the money was spent (or adminis- 
tration and operation of the lottery. 


In his annual report, Lottery Supt. 


Ralph Batch said he planned to "mam- 
tain both the integrity and highest 
possible levels of performance of the 
lottery" and, hopefully, give out more 
prize money. 


IN THE FIRST year the lottery has 


paid more than 1.3 million persons, 
Including 7 millionaire winners, 6 win- 
ners of $1,000 a month for life, 51 win- 
ners of $300,000, 27 winners of 
$100,000, 52 winners of $50,000, 4,584 
winners of $250 to $25,000 and 1.3 mil- 
lion winners of $20 to $200. 


Ticket sales from the $1 and 50-cent 


lottery games convert into 2883 mil- 
lion fifty-cent units or an average of 
5.5 million 50-ccnt lottery tickets sold 


each week. 


The largest sellers of lottery tickets 


w e r e individually owned estab- 
lishments which accounted for 72 per 
cent of all sales. The remaining tick- 
ets were sold by chain stores. Gro- 
cery, drug and liquor stores sold more 
than half the tickets. 


Tickets for the first lottery drawing 


went on sale July 30, 1974 A total of 
7.2 million 50-cent tickets were sold 
for the Aug. 30 game. Since then, 
several special games wers begun, 
keeping interest and prizes high, said 
Batch, as Interest in the original game 
wore off. 


MOHE THAN half the tickets and 


half the prizes were sold and won in 
Cook County, which has the largest 
population of any of the nine sales dis- 
tricts run by the lottery. 


The first Bonanza winner was Rob- 


ert Mazur of Momence. The first area 
Bonanaza winner was Joseph Ma- 
riano, an elevator starter from Mor- 
ton Grove. Irene D. Halley, a Frank- 
lin Park housewife was the first mil- 
lionaire winner. 


The Northwest suburbs was the site 


of two special prize winning events, 
including the third millionaire draw- 
ing Dec. 22 held amid a snowstorm at 
Woodfield shopping center in Schaum- 
burg. The other event was the June 


16,1975 Grand Slam horse race at Ar- 
lington Heights Race Track. Stanley 
DeKlel, Nllcs, won $50,000 a year for 
life.

CIA illegally opened 


IL S. mail for 20 years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 20 


years prominent Americans — in- 
cluding Richard M. Nixon and Nobel 
Peace Prize winners Linus Pauling 
and Martin Lullwr King Jr. — had 
their mall illegally opened and photo- 
graphed by the CIA, It was revealed 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, chair- 


man of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence, who disclosed the pro- 
gram, said letters lo and from such 
senators as Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Mass., and himself also were scruti- 
nized — even a letter he wrote to his 
mother-in-law while on a trip to Rus- 
sia. 


Church charged the program — 


codcnamed "IIT Lingual" — violated 
both the Constitution and federal stat- 
utes and promised full public hearings 
within a few weeks to expose this 
"far-flung" tampering with the liber- 
ties of Americans. 


But James Anglcton, a former CIA 


counlcrlntolllgcnco chief, testified be- 
fore tho Church committee that the 
mall-opening program was an "In- 
dispensable" espionage tool aimed 
primarily at gleaning 
Information 


front Soviet-bloc nations. 


Church »ald the Intercept snared 


one letter addressed to Nixon — in 
June, 196)1, while he was campaigning 
for the presidency he won that No- 
vember. He said it was from Ray 
Price, a major Nixon specchwriter, 
while he was traveling In the Soviet 
Union and included comments on Nix- 
on's election chances. 


Two years later. Nixon approved — 


then revoked — a mall intercept pro- 
gram, according to evidence thus far 
made public without knowing it al- 
ready was in existence. Sen. Gary 
Hart, D-Colo., a member of the com- 
mittee, asked that Nixon be colled as 
a witness but a decision was post- 
poned. 


Other targets of the mail-opening 


program, Church said, included the 
Ford and Rockefeller Foundations 
and Harvard University, as well as 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur

tonight, Mrs. Johnson said. 


Sources said Wednesday that con- 


tract talks arc still muddled, with 
board negotiators refusing to budge 
on the salary offer made to teachers. 
The offer reportedly would give teach- 
ers a 5 per cent raise in base pay this 
year. 


BOTH MRS. JOHNSON, and 
Mau- 


rice Sapoznlk, chief spokesman for 
the union negotiators, said teachers 
were not briefed on contract progress 
at their building meetings Wednesday 
morning. 


Teachers also were scheduled to 


meet Wednesday at 4 p.m., but Sapoz- 
nik said this meeting was "for the as- 
sociation, not setting up any strate- 
gies." 


Negotiators will meet with teachers 


Friday morning to discuss this week's 
contract progress. 


Richard Zwelback, the board's pro- 


fessional negotiator, could not be 


reached for comment Wednesday. 


Teachers and board members have 


been negotiating a contract since 
April. Teachers contend that little 
progress was made over the summer 
because board members refused to 
meet often. 


Although a new contract with work- 


ing conditions was negotiated last 
year, teachers asked to renegotiate 
some working conditions and policies 
this year. Board members have asked 
thut a two-year agreement be drawn 
up this year in return for renegotiat- 
ing some working conditions. 


TEACHERS ARE ASKING for class 


sizes of 30 or less, maternity Icavo 
and seniority rights, greater freedom 
to vary teaching approaches and a 
"workable" grievance procedure. 


They also are asking for salaries on 


a par with High School Dist. 211. That 
district recently signed a two-year 
contract that will pay new teachers a 
base pay of $10,255 this year and 
$11,000 base next year. 


Sources say teachers in Dist. 15 


have been offered a new base pay of 
$9,425 this year and $9,900 next year. 
The current base pay is $9,000 for 
teachers with a bachelor's degree and 
no experience. 


City OKs industrial park eatery 


Despite objections from three alder- 


men, the Rolling Meadows City Coun- 
cil Tuesday night approved zoning for 
a restaurant-bar in the city's northern 
industrial park.

The Illinois Judicial Inquiry Board 


has charged a suburban associate 
judge with misconduct because he al- 
legedly colled the wife of a defendant 
into his chambers and asked her for a 
luncheon date. 


Associate Judge James Mahcr Jr., 


of the 3rd Municipal • District, Is ac- 
cused by the board of "conduct which 
brings the judicial office Into dis- 
repute." 


The judiciary board, in a complaint 


filed with the Illinois Courts Commis- 
sion, said that during the May 21, 


1075, court call in Niles, Mahcr in- 
vited the wife of a defendant into his 
private chambers to advise her where 
to pay a traffic ticket her husband 
had received. 


THE WOMAN, identified only as 


"Mrs. Jane Doe" in the complaint, 
was told the ticket had to be paid in 
the Mount Prospect branch of Circuit 
Court instead of the Nilcs branch, the 
complaint states. 


The complaint charges Mahcr, 42, 


asked the woman into his chambers to 
advise her on the "appropriate dis- 
position of the ticket," but then "in- 
sistently proposed to Mrs. Doe that 


she should have lunch with him or 
dine with him on another day," and 
offer she refused. 


"The nature and manner of said 


proposal was demeaning to Mrs. Doe, 
to (Maher) and to (Manor's) judicial 
office," the judiciary board has 
charged. 


Mahcr declined Tuesday to com- 


ment on the complaint. 


Maher will have 21 days to file a 


response to the charge. A hearing be- 
fore the 5-member Illinois Courts 
Commission will then be set to rule on 
the complaint. 


MAHER COULD face a reprimand,

Estates where Dist. 15 is building its 
twenty-first school, Thomas Jefferson 
elementary school. Although she says 
that board members represent the 
whole district, not just their home 
area, she has been active in the Win- 
ston Knolls Homeowners Assn. and 
has a natural interest in the area. 


Mrs. Sjostedt characterized the 750- 


homc Winston Knolls subdivision as 
school-conscious and civic-minded, 
but somewhat torn between identi- 
fication with Hoffman Estates and 
Palatine, where the subdivision's chil- 
dren attend Hunting Ridge School, 
1105 W. Illinois Ave.

People stilt believe in the adage, 


"I'll get something for nothing." But 
whnt they usually get when they put 
cnsh on It Is simply nothing. 


Lt. James Dillon of the Schnumburg 


Police Dept. says the newest "some- 
thing for nothing" confidence game 
Involves color television sets prom- 
ised at cheap prices. It's a swindle, 
Dillon warns. 


In nbout a year, six television 


swindles have t>ccn pulled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center. Schaumburg. 
Four of these have occurred since 
June, with the lowest take being $2,200 
and the highest $0,1100. Dot. William 
Ostcrmann of the Schaumburg Police 
Dcpt. said he believes many more oc- 
cur, but a "murk's" embarrassment 


prevents them from being reported to 
authorities. The problem Is nation- 
wide, he said. 


The victim Is lured into the con by a 


telephone call which solicits him un- 
der the guise he con purchase TV sets 
at cheap prices because of a close-out 
sale or an extra truck shipment, Dil- 
lon said. Prices are $150 for 19-inch 
sets, $230 for 23-inch sets and $350 for 
home-entertainment centers. 


TIIK VICTIM MEETS the solicitor, 


money is exchanged, and the victim 
waits by the loading dock of a store In 
a shopping center, Dillon said. The 
sets never appear, he added. 


Ostcrmann pointed out three basic 


operations: 


• A "runner," who drives a rented 


truck meets the victim In a parking 


lot, where the money is exchanged. 


• Two to three people meet him 


with brochures and take him to a tele- 
vision store, whore he is shown the 
sets in question. 


• Two to five people operate -an 


elaborate setup, Including a salesman 
in the television section of a major 
department store. 


DILLON SAID a Harrington man, 


recently bilked of about $3,850, ran 
into a four-man operation. One of the 
con artists met the victim in the park- 
ing lot and took him to a cohort 
"salesman" who showed the sets and 
mado the deal. 


During that time, women walked up 


to tliu salesman and asked him to okay 
checks and sales slips to make the op-

this new technique is the answer to 
e v e r y t h i n g from stiff necks to 
paunchy stomachs.

Holling, developed by Ida P. Rolf, 


Ph.D., Is reordering of the major 
Ixxly segments — head, shoulders, 
thorax, pelvis and legs — toward a 
vertical alignment. The theory Is a 
more-balanced body is supposed to 
contain more energy. 


"A body to do Its optimum must be 


organized around n vertical line," 
Mrs. Rolf said recently at the opening 
lecture of the Forest Hospital scien- 
tific lecture scries. "The energy of the 
gravity nf earth will reinforce the 
energy In the body." 


IN ADDITION TO relieving chronic 


pains, Mrs. Rolf said her system of 
structural Integration results In n 
body that "is less Irritable, has more 
energy and Is willing to work." 


Mm. Rolf received her bachelor of 


science degree in 1916 and her docto- 
rate In biochemistry In 1920, both 
from Columbia University. She was a 
member of the Organic Chemistry 
Dcpt. of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research. However, her Rol- 
ling technique In considered outside 
the mainstream of medicine and psy- 
chology. 


"We're not competitors of or with 


the medics," she said. "The medics 
deal with emergency or acute situ- 
ations. We deal with chronic situ- 
ations, with chronic body misfits." 


As for psychology, Mrs. Rolf said 


"My gospel Is there 'ain't no psy- 
chology,' only physiology. It Is the 
physiology that will determine the be- 
havior of an individual. The con- 
sciousness of a personality mirrors 
the behavior of an individual." 


AS KXAIMI'LKS. Mrs. Rolf said of- 


ten the body will retain the trauma of 
nn early accident and she pointed out 
the short thighs on the volunteer mod- 
el who was Hoi ted after the lecture. 
She said the thighs looked as if the 
volunteer had had some sports train- 
ing. The subject said yes, he had hud 
some football and running training. 


The basic Rolling treatment con- 


sists of 10 hours with a Rolf prac- 
titioner, who manipulates the body's 
connective tissue with fingers, fist, 
o|)cn hand and elbow to realign the 
parts of the body. Such parts as shoul- 
ders, pelvis, and knees arc made to 
lie horizontal to the ground. 


"The average, random human being 


does not have these balances, but you 
can put them in," said Mrs. Rolf. 


She likened the input of energy into 


the connective tissues to gelatin. 
When gelatin is heated — energy 
added — ll Incomes liquid and sha- 
pable, when it is cooled —energy re- 
moved — It becomes fixed again, but 
retains the new shape. 


"EVEN IN THE first 10 minutes of 


Rolf processing, muscles arc being 
changed: some loosened, some length- 
ened, some shifted in space, some giv- 
en additional tone," she said, adding 
some persons have gained as much us 


an inch in height when their bodies 
were straightened. 


After the process, the person uses 


new muslccs and the straightcr struc- 
ture remains throughout his life, un- 
less he is in an accident. 


"We arc making n whole man. We 


are making a man who behaves as a 
whole, not a series of parts," Mrs. 
Rolf said. 


She said Rolfing on brain-damaged 


children in New York has resulted in 
the children becoming more cducablo 
and better able to handle themselves. 


The demonstration at Forest Hospi- 


tal was by Maurice Paulson, one of 
only two Rolfers in the Chicago area. 
Paulson, a senior practitioner, has an 
office in Downers Grove, the other is 
Brcn . Jacobson, located in Chicago. 
Paulson charges $40 per session, mak- 
ing the typical 10-hour course cost 
$400.

Park — that means winners. But Dassouki docs not 
ilmro the daily fortunes of winning, or the anguish of 
losing. "We're paid the same cither way," he said. 


THAINER 1111,1, Herndon is one of the little men in 


thoroughbred racing with Jint five horses and one 
groom to move from Arlington Park. 


"It's tough on a small guy trying lo get started," 


sayn I lie 211-year-old Herndon. "It takes a lot of mon- 
ey and you've got to have some luck." 


Herndon Is headed for Oak Lawn and Hot Springs, 


Ark. A native of Little Rock, the grip will reunite 
him with his wife and two children. 


"It gels kind of old sometimes, traveling around 


like this. Dut everyone's got to do something," he 
says. 


HIS YOUNG GUOOM. who's spent only five 


months on the race track backstrctch, agrees. 


"I had n friend who worked at the track and he 


told me lo give it a try. Working hero Is better than 
being on the street getting in trouble," he says.

Though he had only one winning 
horse at Arlington Park this summer, Herndon still 
appreciated the 04-day meeting. 


"You don't have to ship your horses around so

At the height of the summer racing season, there

In the backstrctch at Arlington Park. By tonight, 
there may not be more than 20.

His 1975 racing meet at Arlington

dark 1973 season. "A year ago the 
(racing) commission gave us the right 
dates and then (this year) it expanded 
on them. The results are In the num- 
bers," he said.

year." The racing board will hold hear 
Ings in November and announce the 
1976 racing schedule before the start 
of the New Year.

have priority (over race track goers) in getting home. And they get 
Impatient If they have to wait while \\e balance the volume of 
traffic." he says. 


The City of Rolling Meadows provides ns many as six patrolmen 


lo assist cars in and out of the race track gates on a busy racing 
day. The men volunteer for the special duty. Their salaries arc paid 
by the race (rack. 


"It's n good detail really, especially for n >oung patrolman," 


Lonegran says. On a typical day, a cop will spend an hour before 
the 2 p m . post lime, and nn hour and a half after the last race 
waving and whistling at cars. 


THE MAIN difference between the two shifts Is obvious. "You've 


got the losers coming out and potential winners going in," Lonegran 
says, and that can affect a motorist's disposition. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case soys tha end of racing 


at Arlington Park today makes little difference to him, or his police 
officers. "They're all special details. We never shortchanoe the 
city." 


"It's Just another season. Wo handle it." 
But the prospect of Sunday racing poses a horse of a different 


color. 


"Sunday racing would interfere with famllcs who want to take a 


drive. There arc a lot more people In town going to and from 
church, or visiting their friends," Case said. 


"We'd also have a manpower shortage. The fellas like to get one 


weekend off once and a while."

Almost everyone wins 
in first year of lottery

It seems everyone has emerged a 


winner In the Illinois Lottery, which 
generated more than $144 million in 
revenue Its first year and is now the 
largest contest of its kind In the coun- 
try, it was announced Wednesday. 


Forty-five per cent of the money, or 


$64.9 million, was returned as prizes, 
$64.6 million went to the state's gener- 
al revenue fund and $8 6 million was 
received by private businesses and 
banks as commissions for'distributihg 
and selling lottery tickets. The rest of 
the money was spent for adminis- 
tration and operation of the lottery. 


In his annual report, Lottery Supt. 


Ralph Batch said he planned to "main- 
tain both the Integrity and highest 
possible levels of performance of the 
lottery" and, hopefully, give out more 
prize money. 


IN THE FIRST year the lottery has 


paid more than 1.3 million persons, 
Including 7 millionaire winners, 6 win- 
ners of $1,000 a month for life, 51 win- 
ners of $300,000, 27 winners of 
$100,000, 52 winners of $60,000, 4,584 
winners of $250 to $25,000 and 1.3 mil- 
lion winners of $20 to $200. 


Ticket sales from the $1 and 50-cent 


lottery games convert Into 288 3 mil- 
lion fifty-cent units or an average of 


5 5 million 50-cent lottery tickets sold 
each week. 


The largest sellers of lottery tickets 


w e r e 
individually owned estab- 


lishments which accounted for 72 per 
cent of all sales. The remaining tick- 
ets were sold by chain stores. Gro- 
cery, drug and liquor stores sold more 
than half the tickets. 


Tickets for the first lottery drawing 


went on sale July 30, 1074. A total of 
72 million 50-ccnt tickets were sold 
for the Aug. 30 game. Since then, 
several special games were begun, 
keeping interest and prizes high, said 
Batch, as interest In the original game 
wore off. 


MOIIC THAN half the tickets and 


half the prizes were sold and won in 
Cook County, which has the largest 
population of any of the nine sales dis- 
tricts run by the lottery. 


The first Bonanza winner was Rob- 


ert Mazur of Momcnce. The first area 
Bonanaza winner was Joseph Ma- 
riano, an elevator starter from Mor- 
ton Grove. Irene D. Halley, a Frank- 
lin Park housewife was the first mil- 
lionaire winner. 


The Northwest suburbs was the site 


of two special prize winning events, 
including the third millionaire draw- 
ing Dec. 22 held amid a snowstorm at 


Woodtleld shopping center In Schaum- 
burg. The other event was the June 
16,1975 Grand Slam horse race at Ar- 
lington Heights Race Track. Stanley 
DeKlel, Nlles, won $50,000 a year for 
life.

Ahcrn said he would identify the 


banks that have agreed to loan the 
$10,000 needed as a down payment on 
the house after details of a written 
agreement ore completed. 


THE VICTOIUAN-STYLE house at 


224 E. Palatine Rd., adjacent to Com- 
munity Park, will be purchased from 
private owners within a week, ho 
said. 


A contribution drive to obtain the 


down payment on the house was 
launched Sept. 10 with some success, 
Ahcrn said. "But, we don't have 
enough promised right now to pur- 
chase the house," lie said. 


Contributions from residents, civic 


groups and merchants during the on- 
going drive will pay the $43,000 pur- 
chase price for the house. 


Ahcrn plans to meet with the Pala- 


tine Chamber of Commerce within a 
week to assure enough contributions 
to pay off the loan for the down pay- 
ment, ho said. 


The'Downtown Merchants Assn. has 


suggested that a day be designated 
when a percentage of the sales In all 
Palatine businesses would be donated 
to the museum, ho said. 


0 TII EII ORGANIZATIONS have 


agreed to sponsor fund-raising events. 
The Palatine Junior Woman's Club 
will sponsor a rummage sale Oct. 24 
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and 25 to support the museum project. 


Ahcrn said some of the local bank 


officials will serve as ex-officlo mem- 
bers of the Bicentennial Committee 
which will meet Wednesday at 7:30 
p.m. at the village hall, 54 S. Brock- 
way St. 


Anyone Interested in contributing to 


the museum drive can contact any of 
the village banks. Checks must be 
made payable to the Palatine Histori- 
cal Society Bicentennial Fund. 


The museum will be operated by 


the Palatine Hlstorical'Society. The 
Palatine Park District will begin levy- 
ing a museum tax next year that will 
cost the average homeowner about 50 
cents a year. The tax will provide 
enough money to maintain the pro- 
posed facility, Ahcrn said. 


Ahcrn has estimated the restoration 


of the house will cost $12,000 and will 
be less If local craftsmen and carpen- 
ters donate their skills and materials 
tothe pinjcct.

OK to spread 
bond debt: Glass

Spreading a $1.3 million bond debt 


on the new Palatine Public Library 
among all library district residents 
would be permissible under state law, 
Palatine Village Atty. Bradley M. 
Glass said in a written opinion to the 
village board. 


"Although we are aware of no statu- 


tory authority or court approved prec- 
edent for this precise procedure, we 
believe that such an agreement would 
be legally sustainable," he stated. 


Glass said the proposal would pro- 


vide a fair apportionment of taxes, 
which Is "a legitimate objective for 
cooperative action between two local 
governments." 


PALATINE VILLAGE residents are 


taxed about $8 a year, in addition to 
regular library taxes, to pay off the 
20-year library bonds originally issued 
by the village. Library district resi- 
dents, living outside of the village, do 
not pay the special tax for the bonds. 


The village board has proposed the 


library levy a special tax on all resi- 
dents, pending voter approval, to pay 
off the bonds. The tax revenues would 
be turned over to the village and 
placed In an irrevocable trust for use 
only to retire the bonds. The village 
would then abate its own tax levy for 
that purpose. 


The village board requested its at- 


torney's opinion on the legality of the 
proposal after meeting with the Pala- 
tine Library Board to discuss ways to 
spread the bond debt. 


The library board has since voted 


against spreading the bond de t on the 
new library, at Northwest Highway 
and benton Street, among all library 
district residents. The village will for- 
ward its legal iplnion to the library 
board. 


tonight, Mrs. Johnson said. 


Sources said Wednesday that con- 


tract talks are still muddled, with 
board negotiators refusing to budge 
on the salary offer made to teachers. 
The offer reportedly would give teach- 
ers a 5 per cent raise In base pay this 
year.

CIA illegally opened 
U. S. mail for 20 years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — For 20 


years prominent Americans — in- 
cluding Richard M. Nixon and Nobel 
Peace Prize winners Linus Pauling 
and Martin Luther King Jr. — had 
their mail illegally opened and photo- 
graphed by the CIA, it was revealed 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, chair- 


man of the Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence, who disclosed the pro- 
gram, said letters to and from such 
senators as Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Mass., and himself also were scruti- 
nized — even a letter he wrote to his 
mother-in-law while on a trip to Rus- 
sia. 


Church charged the program — 


codenamed "HT Lingual" — violated 
both the Constitution and federal stat- 
utes and promised full public hearings 
within a few weeks to expose this 
"far-flung" tampering with the liber- 
ties of Americans. 


But James Anglcton, a former CIA 


counterintelligence chief, testified be- 
fore the Church committee that the 
mail-opening program was an 
"in- 


dispensable" 
espionage tool aimed 


primarily 
at gleaning information 


from Soviet-bloc nations. 


Church said the intercept snared 


one letter addressed to Nixon — in 
June, 1968, while he was campaigning 
for the presidency he won that No- 
vember. He said it was from Ray 
Price, a major Nixon speechwriter, 
while he was traveling in the Soviet 
Union and included comments on Nix- 
on's election chances. 


Two years later, Nixon approved — 


then revoked — a mail intercept pro- 
gram, according to evidence thus far 
made public without knowing it al- 
ready was in existence. Sen. Gary 
Hart, D-Colo., a member of the com- 
mittee, asked that Nixon be called as 
a witness but a decision was post- 
poned. 


Other targets of the mail-opening 


program, Church said, included the 
Ford and Rockefeller Foundations 
and Harvard University, as well as 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., 
John D. Rockefeller IV, and the Rev. 
and Mrs. Martin Luther King Jr. 


Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D-Minn., 


said a CIA "watch list" included 
Pauling, author John Steinbeck and 
labor leader Victor Reuther.

$144 million gross revenue 
Almost everyone wins 
in first year of lottery 


by BARRY SIGALE 


It seems everyone has emerged a 


winner In the Illinois Lottery, which 
generated more than $144 million in 
revenue Its first year and is now the 
largest contest of its kind in the coun- 
try, It was announced Wednesday. 


Forty-five per cent of the money/or 


$64.9 million, was returned as prizes, 
$64.6 million went to the state's gener- 
al revenue fund and $8.0 million was 
received by private businesses and 
banks as commissions for distributing 
and selling lottery tickets. The rest of 
the money was spent for adminis- 
tration and operation of the lottery 


In his annual report, Lottery Supt. 


Ralph Batch s&id he planned to "main- 
tain both the integrity and highest 
possible levels of performance of the 
lottery" and, hopefully, give out more 
prize money. 


IN THE FIRST year the lottery has 


paid more than 1.3 million persons, 
including 7 millionaire winners, G win- 
ners of $1,000 a month for lite, 51 win- 
ners 
of 
$300,000, 27 winners of 


$100,000, 52 winners of $50,000, 4,584 
winners of $250 to $25,000 and 1.3 mil- 
lion winners of $20 to $200. 


Ticket sales from the $1 and 50-ccnt 


lottery games convert Into 288,3 mil- 
lion fifty-cent units or, an average of 
5.5 million 50-cent lottery tickets sold 


each week. 


The largest sellers of lottery tickets 


w e r e 
individually owned estab- 


lishments which accounted for 72 per 
cent of all sales. The remaining tick- 
ets were sold by chain stores. Gro- 
cery, drug and liquor stores sold more 
than half the tickets. 


Tickets for the first lottery drawing 


went on sole July 30, 1974. A total of 
72 million 50-ccnt tickets were sold 
for the Aug 30 game. Since then, 
several special games \vero begun, 
keeping interest and prizes high, said 
Batch, as interest in the original game 
wore off. 


MORE THAN half the tickets and 


half the prizes were sold and \von in 
Cook County, which has the largest 
population of any of the nine sales dis- 
tricts run by the lottery. 


The first Bonanza winner was Rob- 


ert Mazur of Momence. The first area 
Bonanaza winner was Joseph Ma- 
riano, nn elevator starter from Mor- 
ton Grove. Irene D. Hallcy, a Frank- 
lin Park housewife was the first mil- 
lionaire winner. 


The Northwest suburbs was the site 


of two special prize winning events, 
including the third millionaire draw- 
ing Dec. 22 held amid a snowstorm at 
Woodfield shopping center in Schaum- 
burg. The other event was the June 


1C, 1975 Grand Slam horse race at Ar- 
lington Heights Race Track. Stanley 
DeKiel, Niles, won $50,000 a year for 
life.

CIA illegally opened 


U« S. mail for 20 years 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 20 


years prominent Americans — in- 
cluding Richard At. Nixon and Nobel 
Peace Prize winners Linus Pauling 
and Martin Lutlwr King Jr. — had 
their mall Illegally opened and photo- 
graphed by the CIA, it was revealed 
Wednesday. 


Sen. Frank Church. D-Idaho, chair- 


man of tho Senate Select Committee 
on Intelligence, who disclosed the pro- 
gram, said letters to and from such 
senators as Hubert H. Humphrey, 
D-Mass., and himself also were scruti- 
nized — even a letter he wrote to his 
mother-in-law while on a trip to Rus- 
sia. 


Church charged the program — 


codcnamed "IIT Lingual" — violated 
both the Constitution and federal stat- 
utes and promised full public hearings 
within a (ow weeks lo expose this 
"far-flung" tampering with the liber- 
ties of Americans. 


But James Anglcton, a former CIA 


counterlntolllgcnco chief, testified be- 
fore the Church committee that the 
mall-opening program was an "in- 
dispensable" espionage tool aimed 
primarily at gleaning Information 
from Soviet-bloc nations. 


Church said tho Intercept snared 


one letter addressed to Nixon — in 
June. 19G8, while he was campaigning 
for the presidency he won that No- 
vember. He said It was from Ray 
Price, a major Nixon speechwriter, 
while he was traveling In the Soviet 
Union and included comments on Nix- 
on's election chances. 


Two years later, Nixon approved — 


then revoked — a mail Intercept pro- 
gram, according to evidence thus far 
made public without knowing it al- 
ready was in existence. Sen. Gary 
Hart, D-Colo., a member of the com- 
mittee, asked that Nixon be called as 
a witness but a decision was post- 
poned. 


Other targets of the mail-opening 


program, Church said, included the 
Ford and Rockefeller Foundations 
and Harvard University, as well as 
Federal Reserve Chairman Arthur 
Burns, Rep. Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., 
John D. Rockefeller IV, and tho Rev. 
and Mrs. Martin Luther King Jr. 


Sen. Walter F. 'Mandate, D-Mlnn., 


said a CIA "watch list" Included 
Pauling, author John Steinbeck and 
labor leader Victor Rcuthcr.

The 
building has also sustained some mi- 
nor smoke damage because fires were 
built in the fireplace with the damper 
closed. 


The pork district took steps to limit

In response to neighbors' com- 


plaints, the park board ordered the 
park to close at dusk instead of the 
normal 10 p.m. closing time.

Racing Board that times were so bad 
that another poor season could spell 
the end of horse racing at Arlington 
Park. 


"W6 had been given racing dates 


for a time when wo were not designed 
to run," Loome says recalling the 
dark 1973 season. "A year ago the 
(racing) commission gave us the right 
dates and then (this year) it expanded 
on them. The results are in the num- 
bers," he said. 


LOOME SAYS he now will "get go- 


Ing on a plan for racing dates for next 
year." The racing board will hold hear 
ings in November and announce the 
1976 racing schedule before the start 
of the New Year. 


"Everybody keeps talking about the 


old days on the race track. Well, the 
old days are gone, just like my youth. 
There is no way I'm going to bring 
them back. What we're doing is look- 
ing ahead." 


Part of the future may include Sun- 


day racing at Arlington Park — a day 
that could equal or surpass the at- 
tendance and betting figures now 
compiled on Saturdays.

Cop: his job means 
getting cars in and out 


Rolling Meadows Police Sgt. Timothy Lonegran has opened and 


closed 12 racing seasons at Arlington Park. 


Without him and tho other police officers who get racing fans In 


and out of tho track each day, Arlington Park would bo a much 
nastier place. 


"My main problem is local residents sometimes feel they should 


have priority (over race track goers) In getting home. And they get 
Impatient If they have to wait while wo balance the volume of 
traffic," ho says. 


Tho City of Rolling Meadows provides as many as six patrolmen 


to assist cars in and out of the race track gates on a busy racing 
day. Tho men volunteer for tho special duty. Their salaries are paid 
by tho race track. 


"It's a good detail really, especially for a young patrolman," 


Lonogran says. On a typical day, a cop will spend an hour before 
tho 2 p.m. post llmo, and an hour and a half after the last race 
waving and whistling at cars. 


THE MAIN difference between the two shifts Is obvious. "You've 


got tho losers coming out and potential winners going In," Lonegrnn 
says, and that can affect a motorist's disposition. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case says tha end of racing 


at Arlington Park today makes little difference to him, or his police 
officers. "They're all special details. We never shortchange the 
city." 


"It's just another season. Wo handle it." 
But tho prospect of Sunday racing poses a horse of a different 


color. 


"Sunday racing would Interfere with famlles who want to take a 


drive. There aro a lot moro people in town going to and from 
church, or visiting their friends," Cose sold. 


"Wo'd also have n manpower shortage. Tho fellas like to get ono 


weekend off once and a while."

Christ and his staff cater to

From his reservation desk 
on tha race track's fifth floor, he 
commands a sweeping view of the 
dirt oval and grassy lake-spotted 
Infield. 


It is a picture window on a 


scene that could not be created to- 
day, and there is a hint of sadness 
that It Is time to draw the blinds 
again.

TV con game stings six; 
police reveal gyp tactics

People still believe in the adage, 


"I'll get something for nothing." But 
what they usually get when they put 
cash on it is simply nothing. 


Lt." James Dillon of tho Schaumburg 


Police Dept. says the newest "some- 
thing for nothing" confidence game 
involves color television sots prom- 
ised at cheap prices. It's a swindle, 
Dillon warns. 
' In about n year, six television 
swindles have been pulled at Wood- 
field Shopping Center, Schaumburg. 
Four of these have occurred since 
June, with the lowest take being $2,200 
and the highest $6,800. Det. William 
Ostcrmann of the Schaumburg Police 
Dept. said he believes many more oc- 
cur, but a "mark's" embarrassment 
prevents them from being reported to 
authorities. Tho problem is nation- 
wide, ho said. 


The victim is lured into the con by a 


telephone call which* solicits him un- 
der the guise he con purchase TV sets 
at cheap prices because of a close-out 
sole or an extra truck shipment, Dil- 
lon said. Prices are $150 for 19-inch 
sets, $250 for 23-Inch sets and $350 for 
home-entertainment centers. 


THE VICTIM MEETS the solicitor, 


money is exchanged, and the victim 
waits by the loading dock of a store in 
a shopping center, Dillon said. The 
sets never appear, ho added. - 


Ostermann pointed out three basic 


operations: 


• A "runner," who drives a rented 


truck meets the victim In a parking 
lot, where the money is exchanged. 


• Two to three people meet him 


with brochures and take him to a tele- 
vision store, where he is shown the 
sets in question. 


• Two to five people operate an 


elaborate setup, including a salesman 
in the television section of a major 
department store.

Winners galore 
in first year 
of state lottery

It seems cvcryono has emerged a 


winner in the Illinois Lottery, which 
generated more than $144 million in 
revenue its first year and is now the 
largest contest of its kind in the coun- 
try, It was announced Wednesday. 


Forty-five per cent of the money, or 


$64.9 million, was. returned as prizes, 
$64.6 million went to the state's gener- 
al revenue fund and $8.6 million was 
received by private businesses and 
banks as commissions for distributing 
and selling lottery tickets. The rest of 
the money was spent for adminis- 
tration and operation of the lottery. 


In his annual report, Lottery Supt. 


Ralph Batch said he planned to "main- 
tain both the integrity and highest 
possible levels of performance of. t lib 
lottery" and, hopefully, give out more 
prize money. 


IN THE FIRST year the lottery has 


paid more than 1.3 million persons, 
including 7 millionaire winners, G win- 
ners of $1,000 a month for life, 51 win- 
ners of $300,000, 27 winners of 
$100,000, 52 winners of $30,000, 4,584 
winners of $250 to $25,000 and 1.3 mil- 
lion winners of $20 to $200. 


Ticket sales from the $1 and 50-ccnt 


lottery games convert Into 288,3 mil- 
lion fifty-cent units or an average of 
5.5 million 50-ccnt lottery tickets sold 
each week. 


The largest sellers of lottery tickets 


w e r e individually owned estab- 
lishments which accounted for 72 per 
cent of all sales. The remaining tick- 
ets were sold by chain stores. Gro- 
cery, drug and liquor stores sold more 
than half the tickets. 


Tickets for the first lottery drawing 


\vcnt on sale July 30, 1974. A total of 
7.2 million 50-cent tickets were sold 
for the Aug. 30 game. Since then, 
several special games wens begun, 
keeping interest and prizes high, said 
Batch, as interest in the original game 
wore off. 


MORE THAN half the tickets and 


half the prizes were sold and won in 
Cook County, which has the largest 
population of any of the nine sales dis- 
tricts run by the lottery. 


The first Bonanza winner was Rob- 


ert Mazur of Momencc. The first area 
Bonanaza winner was Joseph Ma- 
riano, on elevator starter from Mor- 
ton Grove. Irene D. Halley, a Frank- 
lin Park housewife was the first mil- 
lionaire winner. 


The Northwest suburbs was the site 


of two special prize winning events, 
including the third millionaire draw- 
ing Dec. 22 held amid a snowstorm at 
Woodflcld shopping center in Schaum- 
burg. The other event was the June 
18,1975 Grand Slam horse race at Ar- 
lington Heights Race Track. Stanley 
DoKiel, Nlies, won $50,000 a year for 
life. 


recently bilked of about $3,850, ran 
into a four-man operation.

cons were from outside the Northwest 
suburban area. In fact, Ostermann 
pointed out, a Schaumburg man was 
defrauded in a con at the Golf-Mill 
Shopping Center, Nilcs. 


Dillon advised any person receiving 


such a solicitation should call his local 
police department. 


"No legitimate business would do 


that. They're not going to give their 
merchandise away," he said. 


"They (the victims) go to the ship- 


ping dock, and nothing appears. Sud- 
denly reality hits them." 


Rolf, no not golf, Rolf, 


*may make you a new man 


by TOM VON MALDER 


Rolling? Sounds sickening, doesn't 


it. 


Well, Ida Rolf, at age 79, believes 


this new technique is the answer to 
e v e r y t h i n g from stiff necks to 
paunchy stomachs. All you have to do 
is work with gravity to shape up. 


Rolfing, developed by Ida P. Rolf, 


Ph.D., is reordering of the major 
body segments — head, shoulders, 
thorax, pelvis and legs — toward a 
vertical alignment. The theory is a 
more-balanced body is supposed to 
contain more energy. 


"A body to do its optimum must be 


organized around a vertical line," 
Mrs. Rolf said recently at the opening 
lecture of the Forest Hospital scien- 
tific lecture scries. "The energy of the 
gravity of earth will reinforce the 
energy in the body." 


IN ADDITION TO relieving chronic 


pains, Mrs. Rolf said her system of 
structural integration results in a 
body that "is less Irritable, has more 
energy and is willing to work." 


Mrs. Rolf received her bachelor of 


science degree in 1916 and her docto- 
rate in biochemistry in 1920, both 
from Columbia University. She was a 
member of the Organic Chemistry 
Dept. of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research. However, her Rol- 
fing technique is considered outside 
the mainstream of medicine and psy- 
chology. 


"We're not competitors of or with 


the medics," she said. "The medics 
deal with emergency or acute situ- 
ations. We deal with chronic situ- 
ations, with chronic body misfits." 


As for psychology, Mrs. Rolf said 


"My gospel is there 'ain't no psy- 
chology,' only physiology. It Is the 
physiology that will determine the be- 
havior of an individual. The con- 
sciousness of a personality mirrors 
the behavior of an individual." 


AS EXAMPLES, Mrs. Rolf said of- 


ten the body will retain the trauma of 
an early accident and she pointed out 


the short thighs on the volunteer mod- 
el who was Rolfed after the lecture. 
She said the thighs looked as if the 
volunteer had had some sports train- 
ing. The subject said yes, he had had 
some football and running training. 


The basic Rolfing treatment con- 


sists of 10 hours with a Rolf prac- 
titioner, who manipulates the body's 
connective tissue with fingers, fist, 
open hand and elbow to realign the 
parts of the body. Such .parts as shoul- 
ders, pelvis, and knees arc made to 
lie horizontal to the ground. 


"The average, random human being 


does not have these balances, but you 
can put them in," said Mrs. Rolf. 


She likened the input of energy into 


the connective tissues to gelatin. 
When gelatin is heated — energy 
added — it becomes liquid and sha- 
pable, when it is cooled —energy re- 
moved — it becomes fixed again, but 
retains the new shape. 


"EVEN IN THE first 10 minutes of 


Rolf processing, muscles are being 
changed: some loosened, some length- 
ened, some shifted in space, some giv- 
en additional tone," she said, adding 
some persons have gained as much as 
an Inch in height when their bodies 
were straightened. 


After the process, the person uses 


new muslces and the straighten struc- 
ture remains throughout his life, un- 
less he is in an accident. 


"We are making a whole man. We 


are making a man who behaves as a 
whole, not a series of parts," Mrs. 
Rolf said. 


She said Rolfing on brain-damaged 


children in New York has resulted in 
the children becoming more educable 
and belter able to handle themselves. 


The demonstration at Forest Hospi- 


tal was by Maurice Paulson, one of 
only two Rollers in the Chicago area. 
Paulson, a senior practitioner, has an 
office in Downers Grove, the other is 
Brcn Jacobson, located in Chicago. 
Paulson charges $40 per session, mak- 
ing the typical 10-hour course cost 
$400.
